Public  Utilities  Commission 

For  the  State  of  Kansas. 


TOPEKA,  December  2,  1918. 
To  the  Honorable  Arthur  Capper ^  Governor: 

Sir — In  compliance  with  section  8436  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kan- 
sas of  1915,  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  fourth  biennial  re- 
port of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  state  of  Kansas,  from  De- 
cember 1,  1916,  to  November  30,  1918. 

The  period  covered  by  this  report  has  been  fraught  with  many  grave 
utility  problems  growing  out  of  war  conditions.  In  one  form  or  another 
practically  every  one  of  the  1,094  cases  heard  and  decided  by  the  Com- 
mission has  been  saturated  or  surcharged  with  issues  induced  by  war 
needs  or  war  demands.  In  dealing  with  these  problems  the  Commission 
has  endeavored  to  exercise  a  broad-minded,  and,  it  hopes,  a  patriotic  view 
of  the  unusual  situation,  giving  due  and  equal  regard  to  the  rights  both 
of  the  utilities  and  their  customers.  The  high  cost  of  living  has  been  as 
burdensome  to  public  utilities  as  to  individuals,  and  the  province  of  this 
Commission  has  been  to  grant  them  such  relief  in  the  way  of  emergency 
rates  as  will  tide  them  over  the  period  of  war  prices,  at  the  same  time 
affording  the  people  ample  service  at  reasonable  rates. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  continues  to  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
The  docket  for  this  biennium  shows  that  1,061  formal  cases  have  been 
filed,  as  against  814  for  the  preceding  biennium;  that  decisions  were 
rendered  in  1,094  cases,  as  against  733  cases  for  the  preceding  two  years. 
These  figures  do  not  include  the  multitude  of  informal  cases  handled  on 
the  suspense  docket.  In  regard  to  such  cases  the  Commission  desires 
again  to  repeat  what  was  said  i^  its  last  biennial  report  concerning  in- 
formal complaints  and  hearings.  This  character  of  work  was  explained 
in  that  report  as  follows :,...» 

"Upon  receipt  of  an  informal  communication  of  any  character,  com- 
plaining of  an  injustice,  discrimination,  lack  of  service  or  improper  prac- 
tices of  any  kind  on  the  part  of  a  public  utility,  the  policy  and  practice  of 
the  Conmiission  has  been  to  immediately  enter  into  correspondence  with 
the  utility  complained  against;  and  in  many,  if  not  in  a  majority  of  cases, 
we  have  been  able  to  bring  about  adjustments  and  corrections  satisfactory 
to  a!l  parties.  All  informal  complaints  of  this  character  are  carried  upon 
what  is  known  as  the  'suspense  docket.'  In  case  of  a  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment, such  complaints  go  no  further;  but  in  case  no  adjustment  is  reached 
after  a  reasonable  effort,  all  such  complaints  are  formally  docketed  and 
set  for  hearing  and  determination  in  the  usual  manner.'* 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  cases  filed,  heard  and  pending  before 
the  Commission  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report:

Notwithstanding  the  increased  work  of  the  Commission  and  the  handi- 
cap under  which  it  has  labored  on  account  of  its  expert  engineers  enter- 
ing the  army,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that,  although  247  more  cases  were 
filed  during  this  biennium  than  in  the  preceding  biennium,  fewer  cases 
now  remain  undisposed  of  than  at  the  last  report.

EMERGENCY  RATES  DUE  TO  WAR. 

Public  utilities  of  all  kinds,  in  common  with  other  classes  of  business, 
have  felt  the  effects  of  war  conditions  and  requirements. 

In  conducting  the  business  of  even  successfully  managed  utilities, 
the  high  cost  of  labor,  fuel  and  material  has,  in  many  cases,  almost  elim- 
inated the  ordinary  and  necessary  net  income,  leaving  little  or  nothing 
for  return  upon  investment  or  to  cover  depreciation  charges,  while  in 
loosely  or  carelessly  managed  utilities  those  abnormal  conditions  have 
resulted  disastrously. 

It  so  happens  that  the  wants  of  utilities  were  substantially  the  same 
as  the  wants  of  the  nation  for  war  purposes — men,  oil,  coal,  timber, 
steel,  copper  and  other  metals.  The  needs  of  the  army  took  away  from 
the  utilities  thousands  of  experts,  most  of  whose  places  could  not  be 
filled,  and  where  efforts  were  made  to  fill  the  vacancies  left  by  those 
entering  the  national  service  the  substitutes  obtained  were  almost  in- 
variably inferior  in  training  and  ability.  This  necessarily  resulted  in 
much  diminished  efficiency. 

The  enormous  demand  for  coal  by  the  navy  and  by  factories  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  munitions  and  war  supplies  forced  the  cost  of 
fuel  to  almost  double  its  normal  price.  The  cost  of  copper  vnre  and 
other  material  necessary  in  utility  operation  and  maintenance  also  ad- 
vanced by  leaps  and  bounds,  and  concurrently  with  these  advances  came 
the  unprecedented  increase  in  wages  along  every  line  of  industrial  ac- 
tivity.   In  the  generation  of  electrical  power  the  fuel  factor  constitutes 
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the  largest  item  of  expense,  being  usually  from  66  to  80  percent  of  the 
production  cost.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  many  utilities  making 
only  a  fair  and  reasonable  return  upon  investment  during  normal  times, 
and  operating  at  ordinary  rates  under  normal  conditions,  could  not  sur- 
vive the  stress  of  war  prices  and  conditions  and  continue  to  give  the 
public  reasonable  service  without  obtaining  some  relief  by  way  of  ad- 
vances in  rates.  This  relief,  in  moderate  measure,  has  been  aiforded  by 
the  Commission  in  a  number  of  cases  by  either  allowing  an  emergency 
increase  in  existing  prewar  rates,  or  by  authorizing  the  collection  of  a 
percentage  surcharge  upon  previous  rates,  such  emergency  rates  or 
surcharge  to  continue  only  until  one  year  after  the  signing  of  the  treaty 
of  peace,  when  prior  rates  will  in  such  cases  again  become  effective. 

RAILROADS. 

That  federal  control  of  railroads  has  increased  rather  than  dimin- 
ished the  work  of  the  State  Utilities  Commission  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  483  cases  affecting  railroads  have  been  filed  during  this  biennium, 
as  against  421  for  the  biennium  ending  November  30,  1916.  Since  the 
railroads  were  taken  over,  on  December  28,  1917,  175  cases  have  been 
filed.  Thus  the  view  expressed  in  certain  quarters  that  federal  control 
had  rendered  useless  the  State  Commission  as  a  tribunal  for  handling 
railroad  problems  is  effectively  dispelled  by  cold,  hard  facts.  Actual 
experience  has  demonstrated  that  the  Commission  not  only  must  handle 
all  cases  common  to  it  in  the  past,  but  also  must  look  after  matters  of 
state  concern  before  the  various  departments  of  the  United  States  Rail- 
road Administration.    Especially  is  this  true  since  the  war  is  over. 

As  to  the  efficacy  of  the  present  plan  of  federal  control  the  State 
Commission  will  express  no  opinion,  except  to  say  that  the  interests  of 
the  shippers,  especially  in  the  agricultural  sections,  up  to  this  time 
seem  to  have  been  lost  sight  of  entirely.  Rates  have  been  increased 
enormously  and  service  has  been  reduced  correspondingly,  both  of  which 
adversely  affect  the  shippers.  War  conditions  may  have  warranted  such 
action,  but  now  that  the  war  is  over  a  readjustment  must  come,  and  it 
must  be  such  as  to  deal  fairly  with  the  shipping  interests.  They  can  be 
ignored  no  longer. 

When  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration  promulgated  or- 
ders increasing  freight  and  passenger  rates  the  Kansas  Commission  did 
not  yield  jurisdiction  over  intrastate  rates.  It  did  not  concede  the  right 
of  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration  to  change  purely  state 
rates  under  any  existing  congressional  act.  What  it  did  was  to  concede 
that  the  federal  government,  under  its  war  powers,  had  the  right  to 
change  state  rates  as  well  as  interstate  rates,  if  it  deemed  it  necessary 
in  carrying  on  the  war;  and,  as  a  patriotic  duty,  vhis  Commission,  in 
common  with  other  state  commissions,  acquiesced  in  that  action.  But 
that  situation  no  longer  obtains. 

In  the  early  days  of  federal  control  the  Kansas  Commission,  in  a  let- 
ter to  Director  General  W.  G.  McAdoo,  expressed  a  desire  to  cooperate 
with  his  department  in  railroad  regulation  during  the  period  of  the  war, 
and  offered  some  friendly  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  matter.  That 
letter  in  part  reads: 
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"Your  telegram,  asking  the  cooperation  of  this  Commission  *in  getting 
the  public  to  support,  in  a  patriotic  spirit  and  as  a  war  measure/  the 
freight  and  passenger  rate  increases  initiated  in  general  order  No.  28, 
came  duly  to  hand. 

"Replying  thereto,  this  Commission  wants  you  to  know  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Kansas,  whom  it  represents,  are  loyally  standing  behind  the  gov- 
ernment in  its  program  for  winning  the  war.  They  are  contributingr 
their  quota  of  men  and  money  and  are  ready  to  do  everything  that  pa- 
triots should  do  in  this  crisis.  All  they  ask  in  return  is  that  they  be 
dealt  with  fairly,  and  when  all  the  facts  regarding  railroad  rates  are 
presented  to  you  they  have  faith  that  you  will  accord  them  justice. 

"The  Commission  is  by  no  means  disposed  at  this  time,  and  under 
war  conditions,  to  cavil  over  questions  of  jurisdiction,  but  does  desire 
to  preserve  the  integrity  of  state  administration,  so  that  upon  conclu- 
sion of  the  war  and  the  return  to  normal  conditions  its  jurisdiction  may 
exist  exactly  as  it  did  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  unless  in  the  mean- 
time modified  in  some  way  by  the  laws  of  Kansas. 

"In  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  the  fair  and  just  way,  as  well 
as  the  most  practical,  is  to  adjust  all  inequalities,  especially  the  most 
glaring  and  vital  ones,  before  the  new  tariff  is  promulgated.  It  is  im- 
perative that  this  be  done  now  to  save  the  Kansas  commercial  and  pro- 
ducing interests  from  disaster  while  they  are  waiting  to  try  their  flood 
of  cases  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  with  all  the  attend- 
ant and  necessary  delays.  To  the  end  that  these  and  many  other  manifest 
errors  be  corrected,  we  earnestly  urge  that,  while  the  tariffs  affecting 
Kansas  interests  are  being  prepared,  representatives  of  this  Commis- 
sion be  permitted  to  sit  with  the  government  committee  and  give  what 
counsel  and  advice  they  can  in  solving  these  difficulties.  This  will  be 
cooperation  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  term,  and  cooperation  is  what  you 
say  you  want. 

"The  working  out  of  these  great  problems,  vital  not  only  in  the  win- 
ning of  the  war  but  vital  to  our  economic  national  life,  should  not  be 
a  one-sided  affair  by  any  means.  The  welfare  of  the  various  states  and 
their  people  should  be  given  the  same  careful  consideration  as  is  given 
to  the  government  and*  the  railroads.  All  sides  should  be  represented  in 
an  effort  to  settle  the  problems  with  equal  justice  to  all,  bearing  in  mind 
at  all  times  that  our  country  is  at  war  and  that  true  patriotism  and 
loyalty  demand  that  the  nation  and  the  states  cooperate  cheerfully  and 
heartily  in  mobilizing  all  our  resources  in  this  great  crisis." 

In  reply  thereto  the  Director  General  thanked  the  Commission  for  its 
offer  of  cooperation  and  said  the  suggestions  would  be  given  consideration. 
Frequent  conferences  between  members  of  the  Director  General's  staff 
and  representatives  of  the  Kansas  Commission  were  held,  but  up  to  this 
time  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration  has  shown  no  dispo- 
sition to  divide  responsibility  of  railroad  rate  regulation  with  the  Kansas 
State  Commission  or  any  other  state  commission. 

In  justice  to  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration  it  can  be  said 
that  only  in  the  matter  of  increasing  freight  and  passenger  rates  has  it 
igrnored  the  State  Commission.  In  all  other  cases,  such  as  reduction  in 
train  service,  consolidation  of  facilities,  and  so  on,  it  has  sought  the  coop- 
eration of  the  State  Commission.  In  fact,  it  has  filed  formal  applications 
and  presented  testimony  and  arguments  in  all  such  cases,  and  the  Com- 
mission has  disposed  of  them  in  the  usual  way.  That  the  United  States 
Railroad  Administration  would  ask  the  State  Commission  for  permissive 
orders  in  this  class  of  cases,  and  ignore  it  in  rate  cases,  when  the  same 
state  law  gives  the  State  Commission  jurisdiction  over  both  rates  and 
service,  is  an  enigma. 
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The  rates  on  coarse  grain,  such  as  corn  and  oats,  were  increased  so 
unreasonably  and  out  of  proportion  to  other  commodities  that,  even 
thoug^h  war  were  waging,  the  State  Commission  felt  compelled  to  protest 
against  the  exorbitant  increase.  This  case  is  now  pending  before  the 
Regfional  Freight  Traffic  Committee  at  Chicago. 

No'w  that  the  war  is  over  and  the  war  power  of  the  federal  government 
is  to  be  exercised  no  long^er,  the  Kansas  Commission  has  served  notice  that 
it  proposes  to  resume  the  exercise  of  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the 
le^slature  in  regulating  intrastate  rates.  That  notice  was  given  in  a 
letter  to  the  Federal  Freight  Traffic  Committee  of  the  Kansas  City  dis- 
trict, which  is  contemplating  changing  some  purely  state  rates  without 
securing  the  consent  of  the  Kansas  Commission.    The  letter  follows: 

ToPEKA,  Kan.,  November  21,  1918. 
Afr.  D.  R,  Ldncaln,  Chairman^  Kcmsas  City  District  Freight  Traffic  Com- 

mittee,  KanscLs  City,  Mo.: 

Dbar  Sir — The  Kansas  Commission  has  received  notice  of  your  Docket 
Subject  No.  373 — "Returned  Freight  Rule  on  Kansas  and  Nebraska  State 
Traffic."  I  note  that  it  is  proposed  to  cancel  rules  1226  and  1230  of 
Trans-Missouri  Circular  1-F;  also  Items  1080  and  1085  of  Union  Pacific 
Circular  100-A.  The  rules  referred  to  were  established  after  full  in- 
vestigation by  orders  of  the  Nebraska  state  railway  commission  and  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  apply  only  upon 
intrastate  traffic  in  these  states. 

I  am  directed  by  our  Commission  to  advise  you  that  the  Kansas  Com- 
mission does  not  recognize  the  authority  of  your  committee,  or  of  any 
other  committee  or  officer  representing  the  United  States  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration, to  make  any  change  in  any  rate  or  rule  relating  to  the 
charge  to  be  made  for  intrastate  shipments  in  this  state  without  the 
consent  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  state  of  Kansas.  I  am 
further  directed  to  say  to  you  that  this  Commission,  now  that  the  war  is 
over,  intends  to  assert  its  jurisdiction  over  all  questions  of  this  kind,  and 
will  endeavor  to  enforce  the  laws  of  this  state  so  far  as  it  can  for  the 
protection  of  its  jurisdiction. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  the  Commission  felt  disposed  to  avoid  any 
controversy  with  the  Railroad  Administration,  or  any  act  which  might 
in  any  way  appear  to  question  the  right  of  the  President  to  take  any 
measures  which  were  deemed  by  him  necessary  for  winning  the  war.  The 
statutes  of  this  state  impose  upon  this  Commission  certain  duties  which 
the  Commissioners,  under  their  oath  of  office,  are  required  to  discharge, 
and  as  stated  above,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commission  to  resume  its 
functions  and  in  the  future  to  handle  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction 
the  same  as  it  did  prior  to  the  war.  The  Commission  will  be  glad  to  in- 
vestigate any  rate  or  service  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director  General 
or  his  subordinates  should  be  changed  or  modified  for  any  reason,  upon 
the  filing  with  this  Commission  of   applications  for  that  purpose. 

I  am  writing  you  thus  fully  in  order  that  you  may  be  advised  that  this 
question  has  received  careful  attention  by  our  Commission,  and  that  they 
have  determined  upon  a  line  of  policy  to  be  followed  by  them  in  the  hand- 
ling of  all  such  questions.  Yours  truly,

A  copy  of  the  above  letter  wa^  sent  to  the  Director  General  and  his 
Assistant  Director,  C.  A.  Prouty.     In  reply  Mr.  Prouty  said : 

Dear  Sir — This  will  acknowledge  yours  of  November  21,  1918,  with 
attachment. 

Am  glad  to  know  exactly  what  you  have  said  to  this  freight  committee. 
As  I  expressed  myself  before  the  National  Association  of  Railroad  Corn- 
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missioners,  you  are  not.  in  my  opinion  under  the  slightest  obligation  to 
appear  before  such  a  committee.  Very  truly  yours,

While  Mr.  Prouty 's  letter  leaves  in  doubt  the  object  and  purposes  of 
the  Kansas  City  District  Freight  Traffic  Committee,  it  indicates  clearly 
his  own  views  as  to  the  authority  of  the  state  over  local  rates  and  regu- 
lations. 

Similar  notice  has  also  been  given  regarding  oil  rates  which  the  Kan- 
sas City  District  Committee  proposes  to  change.  Not  as  a  threat,  but  as 
a  matter  of  public  information,  it  may  be  said  that  one  of  these  cases,  or 
one  of  like  nature,  may  be  the  foundation  of  a  legal  battle  between  the 
State  Commission  and  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration  to  de- 
termine the  right  of  a  state  to  regulate  intrastate  railroad  rates. 

WIRE  LINES. 

Federal  control  of  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  Has  increased  the 
work  of  the  Kansas  Commission  even  greater  proportionately  than  has 
federal  control  of  railroads.  During  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report 
the  number  of  formal  telegraph  and  telephone  cases  filed  was  275  (3  tele- 
graph and  272  telephone),  as  against  172  (4  telegraph  and  168  telephone 
cases)  for  the  preceding  two  years.  Since  the  government  took  over  the 
wires,  in  August,  1918,  82  telephone  cases,  an  average  of  20  cases  a 
month,  have  been  filed  with  this  Commission. 

In  operating  the  wire  lines,  Postmaster  General  A.  S.  Burleson  has 
sought  closer  cooperation  with  the  State  Commission  than  has  the 
Director  General  of  Railroads.  In  the  very  beginning  Mr.  Burleson 
issued  an  order  compelling  wire  companies  seeking  changes  in  rates,  rules 
or  practices  to  apply  through  "usual  channels" — ^namely,  the  State  Com- 
mission, in  Kansas.  He  has  consistently  held  to  that  position  except  in 
one  instance,  when  he  issued  an  order  increasing  charges  for  service 
connection  and  change  of  name  and  number.  These  charges,  so  fixed, 
were  so  exorbitant  and  so  much  higher  than  the  companies  themselves 
had  asked  for  that  from  the  beginning  they  were  very  unpopular.  They 
have  since  been  scaled  down.  In  justice  to  Mr.  Burleson  it  should  be  said 
that  he  made  the  rates  exorbitant  for  the  sole  purpose  of  checking  exten- 
sion work,  and  thus  conserve  labor  and  material  needed  for  war  purposes. 
When  he  found  that  the  order  did  not  accomplish  that  result  he  modified 
such  rates. 

When  the  government  took  over  the  wires  the  Kansas  Commission  sent 
the  following  letter  to  the  Postmaster  General : 

"Dear  Sir — It  is  our  desire  to  coSperate  with  you  in  every  possible  way 
and  to  render  you  and  the  government  all  the  assistance  within  our  power 
in  matters  involving  telephone  service  and  rates  in  Kansas,  in  accordance 
with  the  authority  conferred  upon  this  Commission  in  its  creation." 

The  Postmaster  General  replied  that  he  would  be  glad  to  avail  him- 
self of  the  services  of  the  State  Commission,  and  requested  it  to  continue 
to  handle  all  wire  cases  as  expeditiously  as  possible.    This  has  been  done. 

Chapter  252  of  the  Session  Laws  of  Kansas,  1917,  required,  in  sub- 
stance, public  utilities  owning  or  operating  wires  for  the  transmission  of 
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telegraph  or  telephone  messages,  or  for  the  transmission  of  electricity 
upon,  along  or  across  the  streets,  highways  or  public  places  in  this  state, 
to  so  use,  string  and  maintain  such  wires  as  to  avoid  unreasonable  in- 
jury or  interference  from  the  wires  of  other  utilities,  and  to  avoid  un- 
reasonable injury  to  and  interference  with  the  wires  of  other  utilities. 

By  the  same  enactment  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  given  the 
power,  and  it  was  made  its  duty,  to  prescribe  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations with  respect  to  the  stringing  and  maintaining  of  vdres  in  all  cases 
where  there  is  danger  or  possibility  of  unreasonable  interference  with 
or  damage  to  the  wires  or  service  of  one  utility  by  those  of  another 
utility,  and  with  respect  to  the  support,  maintenance,  repair  and  recon- 
struction thereof. 

Acting  under  and  in  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  the 
Commission,  early  in  the  sunmier  of  1917,  notified  substantially  all  the 
telegraph,  telephone  and  electric  utilities  of  Kansas  that  a  meeting  would 
be  held  and  hearing  had  at  its  office,  in  Topeka,  for  the  purpose  of  dis* 
cussing  and  agreeing  upon  reasonable  and  proper  wire-stringing  rules 
and  regulations. 

Meantime  the  engineers  of  the  Commission  had  prepared  rules  re- 
lating to  wire  construction,  which  were  printed  and  distributed  among 
many  of  the  interested  companies. 

The  meeting  and  hearing  were  had  and  held,  the  proposed  rules  were 
discussed  and  agreed  upon,  and  on  July  30,  1917,  the  Commission  issued 
an  order  prescribing  and  publishing  the  rules,  as  required  by  law. 
Printed  copies  of  the  rules  are  kept  by  the  Commission  in  its  office  for 
distribution  among  those  who  may  be  interested  in  them. 

ELECTRICAL  SERVICE. 

In  no  branch  of  public-utility  service  in  Kansas  has  the  increase  been 
more  marked  than  in  the  use  and  application  of  electrical  current  and 
power.  During  the  biennium  from  December  1,  1914,  to  November  30, 
1916,  27  cases  involving  electric  current  and  power  rates,  service,  etc., 
were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commission,  while  during  the  biennium 
from  December  1,  1916,  to  November  30,  1918,  115  such  cases  were  filed. 
While  many  of  the  cases  filed  during  the  latter  period  were  induced  by 
war  conditions  and  prices,  nevertheless  the  fact  remains  that  the  use  of 
electric  current  and  power  in  carrying  on  some  farming  operations  and 
in  the  performance  of  ordinary  household  duties  is  rapidly  extending. 

Large  electric  and  power  companies,  centrally  and  advantageously 
located,  and  able  under  normal  conditions  to  produce  and  transmit  cur- 
rent at  a  reasonable  cost,  have  constructed  transmission  lines  extending 
through  neighboring  territory  to  towns,  distant  in  some  instances  to 
fifty  miles  from  the  production  point.  In  this  manner  many  cities  too 
small  to  construct  or  support  an  independent  plant  are  supplied  with 
current  and  power. 

In  relation  to  the  production  of  electric  current  and  power  it  is  al- 
most axiomatic  that,  other  conditions  being  equal,  a  large  plant  advan- 
tageously located  and  having  a  reasonably  well-balanced  load  can  pro- 
duce and  sell  current  and  power  cheaper  than  can  a  small  plant  whose 
load  factor  cannot  be  satisfactorily  balanced. 
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INTERURBAN  LINES. 

When  the  steam  roads  were  granted  increased  freight  and  passenger 
rates,  under  federal  order  No.  28,  practically  all  of  the  electric  inter- 
urban  lines  applied  to  the  State  Commission  to  be  placed  on  the  same 
basis,  claiming  that  their  operating  expenses  had  increased  enormously 
and  that  they  were  competitors  of  the  steam  roads  and  entitled  to  the 
same  rates.  At  an  informal  conference  they  asked  that  a  blanket  order 
be  issued  granting  such  increases.  But  the  Commission  denied  the  re- 
quest and  proceeded  to  hear  each  application  separately.  As  a  result 
most  of  the  roads  were  granted  a  2% -cent  passenger  rate,  with  lower 
fares  for  commuters  and  school  children,  and  a  10  percent  increase  in 
freight  rates.  Only  one  line  was  granted  a  higher  rate.  That  was  the 
Strang  line,  operating  between  Kansas  City  and  Olathe.  Its  regular 
rate  was  fixed  at  2%  cents,  upon  a  showing  that  it  would  require  fully 
that  much  to  keep  it  out  of  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

All  orders  in  interurban  cases  were  emergency  orders,  and  apply  for 
a  certain  period  after  the  war,  when  they  will  be  subject  to  review  by  the 
Commission.  Typical  of  all  such  orders  is  the  order  in  the  case  of  the 
Joplin  &  Pittsburg  Railway  Company.    It  follows: 

"It  is  Further  Ordered^  That  the  rates  hereinbefore  authorized  and 
established  (2^  cents  regular  fare,  2  cents  commuters'  fare,  and  lu- 
cent fare  for  school  children)  and  declared  to  be  emergency  rates  in- 
duced by  war  conditions  causing  increases  in  the  cost  of  labor,  fuel 
and  supplies,  and  that  later  further  investigation  should  be  made,  and 
if  necessary  the  rates  herein  authorized  aud  provided  should  be  revised 
within  one  year  after  the  end  of  the  existing  war." 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

Street  railways,  in  common  with  other  utilities,  are  asking  for  re- 
lief. Applications  for  6-cent  fares  have  been  filed  by  the  street  railways 
in  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  Topeka  and  Atchison,  and  for  a  7-cent  fare  in 
Lawrence,  while  the  company  at  Parsons  has  asked  to  abandon  its  line 
entirely.  Increased  cost  of  labor,  fuel  and  material,  due  to  war  condi- 
tions, is  given  as  the  reason  for  seeking  increased  rates,  and  all  of  these 
cases  are  pending. 

.     INVESTIGATION  OF  RAILWAY  ACCIDENTS. 

Section  32  of  the  enactment  commonly  known  as  the  "public-utilities 
law"  requires,  in  substance,  every  common  carrier  and  public  utility 
governed  by  its  provisions,  whenever  an  accident  resulting  in  the  loss  of 
human  life  or  serious  personal  injury  occurs  on  its  premises  within  this 
state,  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  by  telegraph  to  the  Commission. 
The  statute  further  provides  that  in  event  of  any  such  accident  the  Com- 
mission shall,  if  it  deem  that  the  public  interests  require  it,  in  connection 
with  the  labor  commissioner,  cause  an  investigation  to  be  made  forthwith 
in  the  locality  of  the  accident,  unless  for  gfreater  convenience  it  shall 
order  the  investigation  to  be  held  at  some  other  place. 

Acting  under  the  authority  conferred  by  the  above-noted  section,  the 
Commission,  in  conjunction  with  the  Hon.  P.  J.  McBride,  state  labor 
commissioner,  has  during  the  biennium  covered  by  its  report  conducted 
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&ye  investigations  touching  the  causes  and  results  of  five  very  serious 
railway  accidents. 

First,  A  head-on  collision  between  a  passenger  train  and  a  freight 
train,  which  occurred  on  the  line  of  the  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  railway, 
near  Beaumont  Junction^  on  April  22,  1917. 

Second,  A  collision  between  a  regular  freight  train  and  a  work  train, 
which  occurred  on  the  line  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  railway, 
near  Hawthorne,  on  May  17,  1917. 

Third,  A  collision  which  occurred  between  the  Union  Pacific  third 
section  regular  passenger  train  and  an  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe 
regular  passenger  train  at  the  crossing  of  the  Union  Pacific  main  line  and 
the  Atchison  branch  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  railway,  in 
North  Topeka,  on  November  24,  1917. 

Fourth.  A  derailment  and  wreck  attended  by  serious  loss  of  life, 
which  occurred  on  the  line  of  the  Union  Pacific  railroad,  near  Beloit,  on 
January  15,  1918. 

Fifth,  A  collision  between  a  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  passenger 
train  and  an  automobile,  in  which  were  George  Ray  and  three  other 
passengers,  which  occurred  on  Cedar  street,  Moran,  on  March  31,  1918. 
This  collision  resulted  in  the  death  of  George  Ray  and  the  injury  of  the 
other  three  occupants  of  the  automobile. 

In  each  of  these  matters  an  investigation  was  had  and  held,  all  avail- 
able evidence  taken,  an  opinion  rendered,  and  findings  made  and  filed  in 
due  form.  The  Commission,  after  six  years*  experience  and  observation 
of  the  effects  of  holding  such  investigations,  fails  to  see  any  public  end 
to  be  subserved  by  them.  The  duty  of  the  Commission  appears  to  be  per- 
formed when  the  investigation  has  been  held  and  a  report  and  findings 
made  and  filed.  Indeed,  there  appears  to  be  nothing  in  the  law  which  re- 
quires even  the  making  and  filing  of  a  report  and  findings;  but  such 
practice  has  been  invariably  followed  in  this  class  of  investigations.  The 
statute  fails  to  confer  upon  the  Commission  any  curative  power;  in  fact, 
it  does  not  seem  to  authorize  action  of  any  kind  after  the  conclusions 
reached  upon  the  investigation.  We  fail  to  see  any  public  good  to  be 
attained  by  the  most  rigid  performance  of  the  functions  devolving  upon 
the  Commission  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  portion  of  the  statute, 
and  we,  therefore,  recommend  that  section  32  of  the  "public-utilities  law" 
be  repealed. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  public-utilities  statute  has  now  been  in  effect  nearly  eight  years. 
During  that  time  nearly  every  section  of  the  law  has  been  before  the 
courts  of  the  state  for  consideration,  and  each  section  construed  and  ap- 
plied in  actual  cases  arising  under  the  law.  The  law  itself  has  been 
found  to  furnish  so  complete  and  comprehensive  a  system  for  the  control 
of  the  public  utilities  and  common  carriers  of  the  state  that  there  is 
little  left  for  suggestion  or  amendment.  As  expressed  in  a  former  report, 
the  Commission  believes  that  greater  benefit  to  the  patrons  and  owners  of 
public  utilities  will  come  from  more  careful  study  of  the  terms  of  the  law 
and  care  in  its  administration  than  can  be  attained  by  frequent  changes 
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of  the  law.     The  Commission  therefore  finds  it  necessary  to  suggest 
nothing  piore  than  minor  amendments,  most  of  which  were  suggested  in 
^  its  last  report.    These  appear  to  the  Commission  to  be  in  strict  accordance 

J^  J'  with  the  purposes  of  the  legislature  in  enacting  the  first  general  statute 

^S  of  1911.    These  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

First.  Section  32  of  the  original  act  (chapter  238  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  1911),  relating  to  the  investigation  of  railway  accidents  by  the  Com- 
mission, should  be  repealed,  the  reasons  therefor  haying  been  noted  in 
another  part  of  this  report. 

Second.  The  several  sections  of  the  statute  and  those  adopted  from 
the  old  railroad  commissioners  act  relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
orders  of  the  Commission  should  be  simplified  and  reenacted  in  one  sec- 
tion. Express  powers  should  be  given  to  the  supreme  court  to  stay  the 
operation  of  an  order  of  the  Commission  pending  the  determination  of 
the  legality  of  such  order  by  the  court.  Judicial  examination  under  the 
order  should  be  limited  to  legal  questions  and  to  the  determination  of 
whether  such  order  is  confiscatory. 

Third.  A  reasonable  fee  should  be  imposed  upon  corporations  request- 
ing the  approval  of  the  Commission  to  issue  stocks,  bonds  or  other  se- 
curities under  the  provisions  of  the  utilities  statute. 

Fourth.  Authority  should  be  given  the  Conmiission  to  prevent  the  use- 
less duplication  of  public  utilities. 

Fifth.  Section  33  of  the  act  provides  a  method  by  which  an  appeal 
may  be  had  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  from  an  affirmative  order 
of  a  city  council  or  commission.  This  law  has  worked  well,  and  the  Com- 
mission recommends  that  this  right  of  appeal  be  extended  to  the  negative 
orders  of  such  city  councils  or  commissions. 

Sixth.  The  Commission  recommends  legislation  that  will  confer  upon 
it  the  authority  to  require  the  physical  connection  of  telephone  plants 
where  the  public  service  requires  it. 

Attached  hereto  will  be  found  a  list  of  cases  filed  before  the  Commis- 
sion, giving  a  brief  description  of  each,  and  showing  disposition  made  of 
all  cases  formally  passed  upon ;  a  list  of  cases  affecting  Kansas  interests 
already  decided  by  or  pending  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion; digest  of  cases  contested  in  court;  together  with  the  statistical  in- 
formation pertaining  to  common  carriers  and  public  utilities  as  gathered 
from  annual  reports  on  file  in  this  office,  as  is  required  by  law.

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DIGEST  OF  CASES  CONTESTED  IN  COURT. 


THE  KANSAS  NATURAL  GAS  CASE. 

The  principal  case  continuing  over  from  the  time  of  the  last  report 
is  the  case  of  John  M.  Landon,  receiver  of  the  Kansas  Natural  Gas  Com- 
pany, against  the  Commission,  the  cities  of  Kansas  supplied  by  the  gas 
system,  the  Missouri  commission,  and  numerous  cities  in  western  Mis- 
souri.   This  case  is  reviewed  at  length  in  our  last  report. 

At  that  time  the  case  had  been  submitted  to  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court  for  the  district  of  Kansas,  Judge  Wilbur  F.  Booth  having  been 
assigned  to  try  the  case.  The  case  was  decided  by  Judge  Booth  April 
21,  1917.  He  sustained  the  contention  of  the  complainants  substantially 
as  asked  for  in  the  prayer  of  the  bill.  The  judgment  set  aside  the  28- 
cent  rate  made  by  the  Commission  for  the  sale  and  distribution  of  gas 
in  the  northern  cities  of  Kansas,  and  further  held  that  the  business  of 
the  receiver  in  the  transportation,  sale  and  distribution  of  gas  through 
the  agency  of  the  distributing  companies  constituted  interstate  com- 
merce, and  the  Commission  was  enjoined  from  making  any  further  rates 
for  said  business.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States. 

Later  the  case  was  tried  as  to  the  Missouri  public-service  commission 
and  a  decision  entered  August  13,  1917.  This  decision  was  substantially 
the  same  as  in  the  decree  entered  against  the  Kansas  Commission,  the 
court  holding  that  the  business  of  the  receiver  in  the  transportation, 
sale  and  delivery  of  gas  constituted  interstate  commerce,  and  the  Kan- 
sas Commission,  as  well  as  the  Missouri  commission,  was  again  enjoined 
from  making  rates  in  the  future  for  the  sale  and  delivery  of  gas. 

In  addition  to  the  previous  holdings  of  the  court,  the  supply  contracts 
under  which  the  receiver  was  serving  the  cities  of  Kansas  and  Missouri 
were  set  aside.  However,  the  court  continued  the  service  in  substan- 
tially the  same  manner  as  it  had  been  performed  by  the  receiver  under 
the  contracts,  the  only  difference  being  the  rates  under  the  new  order  of 
the  court. 

On  the  2d  day  of  June,  1917,  the  district  court  of  Montgomery  county 
entered  an  order  modifying  its  former  judgment  in  the  case,  and  deter- 
mined that  the  purposes  for  which  the  case  was  originally  commenced  in 
that  court  and  the  receiver  appointed  had  been  accomplished,  that  the 
abuses  of  corporate  privileges  charged  against  the  Kansas  Natural  Gas 
Company  had  been  remedied,  and  that  the  case  should  be  dismissed, 
which  was  accordingly  done. 

Immediately  thereafter,  on  the  5th  day  of  June,  1917,  the  district 
court  of  the  United  States  appointed  John  M.  Landon  receiver  for  the 
Kansas  Natural  Gas  Company  property  in  Kansas,  which  position  he 
already  occupied  as  to  the  properties  in  Kansas  and  Oklahoma,  and  fur- 
ther directed  that  he  continue  to  operate  all  of  the  properties  as  the  sole 
receiver  of  the  court  in  the    loreclosure  case  originally  begun  by  the 
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Fidelity  Title  and  Trust  Company  and  in  the  creditors*  suit  hegun  by 
John  L.  McKinney  and  others,  the  Kansas  Natural  Gas  Company  being 
the  defendant  in  each  case.  Proper  orders  reviving  all  judgments  and 
decrees  made  in  the  suits  against  John  M.  Landon  as  receiver  were  made 
by  the  court. 

July  31,  1917,  the  district  court,  upon  the  application  of  the  receiver 
in  the  Fidelity  Title  and  Trust  Company  case,  referred  to  above,  en- 
tered an  order  fixing  the  rate  of  60  cents  for  the  delivery  of  gas  in  all 
the  cities  north  of  Thayer,  Kan.,  and  50  cents  for  the  city  of  Thayer  and 
all  cities  located  south  of  that  point  in  Kansas,  excepting  in  Montgomery 
county,  where  the  rate  was  made  30  cents,  and  Parsons,  where  the  rate 
was  made  35  cents.  This  rate  has  been  in  effect  from  that  time  until  the 
present. 

Two  applications  have  been  made  to  the  federal  court  by  the  distrib- 
uting companies  asking  for  an  increase  of  this  60-cent  rate.  The  first 
one,  made  in  the  spring  of  1918,  was  refused  by  Judge  Booth  on  a  hear- 
ing at  Minneapolis,  Minn.  The  second,  made  in  August,  1918,  was  heard 
by  the  court  in  September  in  Minneapolis.  At  this  hearing  Samuel  S. 
Wyer,  acting  as  an  officer  of  the  Federal  Fuel  Administrator,  appeared 
and  submitted  certain  plans  for  the  consideration  of  the  court  and  the 
distributing  companies  for  conserving  gas  and  preventing  waste  in  the 
lines  of  the  distributing  companies.  Judge  Booth  took  the  case  under 
advisement,  awaiting  a  further  report  from  Mr.  Wyer,  to  be  made  upon 
his  inspection  of  the  different  distributing  companies  in  Kansas. 

Since  the  hearing  Mr.  Wyer  and  his  employees  have  begun  a  system- 
atic examination  of  the  distributing  properties  in  Kansas;  and  the  dis- 
tributing companies,  in  cooperation  with  such  engineers  representing 
Mr.  Wyer,  are  replacing  pipe  lines  wherever  ordered  by  the  government 
officials,  and  it  is  reported  that  an  extensive  betterment  of  the  service 
as  to  leakage  will  result  from  these  changes  in  the  pipe  lines. 

After  these  improvements  were  well  under  way  and  a  plan  of  action 
reached  by  the  government  and  the  distributing  companies.  Judge  Booth 
decided  the  case  which  had  been  submitted  to  him,  holding  that  the  dis- 
tributing companies  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  were  entitled  to 
collect  a  rate  of  80  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  gas.  The  cities  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  state  were  given  rates  ranging  from  35  cents 
to  40  cents.  The  basis  of  division  between  the  distributing  and  trans- 
portation companies  was  also  changed  by  this  order,  the  receiver  being 
allowed  40  percent  and  the  distributing  companies  60  percent.  This 
practically  reversed  the  proportion  of  division  obtaining  between  the 
companies  under  prior  orders  of  the  court. 

The  hearing  on  appeal  of  the  original  cases  was  set  by  the  supreme 
court  in  Washington  for  October  14,  1918,  but  on  account  of  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  docket  and  the  condition  of  public  health,  an  epidemic  of 
Spanish  influenza  prevailing  in  Washington  at  said  time,  the  hearing 
was  delayed  until  November  15.  The  case  was  then  argued  and  sub- 
mitted and  is  at  the  time  of  this  report  held  under  advisement  by  the 
court. 
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THE  TWO-CENT  PASSENGER  FARE  CASES. 

As  elsewhere  appears  in  this  report,  the  Commission  on  July  26,  1917, 
issued  an  order  denying  the  application  of  eight  principal  common  car- 
riers of  the  state  for  an  increase  of  passenger  fares  to  three  cents  per 
mile.  This  left  the  passenger  rate  as  the  rate  which  had  prevailed  in  the 
state  since  1907,  two  cents  per  mile  as  the  legal  fare.  Each  of  these  car- 
riers immediately  began  a  suit  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  district  of  Kansas,  asking  for  an  injunction  against  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  restraining  it  from  further  enforcing  the  two-cent 
passenger  fares  for  travel  within  the  state  of  Kansas.  No  temporary  in- 
junction was  asked.  Answers  were  prepared  in  each  of  the  cases  by  the 
Commission  and  its  counsel,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  claims  made  by 
the  Commission  as  to  the  legality  of  the  two-cent  rate.  The  Commis- 
sion also  asked  that  a  ruling  made  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, recorded  in  a  previous  report  of  this  Commission,  be  set  aside  as 
having  been  made  upon  evidence  unauthorized  by  law.  The  carriers 
filed  motions  asking  that  this  part  of  the  answer  of  the  Conamission  be 
stricken  out.  The  motions  were  argued  and  briefed  by  each  side  and 
submitted  to  Judge  Pollock  of  the  United  States  district  court,  who  in 
due  time  sustained  the  motion  of  the  carriers.  This  left  as  the  issue  of 
the  case  solely  the  legality  or  reasonableness  of  the  two-cent  fare  on 
intrastate  business  in  Kansas. 

Shortly  after  this  decision  of  the  district  court  war  was  declared 
against  Germany  by  the  United  States,  and  still  later  the  President,  act- 
ing under  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  Congress,  took  over  the 
administration  of  all  of  the  railroads  involved  in  these  suits.  Still  later 
an  order  was  entered  by  Director  General  McAdoo  of  the  United  States 
Railroad  Administration  increasing  all  passenger  fares  to  the  rate  of 
three  cents  per  mile,  with  an  additional  surcharge  for  the  privilege  o^ 
riding  in  Pullman  cars.  As  this  was  a  higher  rate  than  had  ever  been 
asked  by  the  railroads,  and  as  the  railroads,  parties  to  the  above  litigation, 
had  passed  out  of  control  of  the  companies  owning  them,  the  further 
prosecution  of  these  cases  became  impossible,  and  they  have  been  allowed 
to  remain  upon  the  docket  undisposed  of,  awaiting  the  time  when  the 
railroads  shall  be  returned  to  the  companies  owning  them. 


The  Atchison,  Topeka  A  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  vs.  The  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  Arkansas  'Valley  Interurban  Railway  Com- 
•  pany. 
Early  in  1918,  as  is  elsewhere  mentioned  in  this  report,  the  Commis- 
sion entered  an  order  permitting  the  Arkansas  Valley  &  Interurban 
Railway  Company  to  use  a  crossing  on  Twenty-first  street  in  the  city  of 
Wichita,  over  the  Santa  Fe  tracks  for  freight  cars.  The  Interurban  com- 
pany had  previous  to  this  time  enjoyed  the  right  to  use  this  crossing  only 
for  passenger  cars.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company 
entered  this  suit  in  the  district  court  of  Shawnee  county,  asking  for  an  in- 
jimction  against  the  Commission's  enforcement  of  this  order,  on  the 
ground  that  this  order  was  unreasonable  and  illegal.    When  the  Santa  Fe 
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road  was  taken  over  by  the  Director  General  of  the  United  States  Rail- 
road Administration  application  was  made  by  the  Commission  for  an  or- 
der directing  the  Santa  Fe  to  dismiss  this  suit,  on  the  ground  that  the 
company  was  no  longer  conducting  the  business  and  that  all  suits  should 
be  maintained  and  applications  asked  for  from  this  Commission  by  the  Di- 
rector General,  and  not  by  the  company  owning,  but  no  longer  operating, 
the  road.  The  application  was  sustained  by  the  Director  General,  and 
the  company  directed  to  dismiss  the  suit,  which  was  accordingly  done. 

The  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  RaUwcuy  Company,  The  Miasowri 
Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  The  St.  Lotus-Soun  Francisco  Railway 
Company,  vs.  The  Public  Utilitiea  Commission,  and  The  Arkansas 
VcUley  Interurban  Railway  Company,  and  The  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
&  Pacific  Railway  Company, 

As  a  result  of  the  order  made  by  the  Commission,  which  formed  the 
basis  for  the  foregoing  suit,  the  Arkansas  Valley  Interurban  Railway 
Company  applied  for  an  order  of  the  Commission  permitting  track  con- 
nections by  the  Interurban  with  the  Wichita  Terminal  Association  in  the 
city  of  Wichita.  Upon  hearing,  the  order  was  issued.  On  April  23,  1918, 
the  railway  companies  mentioned  as  plaintiffs  herein,  each  being  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Wichita  Terminal  Association,  brought  a  suit  in  the  district 
court  of  Shawnee  county,  asking  that  the  Commission  be  enjoined  from 
enforcing  said  order,  on  the  ground  that  the  same  was  unreasonable  and 
illegal.  The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  also  a 
member  of  the  said  Terminal  association,  refused  to  join  as  plaintiff,  and 
was  therefore  made  one  of  the  defendants  in  the  case.  The  suit  was  dis- 
posed of  in  the  same  manner  as  the  case  mentioned  above;  application 
having  been  made  to  the  Director  General  by  the  Commission  for  a  dis- 
missal of  the  case,  the  application  was  sustained  and  the  carriers  directed 
to  dismiss  the  suit. 

The  Arkansas  Telephone  Company  vs.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission, 

This  suit  was  filed  April  14,  1917,  in  the  district  court  of  Shawnee 
county,  Kansas,  asking  for  an  injunction  against  the  Commission,  re- 
straining it  from  enforcing  an  order  made  fixing  rates  for  the  plaintiff 
in  its  telephone  service  for  the  city  of  Lamed.  The  case  was  dismissed 
by  the  plaintiffs  at  plaintiffs'  costs. 

The  Atchison^  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  vs.  The  Public  UtUi- 
ties  Commission,  170-N  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of 
Kansas. 

This  suit,  filed  November  8,  1916,  asked  for  an  injujnction  against  the 
Commission  preventing  its  enforc«ncnt  of  an  order  requiring  the  Santa 
Fe  company  to  stop  certain  trains  at  its  station  in  Kansas  City  Kan. 
The  Commission,  upon  notice  of  the  filing  of  said  suit,  immediately  pre- 
pared and  filed  a  suit  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  asking  for  a 
judgment  in  mandamus  to  enforce  said  order.  The  suits  are  still  pend- 
ing, owing  to  the  government  control  of  railroads  which  has  been  hereto- 
fore described. 
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Anthony  &  Northern  Railway  Company  vs.  Public  Utilities  Cotnmissioru 
This  was  a  merger  of  several  cases  brought  by  the  Anthony  &  North- 
ern Railway  Company  for  the  purpose  of  restraining  the  enforcement  of 
orders  of  the  Commission  requiring  that  certain  rates  be  established  by 
the  said  carrier.  Differences  in  opinion  between  the  Commission  and  the 
railroad  company  having  been  adjusted,  the  suit  was  dismissed  at  the  cost 
of  |;he  plaintiff. 

Tfie  City  of  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  vs.  John  M.  Kinkel,  C.  F,  Foley,  Chas. 

H.  Sessions,  Members  of  the  Pttblic  UtUities  Commission,  No.  9508-1, 

Wyandotte  County. 

In  this  suit  the  city  of  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  asked  that  the  Commission 
be  enjoined  from  hearing  an  application  filed  by  the  Kansas  City  Street 
Railways  Company  for  an  order  increasing  street-car  fares  from  five  to 
six  cents  on  intrastate  business  in  Kansas  City,  Kan.  The  Commission 
filed  a  demurrer  to  the  petition  and  also  motions  to  quash  the  service  of 
summons.  These  were  heard  by  the  district  court,  the  case  being  argued 
orally  by  counsel  for  the  Commission,  and  briefs  filed,  and  the  district 
court  overruled  the  demurrer  of  the  Commission  and  granted  a  temporary 
injunction. 

The  case  was  immediately  appealed  to  the  supreme  court,  and  on 
motion  of  the  Commission  for  advancement,  accompanied  by  an  applica- 
tion for  a  writ  of  mandamus  against  the  district  judge,  requiring  him  to 
dismiss  said  action,  the  suit  was  advanced  for  hearing  to  August  6.  The 
suit  was  heard  on  that  day,  and  a  few  days  later  the  supreme  court  re- 
versed the  judgment  of  the  district  court  of  Wyandotte  county  and  di- 
rected the  dismissal  of  the  suit,  on  the  ground  that  the  district  court  was 
without  authority  to  issue  an  injunction  against  the  Commission  prevent- 
ing it  from  hearing  the  case  or  holding  an  investigation  where  legal  com- 
plaint had. been  made  to  it  for  relief  by  a  utility  of  the  state.  (See  103 
Kan.  743. 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  vs.  The  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  Chas.  E.  Bissitt,  County  Attorney  of  Kiowa 
County,  and  C  D.  Jennings,  Defendants, 

This  suit  was  begfun  in  the  district  court  of  Shawnee  county,  Kansas,  to 
enjoin  an  order  of  the  Commission  made  April  17,  1918,  requiring  the 
company  to  establish  a  spur  track  at  the  elevator  of  Jennings  at  the  town 
of  Mullinville.  Upon  application  of  the  Commission,  plaintiff  carrier 
was  required  by  the  Director  General  of  the  United  States  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration to  dismiss  the  suit. 

A.  B.  Clark,  As  the  Oskaloosa  Telephone  Company,  vs.  The  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission,  No.  30,892  in  the  District  Court  of  Shawnee  County. 
This  suit  was  brought  April  30,  1917,  asking  for  an  injunction  pre- 
venting the  Commission  from  enforcing  an  order  requiring  a  continuation 
of  service  by  the  Oskaloosa  Telephone  Company,  owned  principally  by 
the  plaintiff,  giving  long-distance  service  between  the  towns  connected 
by  the  company  in  Jefferson  county.     The  case  was  first  tried  during 
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the  incumbency  of  office  of  Judge  A.  W.  Dana,  and  the  case  submitted. 
Judge  Dana  died  before  rendering  a  decision  of  the  case.  The  case  was 
then  retried  before  his  successor  in  office,  Judge  Robert  D.  Garver.  Judge 
Garver  decided  the  case  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  Motion  for  a  new  trial 
was  argued  and  overruled  by  the  court,  and  the  Commission  has  under 
consideration  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court. 

The  principal  question  in  the  case  is  whether  the  telephone  company, 
having  acquired  the  exchanges  in  the  various  towns  in  Jefferson  county, 
imder  a  contract  to  maintain  service  between  the  towns  for  a  stated 
monthly  price  to  the  telephone  subscriber,  that  said  service  should  be 
maintained  and  the  long-distance  service  between  said  towns  rendered 
without  an  extra  charge.  The  Commission  is  of  the  view  that  such 
service  is  necessary  for  the  efficient  service  to  the  people  in  rural  com- 
munities situated  as  are  the  towns  in  this  county. 

Kansas  City,  Kaw  Valley  Railway  Company  vs.  The  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission.  No.  21,485,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Kansas. 
In  this  suit  the  plaintiff  asked  for  a  mandamus  requiring  the  de- 
fendants to  enter  an  order  allowing  the  company  permission  to  issue  an 
additional  amount  of  bonds  mentioned  in  the  petition.  The  Commission 
had  issued  an  order  refusing  the  permission  asked  for,  as  is  elsewhere 
recorded,  in  this  report.  The  application  of  the  plaintiff  was  denied,  the 
supreme  court  fully  sustaining  the  discretion  and  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission in  the  premises.     (See  101  Kan.  557.) 

Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Company  vs.  The  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  No.  29,420,  in  the  District  Court  of  Shawnee  County. 
The  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  May  3,  1915,  asking  for  an  injunc- 
tion restraining  the  Commission  from  enforcing  an  order  fixing  a  rate  on 
chats  from  the  Galena  mining  district  to  certain  cities  in  Kansas.  The 
district  court,  having  decided  the  case  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  an  appeal 
was  taken  to  the  supreme  court.  The  case  was  submitted  in  October, 
1917,  and  decided  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  carrier.     (See  103  Kan.  111.) 

The  Midland  Water,  Light  and  Ice  Company  vs.  The  Public  Utilities  Com^ 

mission. 

This  suit  was  filed  December  4,  1917,  by  the  plaintiff  to  obtain  an  in- 
junction against  the  Commission  restraining  it  from  enforcing  an  order 
made  under  the  wire-stringing  law  of  1917.  This  order  required  the 
plaintiff  to  remove  its  wires,  so  far  as  then  constructed,  from  a  public 
highway  in  Ford  county,  on  the  ground  that  the  transmission  line  being 
constructed  by  it  unreasonably  interfered  with  the  service  being  given 
by  telephone  companies  then  occupjing  the  highway. 

The  case  being  tried  in  the  district  court,  the  court  found  that  the 
Commission  had  ample  authority  under  the  law  to  make  said  order  and 
to  require  the  plaintiff  to  remove  its  electrical  transmission  line  and  to 
relocate  it  upon  another  highway.  But  the  court  also  found  that  that 
part  of  the  order  finding  that  the  transmission  line  unduly  interfered 
with  the  service  of  the  telephone  company  was  not  founded  upon  legal  or 
sufficient  evidence,  and  therefore  the  case  was  decided  in  favor  of  the 
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plaintifT.  Inasmuch  as  the  authority  of  the  Commission  was  fully  vindi- 
cated by  the  decision  of  the  court,  and  because  later  operation  of  the 
telephone  and  the  transmission  line,  so  far  as  it  had  been  constructed, 
rendered  some  of  the  evidence  taken  of  doubtful  effect,  the  case  was  not 
appealed. 

Southwestern  Bell  Telephonic  Company  vs.  Public  Utilities  Comwissionj 
No.  31,559,  in  the  District  Court  of  Shawnee  County. 
This  suit  was  brought  to  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the 
Commission  fixing  rates  for  telephone  service  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff 
at  Wellington.  Differences  of  opinion  between  the  Commission  and  the 
telephone  company  being  adjusted,  the  suit  was  dismissed  at  the  cost  of 
the  plaintifr. 

Southwestern  Bell  Telephone  Company  vs.  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
No.  30,871,  in  the  District  Court  of  Shawnee  County. 
This  was  an  application  for  an  injunction  restraining  the  Commission 
from  enforcing  an  order  requiring  the  plaintiff  to  restore  telephone  serv- 
ice between  certain  stations  on  its  line  in  Allen  county,  Kansas,  where  the 
lines  had  been  destroyed  by  a  storm,  the  telephone  company  claiming  that 
the  same  service  was  being  supplied  by  other  lines,  but  at  an  additional 
charge. 

On  the  filing  of  this  suit  the  Commission  began  a  suit  under  the  stat- 
ute in  the  supreme  court  asking  for  the  enforcement  of  the  order.  The 
case  being  tried  in  the  supreme  court,  the  decision  was  for  the  South- 
western Bell  Telephone  Company,  plaintiff  in  this  suit  and  defendant  in 
the  supreme  court.     (See  102  Kan.  318.) 

The  Welsbach  Street  Lighting  Company  vs.  Public  Utilities  Commission, 

No.  3,737,  District  Court  of  Shawnee  County. 

An  injunction  was  asked  February  24,  1917,  against  the  Conmiission, 
restraining  it  from  enforcing  an  order  made  against  the  plaintiff  requir- 
ing the  restoration  of  service  which  it  had  discontinued  in  the  city  of 
Scammon,  Cherokee  county,  Kansas.  The  case  was  tried  in  the  district 
court  and  a  decision  rendered  in  favor  of  the  Commission. 

On  appeal  the  decision  of  the  district  court  was  reversed,  and  a  peti- 
tion for  rehearing  of  the  Commission  denied  November  10,  1917.  It  was 
determined  by  the  supreme  court  that  the  plaintiff  in  the  district  court 
was  not  a  public  utility  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  subject  to  control 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  that  its  franchise  to  transact 
business  within  the  city  of  Scanmion  had  expired  at  the  time  the  order  of 
the  Commission  in  question  was  entered.    (See  101  Kan.  438,  775.) 

Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  vs.  Public  Utilities  Commission,  No. 

30,791,  in  the  District  Court  of  Shawnee  County. 

This  suit  was  brought  March  27,  1917,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  aside 
an  order  of  the  Commission  made  requiring  the  railroad  company  to  put 
into  effect  the  same  rates  for  building  and  roofing  paper  from  Leavenworth 
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and  Kansas  City  into  Concordia,  Kan.,  that  apply  upon  class  C  of  freight 
from  and  to  said  points.  A  temporary  injunction  was  issued  by  the  court 
on  the  filing  of  the  case.  Issues  were  joined  as  to  the  reasonableness  of 
said  order,  but  the  railroad  having  passed  under  the  control  of  the  Di- 
rector General  of  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration,  the  suit  has 
been  allowed  to  rest.  This  was  necessary  because  of  the  action  of  the 
,  Railroad  Administration  in  advancing  rates,  which  superseded  the  rates 
in  question  in  the  suit. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  vs.  The  Chicago^  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 

Railroad  Company, 

This  was  an  action  brought  in  the  supreme  court  of  Kansas,  in  man- 
damus, asking  for  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the  Commission  made 
in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  requiring  stations  to  be  main- 
tained at  or  near  the  state  line.  November  10,  1917,  the  supreme  court 
held  that  the  law  under  which  the  order  was  made  was  unconstitutional, 
and  denied  the  writ.     (See  101  Kan.  660.) 

The  Wichita  Railroad  &  Light  Company  vs.  The  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion, No.  259-N,  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of 
Kansas. 

The  complainant  in  this  suit,  filed  April  26,  1918,  sought  an  injunc- 
tion against  the  Commission  from  putting  into  effect  an  order  allowing 
a  surcharge  on  the  rates  for  electricity  during  the  period  of  the  war  to 
the  Kansas  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  supplying  the  plaintiff  with  elec- 
tric power.  Issues  haying  been  joined  in  the  case,  the  same  stands  for 
trial,  but  by  agreement  of  counsel  the  case  will  probably  be  heard  upon 
demurrer. 

B.  F.  Bush,  Receiver  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  vs.  The 
Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  State  of  Kansas,  No.  30,765,  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Shawnee  County,  Kansas. 

This  suit  was  brought  March  8,  1917,  for  the  purpose  of  restraining 
the  defendants  from  enforcing  an  order  fixing  the  rates  on  hides,  wool 
and  tallow  in  less  than  carload  lots  from  points  in  Kansas  to  Wichita, 
Kan.,  and  determining  that  said  rates  should  not  exceed  the  rates  con- 
temporaneously in  effect  upon  the  said  commodities  from  Wichita,  Kan., 
to  like  points.  A  temporary  injunction  was  issued  by  the  court  There- 
after the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  St.  Louis  -  San  Fran- 
cisco Railway  Company,  by  permission  of  the  coyrt,  filed  intervening 
petitions,  in  which  they  practically  joined  in  the  relief  asked  for  by  the 
plaintiff.  Issues  were  joined  upon  the  reasonableness  of  said  order.  As 
mentioned  in  other  cases  herein,  the  increase  of  rates  ordered  by  the 
Director  General  of  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration  made 
the  rates  in  controversy  herein  ineffective,  and  the  case  is  therefore  still 
pending,  awaiting  the  disposition  of  the  railroads  now  under  government 
control. 
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City  of  Garden  City  vs.  The  Public  Utilities  Comviission  for  the  State  of 
Kansas,  No.  31,807.  In  the  District  Court  of  Shawnee  County. 
The  plaintiff  in  this  case  seeks  to  enjoin  the  Commission  from  the  en- 
forcement of  an  order  allowing  the  Garden  City  Irrigation  Power  Com- 
pany to  collect  a  surcharge  on  its  rates  for  electric  power  furnished  the 
city  of  Garden  City  during  the  period  of  the  war.  The  plaintiff  alleges 
that  the  order  is  in  violation  of  a  contract  between  the  city  of  Garden 
City  and  the  Irrigation  Company,  entered  into  November  13,  1916,  which 
fixed  the  rates  for  supplying  electric  power  by  the  said  power  company  to 
the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  Commission  has  no  power  or  authority  to  vary 
the  terms  of  this  contract.  A  demurrer  has  been  filed  in  the  case  and  the 
suit  will  be  determined  at  an  early  date  upon  the  questions  of  law  raised 
by  this  procedure. 

Kansas  City  Railways  Company  vs.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 

Katisas  et  al,  ; 

This  is  another  case  involving  controversies  over  street-car  fares  in 
Kansas  City.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  proclamation  of  the  President 
constituting  and  appointing  a  National  War  Labor  Board,  the  street-car 
company  and  the  amalgamated  Association  of  Street  and  Electric  Rail- 
way Employees,  by  agreement,  submitted  their  controversies  over  the 
wage  scale  of  the  employees  to  the  said  War  Labor  Board  for  determina- 
tion. 

On  October  24,  1918,  this  board  rendered  an  award,  in  which  it  was 
determined  that  the  wages  of  motormen  and  conductors  for  the  first 
three  months  of  service  should  be  43  cents  per  hour,  for  the  next  nine 
months  of  service  46  cents  per  hour,  and  for  all  time  served  thereafter  48 
cents  per  hour,  and  that  men  operating  one-man  cars  should  receive  53 
cents  per  hour.  The  board  also  made  a  finding  that  the  revenues  of  the 
street-railway  company  were  not  sufficient  at  the  time  the  award  was 
made  to  pay  such  scaje  of  wages  to  its  employees. 

Thereupon  the  Street  Railway  Company  filed  a  bill  simultaneously  in 
the  United  States  district  court  for  the  district  of  Kansas  and  Missouri, 
making  the  public-service  commission  of  Missouri  and  this  Commission  a 
party,  together  with  the  attorney-general,  as  well  as  the  cities  concerned 
in  the  respective  states.  A  hearing  was  had  on  the  application  for  a 
temporary  injunction  before  an  enlarged  court,  consisting  of  Circuit 
Judge  Sanborn  and  District  Judges  Pollock  and  Van  Valkenberg.  The 
hearing  was  had  by  agreement  in  both  cases  at  the  same  time  in  Kansas 
City,  Mo.  The  court  sustained  the  objection  made  by  the  defendants 
that  the  plaintiffs'  bill  failed  to  state  a  cause  of  action,  and  denied  the  in- 
junction. The  attorneys  for  the  complainant  in  these  cases  have  made 
public  announcement  that  the  cases  will  be  appealed  to  the  supreme  court* 
of  the  United  States.  This  will  probably  be  done  and  a  hearing  secured 
within  a  short  time,  as  the  law  gives  such  cases  precedence  over  other 
cases  as  to  hearing  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States. 
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PROCEEDINGS  BEFORE  INTERSTATE  COMMERCE 
COMMISSION. 

The  Commission  during  the  last  two  years  has  continued  to  represent 
the  shippers  of  this  state  in  matters  affecting  their  interests  pending  be- 
fore the  Interstate  CcMnmerce  Commission.  A  large  number  of  important 
matters  have  been  considered  by  that  Commission  since  the  filing  of  our  * 
last  biennial  report.  General  orders  of  the  Director  General  of  Railroads 
have  had  the  effect  of  transferring  to  the  United  States  Railroad  Admin- 
istration many  matters  of  regulation  of  the  carriers  which  under  ordi- 
nary conditions  would  have  been  handled  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission.  In  such  cases  the  Kansas  Conmiission,  without  in  any  man- 
ner waiving  its  jurisdiction  under  the  statutes  of  this  state  to  regulate 
intrastate  rates  or  local  service  of  the  carriers,  has  nevertheless  en- 
deavored to  cooperate  with  the  Railroad  Administration  wherever  pos- 
sible in  cases  where  jurisdiction  has  been  assumed  by  the  Administration. 

The  following  is  a  brief  account  of  some  of  the  important  cases  which 
have  been  considered  by  the  Interstate  Conmierce  Commission  in  which 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  state  of  Kansas  was  a  party,  or 
joined  in  the  proceeding's  before  the  Commission. 

CASES  DECIDED  BY  THE  INTERSTATE  COMMERCE 
COMMISSION. 

Proposed  15  Percent  Increase  in  Freight  Rates  in  Eastern,  Western  and 

Southern  Territory, 

(Docket  Ex  Parte  No.  57.) 

Early  in  1917  all  the  carriers  of  the  United  States  filed  applications 
with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  asking  for  authority  to  make 
an  increase  of  15  percent  on  all  existing  freight  rates  over  all  lines  and- 
upon  all  classes  and  commodities.  Separate  hearings  were  had  covering 
the  applications  of  carriers  operating  in  eastern,  western  and  southern 
territories.  The  Kansas  Commission  joined  the  state  commissions  of 
other  western  states  and  protested  the  proposed  advance.  Before  the 
hearings,  which  were  held  in  Washington  before  the  entire  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  the  western  state  commissions  perfected  an  or- 
ganization by  the  appointment  of  committees  of  commerce  counsel,  rail- 
road accountants  and  expert  traffic  men.  These  committees  established 
offices  in  Washington  and  were  employed  for  several  weeks  in  the  prep- 
aration of  data  and  exhibits  which  were  later  offered  in  evidence  at  the 
hearings  in  the  case.  The  expense  of  the  defense  made  by  the  western 
commissions  was  prorated  among  the  several  states  which  participated  in 
the  hearings.  The  carriers  were  represented  by  the  presidents  of  the 
principal  trunk-line  railroads  and  the  best  legal  and  expert  talent  in  the 
employ  of  these  companies. 

On  July  1,  1917,  the  Commission  handed  down  its  opinion  in  the  case, 
allowing  in  part  the  increases  in  eastern  and  southern  territories,  but  re- 
fusing all  advances  in  western  territory  except  an  advance  of  15  cents  per 
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ton  on  coal,  which  was  allowed.  This  Commission  took  a  leading  part  in 
the  defense  of  the  western  case,  and  is  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  credit  for 
preventing  increases  in  rates  at  that  time,  which  if  allowed  would  have 
amounted  to  many  millions  of  dollars  on  the  business  of  Kansas  and  other 
western  states. 

In  the  Matter  of  Rates  on  Cement  between  Points  in  Western  Trunk-line 
Territory  and  Adjacent  Territories, 

(Int«rBUte  Commerce  Commiflsion  Docket  No.  8,182.) 

The  question  involved  in  this  investigation  is  the  matter  of  the  relation 
of  the  rates  between  various  points  of  cement  productions  to  destinations 
in  Western  Trunk-line  territory,  rather  than  the  measure  of  the  rates 
themselves.  There  is  also  involved  the  question  of  fixing  the  schedule  of 
mileage  interstate  rates  on  cement  which  shall  be  applied  to  shipments 
between  points  in  the  same  state,  in  lieu  of  the  rates  authorized  by  the 
state  commissions. 

The  Commission  on  July  30,  1915,  instituted  an  inquiry  and  investiga- 
tion on  its  own  motion,  and  consolidated  therewith  for  the  hearing  a  num- 
ber of  formal  complaints  regarding  changes  in  cement  rates,  all  of  which 
were  considered  by  the  Commission  in  the  hearing  of  Docket  8,182.  A 
number  of  hearings  were  had  before  Commissioner  Daniels  and  examiners 
of  the  Commission  at  Chicago  and  in  Washington.  The  investigation  in- 
volved the  proposal  of  an  increase  in  the  interstate  rates  and  the  rates 
on  cement  between  points  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  as  fixed  by  the  order  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  this  state.  The  Commission  inter- 
vened and  was  represented  at  all  of  the  hearings  and  argruments  in  the 
case.  On  January  5,  1918,  the  Commission  made  its  decision  and  order  in 
the  case,  reported  in  48  I.  C.  C.  201,  prescribing  reasonable  schedules  of 
maximum  mileage  rates  to  be  applied  on  interstate  shipments  of  cement 
in  Scales  I,  II,  III,  IV  territories,  as  defined  by  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sion. The  interstate  rates  prescribed  by  the  Commission  were  in  some 
instances  higher  than  the  rates  formerly  in  effect  and  in  some  instances 
lower,  but  no  change  was  made  in  the  Kansas  state  rates  on  cement. 

Minimum  Weight  on  Grain  Products, 

(I.  C.   C.  Docket   8354.) 

In  I.  &  S.  Docket  555,  the  Western  Advance  Rate  Case,  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  fixed  a  minimum  weight  of  40,000  pounds  to  be 
applied  on  shipments  of  grain  products  in  interstate  commerce.  There 
were  in  effect  at  that  time  minimum  weights  applicable  upon  intrastate 
shipments  in  the  several  states  west  of  Chicago  and  the  Mississippi  river. 
These  intrastate  rates  had  been  fixed  by  state  laws  or  by  orders  of  the 
state  conomissions  and  were  less  in  most  instances  than  the  minimum  pre- 
scribed by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  This  brought  about 
differences  in  the  minimum  weights  as  applied  to  intra-  and  interstate 
shipments  of  grain  products.  The  carriers  filed  applications  with  the 
state  commissions  for  authority  to  advance  the  minimum  on  intrastate 
shipments  to  the  amount  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission in  I.  &  S.  Docket  555,  and  there  was  also  another  proceeding 
brought  by  the  Kansas  City  Millers'  Club,  in  which  they  alleged  discrimi- 
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nation  in  the  existence  of  these  lower  minimum  state  rates,  and  asked  for 
an  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  remove  that  discrimi- 
nation. Full  hearings  were  had  before  the  several  state  commissions  and 
orders  made  therein  fixing  the  minimum  weights  for  state  application  in 
the  several  states  as  follows :

Transcripts  of  the  testimony  taken  before  the  several  state  commis- 
sions and  copies  of  the  orders  made  therein  were  filed  and  made  a  part  of 
the  record  in  I.  C.  C.  Docket  8,354,  and  were  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  at  the  time  that  Commission  rendered  its  decision  in 
the  case  on  May  6,  1918,  Kansas  City  Millers'  Club  et  aL  v.  A.  T.  &  S.  F* 
Ry.  Co.,  50  I.  C.  C.  107. 

In  its  opinion  the  Commission  affirmed  its  rulings  in  the  Western  Rate 
Advance  Case,  25  I.  C.  C.  497,  that  carriers  had  justified  a  minimum 
weight  of  40,000  pounds  on  grain  products  and  that  the  maintenance  of  a 
higher  interstate  minimum  on  flour  in  carloads  between  points  in  the 
states  of  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Arkansas,  Missouri  and 
Iowa  than  the  minima  contemporaneously  maintained  and  applied  to  the 
intrastate  transportation  of  flour  in  carloads  within  these  states  resulted 
in  undue  prejudice  and  discrimination  against  the  complainants  and  in- 
terstate commerce.  Under  the  doctrine  announced  in  the  Shreveport  Case 
the  carriers  were  permitted  to  advance  the  intrastate  minima  in  the  sev- 
eral western  states  to  the  40,000-pound  minimum  authorized  by  the  Com- 
mission for  application  upon  interstate  shipments. 

Shreveport  Case, 

The  original  announcement  and  the  subsequent  development  and  ex- 
tension of  the  so-called  Shreveport  doctrine  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  has  resulted  in  greatly  extending  the  powers  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  over  railroad  rates,  including  both  intra- 
and  interstate  rates,  especially  in  Southwestern  territory. 

It  may  be  of  interest  at  this  time  to  set  forth  a  brief  history  of  the 
origin  and  growth  of  this  doctrine  and  the  litigation  which  led  to  the 
establishment  of  the  power  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to 
substitute  interstate  rates  for  rates  fixed  by  the  state  commissions  by  the 
exercise  of  the  power  to  remove  discrimination  in  interstate  rates  under 
the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  act  to  regulate  commerce.  This  power 
was  first  asserted  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  case  of 
The  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Louisiana  v.  St.  L.  S.  W.  Railroad  Co.,  23 
I.  C.  C.  31.  In  that  case  the  Commission  held  that  the  rates  from  Shreve- 
port, La.,  to  points  in  the  state  of  Texas,  which  were  much  higher  than 
the  intrastate  rates  for  similar  distances  between  points  in  the  state  of 
Texas,  were  unduly  prejudical  to  Shreveport.  The  Commission  entered 
an  order  fixing  what  it  found  to  be  just  and  reasonable  rates  out  of 
Shreveport  into  Texas.     The  scales  so  found  were  less  than  the  then 
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prevailing  interstate  class  rates,  but  greater  than  the  class  rates  fixed  by 
the  Texas  railroad  commission.  The  state  of  Texas  appealed  from  the 
decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  challenging  the  au- 
thority of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  in  any  way  interfere 
with  the  intrastate  class  rates  for  application  between  points  in  Texas 
which  had  been  fixed  by  the  state  commission.  The  order  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  was  upheld  in  Texas  &  P.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  United 
States,  205  Fed.  380.  That  court's  decision  was  sustained  by  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  in  Houston  &  Texas  R.  R.  Co.  v.  United 
States,  234  U.  S.  342.  The  order  in  the  original  case  only  applied  to 
certain  Texas  carriers  which  were  parties  to  the  case.  After  the  order 
of  the  Commission  had  been  sustained  by  the  supreme  court  the  com- 
plainants filed  an  amended  petition  and  asked  for  additional  relief  against 
many  carriers  not  parties  to  the  original  proceeding. 

In  a  supplemental  order  of  the  Commission,  34  I.  C.  C.  472,  the  car- 
riers were  required  to  maintain  and  apply  to  the  transportation  of  traffic 
from  Shreveport  to  points  in  eastern  Texas  rates  not  higher  than  the 
rates  contemporaneously  applied  to  the  transportation  of, the  same  com- 
modities for  an  equal  distance  from  points  in  eastern  Texas  toward 
Shreveport,  and  not  higher,  distance  considered,  than  the  corresponding 
class  rates  named  in  the  order.  Following  this  supplemental  report,  the 
complainants  filed  two  additional  complaints  seeking  to  have  the  require- 
ments of  this  supplemental  order  extended  to  all  the  railroads  in  Texas. 
By  agreement,  all  the  previous  cases  were  reopened  and  all  the  proceed- 
ings relating  to  the  matter  were  consolidated  for  hearing  and  were  dis- 
posed of  in  one  report,  41  I.  C.  C.  83. 

The  order  of  the  Commission  in  the  consolidated  cases  required  the  de- 
fendants, which  included  all  of  the  railroads  in  Texas,  "to  maintain  and 
apply  to  the  transportation  of  property  between  Shreveport,  La.,  and 
points  in  the  state  of  Texas  class  rates  and  rates  on  commodities  named 
not  in  excess  of  those  contemporaneously  applied  by  them  for  the  trans- 
portation of  like  property  for  like  distances  between  points  in  the  state 
of  Texas  except  in  those  instances  in  which  the  rates  between  Texas 
points  have  been  depressed  by  reason  of  water  competition  along  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  or  the  waters  contiguous  thereto."  Following  the  order, 
the  Commission  published  tariffs  carrying  class  and  commodity  rates 
between  all  points  in  Texas  upon  the  same  basis  as  the  rates  prescribed 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  from  Shreveport  to  points  in 
Texas.  Protests  against  these  tariflFs  were  filed  with  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  asking  for  a  reopening  of  the  entire  question  and  for 
a  reargument  of  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  to  fix  all  rates  between  points  in  Texas  in  order  to  remove 
discrimination  against  interstate  rates.  The  Commission  made  an  order 
reopening  all  proceedings  for  further  hearing  and  argument,  but  allowed 
the  rates  fixed  by  the  prior  orders  of  the  Commission  to  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  pending  such  further  hearing  and  argument.  Further 
testimony  was  taken  and  full  argument  had  before  the  entire  Commis- 
sion in  Washington  on  January  22,  1918.  The  Commission  handed  down 
its  final  order  covering  the  entire  question,  and  not  only  reaffirmed  its 
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decisions  in  prior  cases,  but  extended  the  provisions  of  its  order  to  in- 
clude the  entire  state  of  Texas,  by  fixing  a  scale  of  class  and  commodity 
rates  for  application  between  all  points  in  that  state.  Thus  it  will  be 
seen  that  by  the  several  steps  taken  by  the  Commission  in  the  progress  of 
the  Shreveport  case  the  Commission  has  finally  asserted  its  authority  to 
fix  rates  for  application  between  all  points  in  any  state  upon  the  basis 
of  the  rates  found  by  them  to  be  reasonable  from  points  without  the 
state  to  points  within  it. 

The  right  of  the  Commission  to  fix  intrastate  rates  when  the  order  of 
the  Commission  definitely  defines  the  field  of  operation  in  which  the  dis- 
crimination is  found  to  exist  has  been  afiirmed  by  the  United  States 
supreme  court  in  American  Express  Company  v.  S.  Dakota,  ex  reL  Col- 
well,  Advance  Opinions  U.  S.  Supreme  Court,  August  1,  1917,  page  656; 
Illinois  Central  R.  Co.  v.  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Advance  Opinions 
U.  S.  Supreme  Court,  February  15,  1918,  page  204. 

Western  Trunk-line  Iron  and  Steel  Case. 

Effective  on  various  dates  in  November  and  December,  1916,  and 
January,  1917,  the  roads  in  Western  Trunk-line  territory  filed  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  tariffs  proposing  to  increase  or  cancel 
practically  all  their  commpdity  rates  in  Western  Trunk-line  territory  on 
articles  of  iron  and  steel  manufacture.  The  tariffs  proposed  increases  in 
the  rates  on  iron  pipe  from  Chicago  and  the  Mississippi  river  to  points  in 
Kansas  and  to  the  Missouri  river  of  4^  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  Pro- 
tests were  filed  by  this  Commission  and  by  various  traffic  organizations 
representing  shippers  in  the  affected  territory.  Extensive  hearings  were 
had  before  a  representative  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in 
Chicago.  Briefs  were  filed  and  oral  arguments  had  before  the  Commis- 
sion in  Washington,  D.  C,  after  which  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion on  November  12,  1917,  I.  &  S.  Docket  961,  47  I.  C.  C.  109,  rendered 
its  decision  in  the  case,  denying  the  proposed  increases  in  the  rates  on 
iron  pipe  to  all  interior  points  in  the  state  of  Kansas,  but  permitting  the 
increase  of  4^^  cents  per  hundred  pounds  from  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  to 
points  on  the  Missouri  river  to  become  effective.  This  decision  on  the 
part  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  of  great  importance  to 
the  people  of  Kansas,  in  view  of  the  great  demand  for  the  use  of  iron 
pipe  in  the  development  and  transportation  of  oil  and  gas  in  the  state. 
The  increase,  if  it  had  been  allowed,  would  amount  to  an  average  of  $30 
per  car. 

This  case  is  also  important  for  the  reason  that  it  recognizes  the  con- 
tention of  Kansas  shippers  that  the  factors  entering  into  the  through 
rates  from  the  Mississippi  river  and  Chicago  to  points  in  Kansas  are  ad- 
justed on  an  improper  basis.  The  Commission  in  this  case  recognizes 
that  the  portion  of  the  through  rate  represented  by  the  distance  from 
the  Mississippi  river  to  the  Missouri  river  is  too  low  as  compared  with 
the  rate  for  equal  distances  to  points  in  Kansas  west  of  the  river,  and  the 
order  of  the  Commission  required  the  readjustment  of  the  rates  by  in- 
creasing the  rates  between  the  rivers  without  making  any  corresponding 
increase  for  distances  to  points  in  Kansas  west  of  the  Missouri  river. 
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The  De  Laval  Separator  Company  ve.  Aberdeen  &  Rockfish  R.  R.  Co.  et  aL 

(I.  C.  C.  9461.) 

The  De  Laval  Separator  Company,  manufacturers  of  creana  and  whey 
separators,  filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  a  petition  ask- 
ing for  an  order  from  that  Commission  directing  the  carriers  to  cancel 
the  rule  in  their  tariffs  permitting  the  mixing  of  cream  and  whey 
separators  in  mixed  carloads  with  agricultural  implements.  This  Com- 
mission, at  the  request  of  a  large  number  of  dealers  in  this  state,  filed  an 
intervening  petition  in  the  case,  attended  the  hearing  before  the  examiner 
of  the  Commission  in  Chicago,  filed  printed  briefs  in  the  case,  and  at- 
tended the  oral  argument  which  was  had  before  the  Commission  in  Wash- 
ington. The  examiner's  report  recommended  that  the  case  be  dismissed. 
After  argniments  had  been  made  upon  exceptions  to  this  report  the  com- 
plainants asked  leave,  which  was  granted,  to  withdraw  their  application, 
and  the  rule  allowing  the  mixture  was  thereby  allowed  to  remain  in  effect. 

Proposed  Advance  in  Rates  on  Fruits  and  Vegetables. 
(InTestigation  and  SiiBpen£ion  Docket  No.  820.) 
Effective  April  15,  1916,  the  carriers  published  supplements  to  their 
tariffs  proposing  increases  in  rates  of  5  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on 
fruits  and  vegetables  from  points  in  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Missouri  and 
Oklahoma  to  various  destinations  in  the  state  of  Kansas  and  other  states. 
This  Commission  filed  a  protest  against' the  rates  and  the  tariffs  were 
suspended.  Hearings  were  held  before  an  examiner  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Subse- 
quently briefs  were  filed  and  the  case  was  finally  submitted  upon  oral 
argument  to  the  Commission  in  Washingrton  on  January  4,  1917.  The 
Commission  handed  down  its  opinion  in  the  case' on  March  13,  1917,  hold- 
ing that  the  proposed  increased  rates  on  fruits  and  potatoes  from  points 
in  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Missouri  and  Kansas  had  not  been  justified,  and 
ordered  the  cancellation  of  the  suspended  tariffs.  Increased  rates  on 
vegetables  of  other  kinds  and  upon  melons  were  authorized  on  the  con- 
dition that  the  increased  rates  should  not  exceed  the  rates  to  Colorado 
common  points,  and  that  no  increase  in  the  discrimination  against  inter- 
mediate points  in  violation  of  the  long-  and  short-haul  rule,  fourth  sec- 
tion, should  be  made.     (43  I.  C.  C.  291.) 

Transcontinental  Case. 
(Investigation  and  Suspension  Docket  No.  909.) 

On  page  38  of  the  third  biennial  report  of  this  Commission  will  be 
found  a  statement  of  the  issues  involved  in  this  case,  and  the  status  of 
the  case  at  the  time  that  report  was  published.  Since  that  time  the  Com- 
mission has  issued  two  additional  orders  respecting  the  application  of 
the  long-  and  short-haul  rule  of  the  fourth  section  to  transcontinental 
trafSc,  modifying  its  original  order,  which  authorized  certain  increases  in 
the  rates  to  intermediate  points  higher  than  the  rates  maintained  to  Pa- 
cific coast  tei'minal  points.  In  the  Commission's  decision,  40  I.  C.  C.  35, 
the  Commission  found  that — 
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"The  maintenance  of  these  low  rates  to  coast  points  and  higher  rates 
to  or  from  intermediate  points  has  the  effect  under  present  circumstances 
of  unduly  preferring  the  coast  points  and  unjustly  discriminating  agrainst 
intermediate  points." 

In  a  later  decision,  reported  in  46  I.  C.  C.  236,  the  Commission  agrain 
held  that — 

"Existing  water  competition  was  a  negligible  factor  in  affecting^  the 
rates  by  rail  between  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coast  terminals;  and  further, 
that  rates  on  commodities  from  eastern  defined  territories  to  Pacific  coast 
terminals  lower  than  the  rates  on  like  traffic  to  intermediate  points  'were 
not  justified  under  existing  circumstances." 

These  decisions  marked  a  substantial  advance  in  the  adoption  of  a 
policy  on  the  part  of  the  Commission  of  requiring  a  strict  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  long-and-short-haul  rule  of  the  fourth  section  of 
the  act  to  regulate  commerce,  and  shows  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
Commission  at  present  to  limit  departures  from  the  provisions  of  the  act 
to  cases  based  strictly  upon  actual  and  existing  water  competition. 

Western  Trunk-line  Rate  Increases, 

(Investigation  and  SuspenBion  Docket  880.) 

Effective  July  1,  1916,  the  carriers  of  Western  Trunk-line  territory 
filed  supplements  to  their  tariffs  proposing  generally  ten  cents  per  hun- 
dred pounds  increase  in  the  rates  on  butter,  eggs,  dressed  poultry  and 
other  commodities  from  points  in  Kansas  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Peoria,  111., 
Chicago,  111.,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  points  taking  the  same  rates  or  arbi- 
traries  higher.  This  Commission  filed  a  protest  against  the  proposed  in- 
creases and  was  represented  in  all  proceedings  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission.  On  April  9,  1917,  the  Commission  entered  its  order 
in  the  case,  wherein  it  found  that  the  increases  had  not  been  justified  by 
the  carriers,  and  ordered  the  cancellation  of  the  tariffs  carrying  the  pro- 
posed increased  rates.  (43  I.  C.  C.  700.)  This  decision  was  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  shippers  of  poultry,  eggs  and  dairy  products. 

Coal  Rates  from  Colorado, 

(Investigation  and  Suspension  Docket  922.) 

Effective  September  18,  1916,  the  Denver  &  Salt  Lake  Railroad  can- 
celed through  rates  on  coal  from  points  on  its  line  in  Colorado  to  points 
on  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  railway  in  Kansas.  This  Commis- 
sion filed  a  protest  against  the  cancellation  of  these  rates  and  the  tariff 
was  suspended.  A  hearing  was  had  before  an  examiner  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  Denver,  Colo.,  and  briefs  were  filed  and  oral  arguments  had  be- 
fore the  Commission  in  Washington. 

On  June  21,  1917,  the  Commission  made  its  decision  in  the  case,  find- 
ing that  the  cancellation  of  the  joint  through  rates  had  not  been  justified 
by  the  carriers,  and  ordering  the  restoration  of  the  joint  rates  in  effect 
prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  tariffs  proposing  the  cancellation  of  the  same. 
(45  I.  C.  C.  455.)  The  effect  of  the  cancellation  of  these  joint  rates,  if 
allowed,  would  have  been  to  increase  the  rates  from  Colorado  points  to 
points  in  Kansas  located  on  the  Rock  Island  railway  from  20  cents  to  40 
cents  per  ton. 
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EXPORT  GRAIN  CASE. 
After  the  increase  in  export  grain  rates  to  Atlantic  ports  authorized 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  I.  &  S.  No.  623,  the  carriers 
filed  tariffs  proposing  increases  in  rates  on  g^ain  for  export,  making  the 
export  rates  the  same  as  domestic  rates  to  Gulf  ports  for  the  purpose,  as 
claimed,  of  maintaining  the  former  relation  of  rates  on  export  grain  to 
various  ports  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and  the  Gulf.  This  Commission  filed 
a  protest  against  the  increase  in  export  rates  from  Kansas  to  the  Gulf 
ports,  and  asked  for  a  suspension  of  the  tariffs.  This  request,  however, 
was  denied  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Conunission  and  the  increased 
rates  were  allowed  to  become  effective  without  any  formal  investigation 
on  the  part  of  the  Commission. 

CASES  PENDING  BEFORE  THE  INTERSTATE  COMMERCE 

COMMISSION. 

Public  Utilities  Commisaion  for  the  State  of  Kansas  vs,  Alaha/tna  &  Vicka- 
burg  Railway  Company  et  al, 

(I.  C.  C.  Dccket  No.  6.119.) 

And  Fourth  Section  Applications  Nos,  639,  776,  963,  251,  1766,     , 
2040  and  217 Jt, 
The  proceedings  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the 
above  cases  down  to  the  time  of  their  submission  to  the  Commission  on 
November  18,  1915,  are  set  out  at  page  35  of  the  third  biennial  report  of 
this  Commission. 

The  formal  complaint  of  thie  Commission  and  the  several  fourth  sec- 
tion applications  of  the  carriers  involved  the  question  of  the  reasonable- 
ness of  the  class  and  commodity  rates  maintained  by  the  carriers  at  points 
in  Kansas  intermediate  between  the  Gulf  ports,  Galveston  and  New 
Orleans,  and  Kansas  City,  Omaha  and  other  Missouri  river  points.  Rates 
from  the  gulf  .ports  to  intermediate  points  in  Kansas,  including  such 
points  as  Anthony,  Arkansas  City,  Coffeyville,  Emporia,  Hutchinson,  In- 
dependence, Lawrence,  Salina,  Topeka,  Wichita  and  Winfield,  have  been 
maintained  for  many  years  on  a  much  higher  basis  than  like  rates  from 
the  same  points  of  origin  to  Kansas  City  and  other  Missouri  river  points. 
At  the  several  hearings  had  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
the  carriers  attempted  to  justify  these  higher  intermediate  rates  on  the 
grounds  of  water  competition  on  the  Missouri  river,  and  commercial  com- 
petition from  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  other  cities  in  the  middle  West  for 
the  Kansas  City  trade,  which,  it  was  contended,  resulted  in  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  depressed  rates  to  points  on  the  Missouri  river 
which  could  not  be  controlled  by  the  Kansas  lines  which  handled  the  busi- 
ness from  the  Gulf  ports  to  interior  Kansas  cities. 

Finally,  on  May  17,  1917,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  ren- 
dered its  decision  and  two  opinions;  one  in  the  formal  case.  No.  6,119,  and 
the  other  in  the  fourth  section  Applications,  involving  the  same  questions. 
(44  I.  C.  C.  727-743.)  In  the  Fourth  Section  Case  the  Commission  found 
that  the  rates  from  New  Orleans  via  the  Santa  Fe  to  Arkansas  City  and 
via  the  Rock  Island  to  Caldwell  should  not  exceed  the  rates  contempo- 
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raneously  in  effect  to  Kansas  City,  and  that  "to  points  north  and  east 
thereof  rates  should  not  exceed  rates  made  the  following  differentids 
higher  than  the  rates  to  Arkansas  City  and  Caldwell  for  each  additional 
100  miles  or  fraction  thereof:

"No  justification  was  offered  for  the  maintenance  of  domestic  rates  on 
traffic  from  Galveston  to  Missouri  river  cities  lower  than  to  intermediate 
points,  and  fourth-section  relief  in  respect  to  these  rates  will  be  denied." 
The  Conmiission  further  stated  in  its  opinion  that — 

"We  are  of  opinion  that  the  rate  on  any  commodity  to  intermediate 
points  involved  herein  should  not  exceed  the  rate  on  the  same  commodity 
to  the  more  distant  point  by  more  than  the  difference  between  the  rates 
on  the  class  to  which  the  commodity  belongs.  For  example,  the  rate  to 
an  intermediate  point  on  a  commodity  classified  as  fifth  class  should  not 
^exceed  the  rate  on  the  same  commodity  to  the  more  distant  point  by  a 
greater  amount  than  the  fifth-class  rate  to  the  intermediate  point  ex- 
ceeds the  fifth-class  rate  to  the  more  distant  point,  and  authority  to  con- 
tinue higher  rates  in  those  instances  will  be  denied." 

In  disposing  of  the  case  the  Commission,  in  speaking  of  the  justifica- 
tion offered  by  the  carriers  for  the  maintenance  of  the  higher  rates  to  in- 
termediate Kansas  cities,  said : 

"The  protestants  contend  that  the  competition  of  this  water  route  does 
not  influence  the  rates  to  Kansas  City,  and  assert  that  it  is  simply  put 
forward  as  a  pretense  to  justify  the  discrimination  against  the  inter- 
mediate points.  The  testimony  as  a  whole  seems  to  support  their  con- 
tention as  to  the  effect  of  this  competition.  It  does  not  appear  that  this 
water  route  between  New  Orleans  and  Kansas  City  has  made  any  serious 
inroads  upon  the  business  of  the  rail  lines  from  New  Orleans. 

"Manifests  showing  the  lading  of  some  of  the  vessels  operating  between 
St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City  were  introduced  by  petitioners,  and  these  in- 
dicate the  movement  of  consideriible  traffic  between  those  points,  but  no 
showing  was  made  that  the  goods  listed  on  these  manifests  were  from 
New  Orleans;  nor  was  it  shown  that  there  was  any  substantial  movement 
of  business  at  any  time  from  that  point.  No  regular  schedule  of  sailings 
is  maintained  from  New  Orleans,  and  although  these  water  lines  have 
been  in  operation  upward  of  five  years  they  have  not  affected  the  rates  of 
the  rail  lines,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  rates  by  water  are  bas^  on  and 
made  with  a  definite  relation  to  the  all-rail  rates.  For  many  years  prior 
to  the  establishment  of  this  water  route  the  present  basis  of  rates  was 
maintained  by  the  rail  lines,  and  the  history  of  its  establishment  shows 
clearly  that  it  was  adopted  at  a  time  when  such  water  competition  as  may- 
have  previously  existed  was  no  longer  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with,  if  in 
fact  it  had  not  entirely  disappeared.  The  evidence  also  shows  that  the 
carriers  have  reduced  and  increased  many  of  the  commodity  rates  from 
New  Orleans  to  Kansas  City  since  the  establishment  of  the  general  basis 
in  1900,  and  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  since  that  time  the  adjust- 
ment of  these  rates  has  not  been  entirely  within  the  control  of  the  rail 
lines.  We  hold,  therefore,  that  while  water  competition  may  fix  a  limit 
beyond  which  the  rail  lines  may  not  go  in  making  rates  to  Kansas  City,  it 
does  not  necessitate  the  present  rates  to  that  point  nor  compel  the  main- 
tenance of  lower  rates  than  to  intermediate  points. 

"It  is  admitted  by  petitioners  that  at  present  there  is  no  active  water 
competition  from  New  Orleans  to  other  Missouri  river  cities,  nor  has 
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there  been  for  many  years.  We  also  hold,  therefore,  that  carriers  are 
not  justified  because  of  water  competition  in  continuing  lower  rates  to 
other  Missouri  river  cities  than  to  intermediate  stations.  % 

"This  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  other  causes  which  are  al- 
leged by  carriers  to  have  influenced  rates  from  New  Orleans  to  Missouri 
river  points.  Of  these,  commercial  or  market  competition  perhaps  has 
been  a  factor  of  some  importance,  but  the  extent  to  which  it  may  have  af- 
fected rates  is  not  shown  of  record.  Carrier  competition,  however,  has 
played  an  important  part,  and  is  to-day  the  predominating  influence  in 
the  situation." 

The  original  order  of  the  Commission  directed  that  tariffs*  containing 
rates  revised  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  flnding  of  the  Com- 
mission should  be  made  effective  October  1,  1917.  Subsequently  the  ef- 
fective date  of  the  order  was  extended  until  January  1,  1918,  and  later 
all  of  the  cases  involved  in  the  proceeding  were  reopened  and  consolidated 
with  the  Memphis  -Southwestern  Investigation,  I.  C.  C.  Docket  No.  9702, 
and  the  effective  date  of  the  publication  of  the  revised  rates  was  post- 
poned from  January  1  until  the  further  order  of  the  Conunission. 

At  the  hearing  of  the  Memphis-Southwestern  Case,  which  was  held  at 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  in  February,  1918,  the  entire  question  of  the  reasonable- 
ness of  class  and  commodity  rates  and  the  establishment  of  a  uniform 
scale  of  mileage  rates  between  the  Gulf  ports  and  points  on  the  Mississippi 
river,  and  between  the  Gulf  ports  and  points  on  the  Missouri  river  and  to 
intermediate  points,  was  considered  by  the  Commission.  After  hearings 
at  Memphis  and  Kansas  City  which  occupied  more  than  six  weeks'  time  in 
the  introduction  of  testimony  relating  to  the  class  rates  on  behalf  of  the 
carriers  and  protestants,  the  Commission,  under  date  of  June  12,  1918,  no- 
tified all  parties  that  the  further  hearing  of  the  case  and  the  time  for  fil- 
ing briefs  had  been  postponed  to  a  date  to  be  later  determined,  leaving 
the  order  indefinitely  postponing  the  effective  date  of  the  revised  rates 
established  by  the  Commission,  in  this  case  still  in  effect.  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  after  more  than  five  years*  effort  on  the  part  of  this  Commis- 
sion to  secure  reasonable  rates  from  the  Gulf  ports  to  Kansas  points,  and 
the  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  that  the  relation  of 
rates  to  intermediate  points  in  Kansas  is  unreasonable,  no  relief  has  been 
given  to  Kansas  shippers. 

In  the  Matter  of  Bills  of  Lading. 

(Interstate   Commerce   Commission   Docket  4,844.) 

The  proceedings  of  the  Commission  in  the  above  case  down  to  its  final 
sabmission  to  the  Commission  on  October  21, 1916,  will  be  found  set  out  at 
page  37  of  the  third  biennial  report  of  this  Commission.  The  important 
question  for  decision  in  this  case  was  the  securing  of  an  authoritative 
interpretation  of  the  so-called  Cummins  amendment  to  the  act  to  regulate 
commerce,  of  August  9,  1916,  which  provided,  among  other  things,  that 
the  carriers  might  publish  freight  and  express  rates  with  the  consent  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  varying  with  the  declared  value  of 
the  property  constituting  the  shipment,  except  in  the  case  of  ordinary 
livestock.  On  account  of  other  provisions  of  the  act  the  carriers  took  the 
position  that  they  were  entitled  to  base  rates  on  the  value  of  such  ordinary 
livestock,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  amendment  referred  to. 
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Following  the  passage  of  the  second  Cummins  amendment  the  Coimnissioa 
instituted,  on  its  own  motion,  a  proceeding  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
basis  f<fr  prescribing  uniform  bills  of  lading  of  various  kinds,  and  to 
prescribe  a  form  of  uniform  livestock  contract.  I.  C.  C.  Docket  No.  4344» 
which  had  reference  to  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  livestock  contract 
where  shipments  were  made  by  freight,  and  Docket  No.  4,198,  which  re- 
ferred to  the  same  question  where  shipments  were  made  by  express,  -were 
consolidated  and  heard  upon  one  record.  The  Commission  on  April  2, 
1917,  rendered  its  decision  in  the  Express  Case,  43  I.  C.  C.  510,  in  vrhich 
it  held  that— 

"We  cannot y  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  law,  authorize  or  sanction 
such  rates  (based  upon  value)  upon  ordinary  livestock;  neither  can  they 
lawfully  be  maintained  upon  any  other  character  of  traffic  except  under 
authority  duly  granted  by  the  Commission.  .  .  .  The  shipper  or  law- 
ful holder  of  the  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  for  ordinary  livestock  should  be 
free  to  press  his  claim  for  recovery  in  full  for  loss,  damage  or  injury 
caused  by  the  carrier,  and  rates  for  the  transportation  of  such  livestock 
may  not  be  stated  in  a  manner  to  require  a  representation  of  the  value." 

An  exception  was  made  by  the  Commission  in  the  case  of  livestock 
chiefly  valuable  for  breeding,  racing,  show  purposes  or  other  special  uses. 
No  decision  has  been  made  by  the  Commission  in  Docket  No.  4,844;  how- 
ever, the  same  question  as  applied  to  freight  shipments  of  ordinary  live- 
stock arose  in  I.  &  S.  Docket  No.  956,  "Livestock  Classification,"  which 
was  decided  by  the  Commission  on  November  28,  1917  (47  I.  C.  C.  335), 
in  which  the  Commission  again  said:  "But  under  the  Cummins  amend- 
ment as  amended  August  9,  1916,  the  rates  on  ordinary  livestock  may  no 
longer  be  made  dependent  upon  the  actual  declared  or  released  value," 
citing  the  Express  case.  Since  the  decision  in  I.  &  S.  Docket  596  the  car- 
riers have  revised  their  tariffs  and  livestock  contracts,  eliminating:  all 
rates  on  ordinary  livestock  based  upon  value.  The  contention  of  livestock 
shippers  in  respect  to  this  matter  has  been  fully  recognized  by  the  car- 
riers throughout  the  entire  country. 

This  Commission  took  an  attractive  part  and  was  represented  by  its 
commerce  counsel  in  all  the  proceedingfs  leading  up  to  the  final  determi- 
nation of  the  matter. 

Western  Livestock  Case, 

(Interstate  Commerce  Commission   Docket  No.   8,436.) 

On  November  9,  1915,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  ordered 
"that  the  Commission,  on  its  own  motion,  enter  upon  an  investigation 
concerning  the  rates,  rules,  regulations  and  practices  of  the  carriers  by 
railroads  governing  transportation  subject  to  the  act  to  regulate  com- 
merce, of  livestock,  fresh  meats  and  packing-house  products  in  Western 
Classification  territory,  including  the  state  of  Illinois,  with  a  view  to 
prescribing  just  and  reasonable  rates,  rules,  regulations  and  practices 
to  govern  such  transportation,  and  a  just  and  reasonable  relation  be- 
tween the  rates  of  the  said  commodities,  or  any  of  them." 

On  March  8,  1916,  the  Commission  made  an  order  including  OfiScial 
and  Southern  Classification  territory  in  the  scope  of  the  investigation, 
and  also  broadened  the   investigation   so  as  to   inquire   into  the  rates, 
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chargpeSy  rules,  regulations  and  practices  in  all  territories  governing  the 
transportation  of  livestock,   fresh  meats   and   packing-house   products, 
and  of   ^reen  salted  hides,  pelts,  skins,  green  salted  hide  trimmings, 
grease,  gxe&ae  stock  and  tallow,  and  the  reasonable  relation  between  the 
rates  on  said  commodities  or  any  of  them.     The  investigations  directed 
by  these  orders  contemplated  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  rules,  rates 
and  regulations  governing  livestock  and  packing-house  products  in  all 
parts  of  the  United  States,  including  all  markets.     After  these  orders 
were  issued  by  the  Commission  various  state  organization^  of  livestock 
shippers  formed  an  organization  known  as  the  National  Livestock  Ship- 
pers* Protective  League,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  employing  counsel  and  rate  experts  to  properly  represent 
the  interests  of  the  shippers  at  the  hearings  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Ck>mmission  in  connection  with  the  general  investigation  ordered 
by  them.    Various  state  commissions  were  invited  by  the  livestock  ship- 
pers to  participate  in  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  the  National 
Livestock  Shippers*  Protective  League.    This  Commission  and  a  number 
of  other  state  commissions  in  Western  Classification  territory  accepted 
the  invitation  to  aid  in  the  perfecting  of  the  organization  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  interests  of  the  livestock  shippers  in  connection  with  these 
proceedings.     Special  counsel  and  rate  experts  were  employed  by  the 
organization  and  a  large  amount  of  work  was  done  in  the  way  of  pre- 
paring exhibits  and  information  with  reference  to  the  cost  to  carriers 
in  the  transportation  of  livestock  to  various  markets.     The  state  com- 
missions were  represented  upon  the  executive  committee  of  the  livestock 
organization,  and  a  number  of  meetings  of  this  committee  have  been 
held  from  time  to  time  in  Chicago  and  Kansas  City,  and  much  work 
has  been  done  in  the  preparation  of  matters  for  presentation  at  hear- 
ings before  the  Commission.     Representatives  of  the  carriers  have  also 
prepared   extensive  exhibits  and  much  data  relating  to  the  questions 
involving  this  investigation. 

After  the  proclamation  of  the  President  taking  over  the  control  of 
the  railroads  during  the  period  of  the  war,  notice  was  given  by  the 
Commission  that  the  hearings  in  connection  with  this  investigation 
would  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The  later  action  of  the  Director  Gen- 
eral increasing  all  rates  on  livestock  25  percent,  with  a  maximum  of  7 
cents  per  hundred  pounds,  on  all  lines  and  to  all  markets,  has  made  it 
improbable  that  any  further  action  will  be  taken  by  the  Commission 
in  connection  with  these  investigations. 

Southwestern  Class  Rate  Case, 

(I.  &  S.  Docket  1.016.) 

Effective  May  1,  1917,  the  carriers  filed  tariffs  with  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  proposing  the  cancellation  of  existing  schedules 
of  class  rates  between  stations  in  Kansas  and  stations  in  Oklahoma,  and 
the  substitution  of  the  so-called  Shreveport  scale  therefor.  These  pro- 
posed increases  in  class  rates  vitally  affected  the  business  of  Kansas  ship- 
pers, especially  wholesalers  and  jobbers  whose  trade  extended  into  the 
state  of  Oklahoma  and  the  Panhandle  of  Texas.    This  Commission  pro- 
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tested  the  tariffs,  attended  the  hearing:  before  an  examiner  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  at  Oklahoma  City,  and  prepared  brief  s  which 
were  filed  with  the  examiner.  A  tentative  report  made  by  the  examiner 
found  that  the  carriers  had  failed  to  justify  the  increases  as  proposed  in 
the  suspended  tariffs,  but  suggested  that  the  carriers  should  be  permitted 
to  file  a  modified  scale  of  class  rates  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the 
examiner,  which  was  considerably  lower  than  that  proposed  by  the  car- 
riers. 

MemphisSouthweatem  Caae^ 

(Docket  9,702.) 

In  pursuance  of  the  doctrine  announced  in  the  Shreveport  Case,  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  entered  upon  a  general  investigation 
(I.  C.  C.  Docket  9,702),  with  which  a  number  of  pending  cases  were  con- 
solidated, for  the  purpose  of  establishing  uniform  class  and  commodity 
rates  on  intra-  and  interstate  shipments  between  the  city  of  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  and  points  in  Arkansas.  Subsequently  a  number  of  fifteenth  sec- 
tion applications  were  filed  by  the  carriers  and  included  in  the  investi- 
gation. These  applications  proposed  to  establish  uniform  scales  of  mile- 
age class  and  commodity  rates,  with  certain  modifications,  for  state  and 
interstate  application  throughout  a  territory  including  the  states  of  Ar- 
kansas, Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Louisiana  and  Texas. 

The  Kansas  Commission  filed  protests  against  the  application  of  the 
proposed  rates  so  far  as  the  same  affected  Kansas  shipments.  After 
hearings  had  been  held  at  Memphis  and  Kansas  City  which  occupied 
more  than  six  weeks'  time  in  the  introduction  of  testimony,  the  Director 
General  issued  his  General  Order  No.  28,  advancing  all  rates  25  percent, 
subject  to  certain  maximums,  and  the  Commission  under  date 'of  June 
12,  1918,  notified  all  parties  that  the  further  hearing  of  the  case  and  the 
time  for  filing  briefs  had  been  postponed  to  a  date  to  be  later  determined, 
since  which  time  no  further  action  has  been  taken  in  the  case. 

The  Wichita  Traffic  Bureau  vs.  the  A,,  T.  &  S.  F,  Raihvay  Co,  et  al, 

(I.  C.  C.   Docket,  9,259.) 

This  case  originated  with  the  Wichita  Traffic  Bureau,  which  filed  a 
complaint  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  complaining  of 
the  rates  on  news  print  paper  from  northern  points  of  production  to 
Wichita.  These  rates,  generally  speaking,  were  20  cents  per  himdred 
pounds  from  Chicago  and  points  taking  the  same  rates  to  Kansas  City, 
and  40  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  or  double  that  amount,  from  the  same 
points  of  production  to  Wichita.  The  Commission  filed  an  intervening 
petition  in  behalf  of  the  Wichita  people,  and  requested  that  the  inves- 
tigation include  the  rates  en  news  print  paper  to  other  points  in  the 
state.  A  hearing  was  had  before  an  examiner  of  the  Commission  at 
Wichita  on  March  21  and  22,  1917.  Briefs  were  filed  on  behalf  of  all 
parties  and  the  case  submitted  to  the  Commission,  but  no  decision  or 
order  has  ever  been  made  in  the  case. 

This  case  is  believed  to  be  meritorious  for  the  reason  that  the  car- 
riers have  for  a  number  of  years,  in  compliance  with  the  order  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  published  rates  on  news  print  paper 
to  Muskogee,  Okla.,  of  34  and  35  cents  per  hundred  pounds  from  north- 
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era  points  of  production.  The  delay  in  disposing  of  the  case  has  been 
due,  no  doubt,  largely  to  the  unsettled  conditions  incident  to  govern- 
ment control  of  the  roads,  and  it  is  believed  that  we  may  expect,  now 
that  the  war  is  ovet,  that  this  and  similar  pending  cases  will  be  taken 
up  and  disposed  of  on  their  merits  promptly  by  the  Commission. 

National  Livestock  Exchange  vs.  Abilene  &  Southern  Ry.  Co,  et  al, 

ChaBGBS    fob    CLBANINa   AND    DiSINFKCTINO    LlVKSTOCK    CaSS. 

(I.  0.  C.  Docket  9,239.) 

Complaints  were  filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  by 
various  livestock  interests  in  which  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for 
the  state  of  Kansas  intervened,  asking  for  an  elimination  of  the  charges 
of  $2.60  for  cleaning  and  disinfecting  single-deck  and  $4  for  double-deck 
livestock  cars  moving,  interstate  when  required  by  federal  or  state  author- 
ity or  upon  the  request  of  shippers.  Hearings  were  had  before  an  exam- 
iner of  the  Commission  in  Chicago.  The  report  of  the  examiner,  which 
was  filed  June  15,  1917,  found  the  charges  not  unreasonable  and  recom- 
mended the  dismissal  of  the  case.  Exceptions  were  taken  to  the  exami- 
ner's report  and  oral  arguments  had  before  the  Commission  in  Washing- 
ton on  November  10,  1917,  but  no  decision  has  ever  been  made  by  the 
Commission,  and  the  case  is  still  pending. 

INCREASE  IN  RATES  ON  CORN  AND  OTHER  COARSE  GRAINS. 

(Western  Freight  Traffic  Committee  Docket  N-698.) 

In  the  Director  General's  Order  No.  28  the  rates  on  corn  and  coarse 
grain  were  increased  to  the  basis  of  the  new  increased  wheat  rates.  For 
many  years  in  the  past  the  rates  on  corn  and  articles  taking  corn  rates 
were  from  one  to  three  cents  per  hundred  pounds  less  than  the  correspond- 
ing rates  upon  wheat.  General  Order  No.  28  increased  these  com  and 
other  coarse-grain  rates  in  most  instances  as  much  as  40  to  60  percent 
over  the  rates  in  effect  prior  to  June  25,  1918. 

This  Commission  filed  a  protest  against  these  excessive  increases  with 
the  Western  Freight  Traffic  Committee  of  the  United  States  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration. A  large  number  of  shippers,  including  various  farmers' 
organizations  and  grain  exchanges  in  the  West,  joined  in  these  protests, 
and  hearings  have  been  had  before  the  committee  in  Chicago.  The  Com- 
mission has  asked  the  Railroad  Administration  to  modify  General  Order 
No.  28  by  substituting  fiat  increases  in  cents  per  hundred  pounds  in  lieu 
of  a  percentage  increase  upon  all  grain  rates,  and  to  apply  such  increases 
to  the  rates  upon  both  wheat  and  corn  and  other  coarse  grains  as  they 
were  in  effect  prior  to  June  25,  1918,  the  object  being  to  prevent  the  dis- 
turbance in  the  relation  of  rates  occasioned  by  the  application  of  a  per- 
centage increase,  and  to  prevent  the  increase  upon  com  and  coarse  grain 
over  the  increase  authorized  upon  wheat.  Further  proceedings  before 
the  committee  have  been  ordered  and  a  determination  of  the  question  may 
be  expected  during  the  present  year. 

Uniform  Classification  and  Class  Rates, 
The  Director  General  of  Railroads  has  recently  requested  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  to  make  an  investigation  and  advise  him  as 
to  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  uniform  classification  for  application  in 
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all  classification  territories  and  uniform  class  rates  for  application  in  cer- 
tain defined  percentage  zones  in  Western  and  Southern  Classification  ter- 
ritories, and  has  stated  that  it  is  his  intention  later  to  submit  other  scales 
of  uniform  class  rates  for  application  in  other  territories,  including  the 
entire  country.  The  application  of  the  proposed  scale  to  Kansas  intra- 
state business  will  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  rates  on  such  ship- 
ments greatly  in  excess  of  the  increases  effected  by  General  Order  No.  28. 
A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  at  the  annual  convention  of  the 
National  Association  of  Railway  and  Public  Utilities  Commissioners,  held 
in  the  city  of  Washington  on  November  13,  1918,  protesting  against  the 
proposed  action  by  the  Director  General,  on  the  grounds  that  the  United 
States  Railroad  Administration  has  no  authority  in  times  of  peace  to 
make  changes  in  intrastate  rates  without  the  consent  of  the  several  state 
commissions.  The  convention  further  declared  its  opinion  that  it  was  in- 
advisable to  enter  upon  an  investigation  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
uniform  class  rates  under  present  abnormal  conditions  due  to  the  war,  re- 
sulting in  the  establishment  of  abnormal  and  excessive  unit  costs  of  all 
items  of  expense  which  have' been  incurred  in  the  operation  of  the  car- 
riers during  the  period  of  the  war.  In  view  of  this  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Association  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  proposed  scales  will  be  made  ef- 
fective in  the  near  future. 

Reconsignment  Case,, 

(I.  &  S.  1,161;  I.  C.  C.  Docket  10.173.) 

On  December  24,  1917,  the  Interstate  Conunerce  Commission  in  I.  &  S. 
Docket  1,050,  Reconsigninient  Case,  authorized  the  collection  of  a  recon- 
signment charge  of  from  $2  to  $5  per  car  on  carload  shipments,  except 
upon  shipments  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  Upon  the  protests  of  shippers, 
the  tariffs  carrying  the  reconsignment  charge  upon  grain  and  gn^ain  prod- 
ucts, hay  and  straw  were  suspended  so  far  as  such  tariffs  provided  for  the 
charge  on  account  of  cars  held  for  inspection.  Later  the  carriers  filed 
fifteenth  section  applications,  asking  for  authority  to  apply  a  reconsigrn- 
ment  charge  of  from  $2  to  $5  per  car  upon  cars  of  grain  and  grain  prod- 
ucts, and  upon  hay  and  straw  held  for  inspection;  also  to  make  a  recon- 
signment charge  upon  fruits  and  vegetables.  A  hearing  on  the  suspended 
tariffs  and  these  fifteenth  section  applications  was  had  in  Chicago  before 
Examiner  Bell  on  September  4,  1918.  These  increases  were  protested  by 
practically  all  primary  grain  markets,  by  the  Kansas  Commission,  and 
organizations  of  shippers  interested  in  shipments  of  these  commodities. 
Briefs  have  been  filed  on  behalf  of  all  protestants  and  the  carriers,  and 
the  case  submitted  to  the  examiner,  who,  it  is  expected,  will  make  his 
tentative  report  in  a  short  time. 

These  proposed  reconsignment  charges  contemplate  the  making  of  an 
additional  charge  for  a  service  which  has  always  been  included  in  the 
rates.  At  the  hearing  the  protestants  submitted  a  compromise  proposi- 
tion to  the  examiner,  which  allowed  a  reconsignment  charge  on  grain  and 
grain  products  after  a  free  time  of  24  hours,  beginning  at  7  a.  m.,  on  the 
day  following  the  arrival  of  the  car.  Representatives  of  the  shippers  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  proposed  that  there  should  be  one  diversion  free,  and 
that  graduated  charges  might  be  assessed  upon  additional  diversions.    It 
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is  believed  that  this  proposition  of  the  shippers  will  be  approved  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 


VALUATION  OF  RAILROADS. 

Since  the  last  biennial  report  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has 
made  substantial  progress  in  formulating  and  approving  principles  to  be 
applied  in  ascertaining  the  several  cost  values  required  to  be  reported  by 
the  Commission  to  Congress  under  the  valuation  act.  Much  time  and 
research  has  been  given  by  the  Commission  in  collecting  data  and  informa- 
tion i^hich  has  been  used  as  a  basis  in  support  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  valuation  which  have  been  finally  announced  in  the  final  valua- 
tion made  in  the  Texas  Midland  Case  (Valuation  Docket  No.  2),  which 
was  decided  July  31,  1918.  (I  Val.  Rep.  1.)  The  principles  there  an- 
nounced are  expected  to  serve  as  precedents  in  determining  the  valuation 
of  the  property  of  all  other  railroads. 

A  number  of  hearings  and  oral  argiunents  were  had  before  the  Com- 
mission in  Washingrton  for  the  purpose  of  affording  an  opportunity  to  the 
carriers  and  the  state  commissions  to  present  their  views  concerning  the 
principles  to  be  adopted  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission,  with  one 
important  exception,  adopted  in  the  main  the  views  of  the  state  com- 
missions, and  rejected  the  program  which  had  been  strenuously  advocated 
by  representatives  of  the  carriers.  The  differences  between  the  carriers 
and  the  state  commissions  related  largely  to  the  methods  to  be  adopted  by 
the  Commission  in  ascertaining  the  sums  to  be  allowed — 

(a)  As  original  cost  to  date  of  common-carrier  property. 

(6)  The  amount  to  be  reported  under  the  items  of  original  cost 
and  present  value  of  lands  used  for  common  carrier  pur- 
poses, including  rights  of  way,  terminals,  and  other  lands 
used  for  the  purposes  of  a  common  carrier. 

(c)  Cost  of  reproduction  new,  less  depreciation. 

(d)  Depreciation. 

(e)  Appreciation. 

(/>  9)  Contingencies,  and  other  values  or  elements  of  value. 

The  Commission  held  that  a  reasonable  construction  of  the  statute  re- 
quires that  original  cost  should  be  reported  in  all  reasonable  detail,  and 
the  words  refer  to  various  sections  of  the  railroad,  rather  than  the  in- 
dividual ties,  rails,  and  similar  elements,  and  that  the  maximum  amount 
which  could  have  been  invested  by  the  carrier,  its  predecessors  or  others, 
was  ascertained  and  stated  in  the  instant  case  as  representing  the  outside 
limit  of  original  cost  of  the  property  of  the  carrier. 

The  present  value  of  the  lands  owned  or  used  for  common-carrier  pur- 
poses was  stated  by  ascertaining  the  number  of  acres  and  multiplying 
this  acreage  by  the  market  value  determined  from  the  present  fair  aver- 
age market  value  of  similar  adjacent  and  adjoining  lands,  due  allowance 
being  made  for  any  special  value  which  may  attach  by  reason  of  the 
peculiar  adaptability  of  the  land  to  railroad  use;  but  nothing  additional 
is  added  for  the  expense  of  acquisition,  for  severance  damages,  for  engin- 
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eering  and  for  interest  during  construction.  The  reproduction  cost  of 
carrier  lands  and  the  present  cost  of  condemnation  and  damages,  or  of 
purchase,  of  all  carrier  lands  are  not  estimated  by  the  Commission. 

Depreciation  has  been  treated  as  covering  the  lessening  in  the  number 
of  units  of  capacity  for  service,  as  compared  with  those  existing  in  the 
same  elements  when  installed,  and  is  deducted  from  the  cost  of  reproduc- 
tion new  in  ascertaining  the  cost  of  reproduction  less  depreciation. 

No  allowance  is  made  for  contingencies,  appreciation  or  other  values 
or  elements  of  value  in  the  instant  case.  The  Commission  in  its  tentative 
report  seems  to  have  adopted  the  view  of  the  state  commissions,  that  the 
valuation  act  did  not  require  or  authorize  the  Commission  to  make  or  in- 
clude in  its  report  to  Congress  any  ultimate  value  of  the  several  classes  of 
railroad  property  as  a  whole,  or  to  fix  any  such  ultimate  value  as  a  basis 
for  rate-making  purposes  or  other  purposes  for  which  the  valuation  might 
be  used.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  on  the  final  valuation  of 
the  property,  it  held  that  the  valuation  amendment  to  the  act  authorizes 
the  Commission  to  find  a  single  sum  as  the  value  of  the  common-carrier 
property  for  purposes  under  the  act  to  regulate  commerce  and  announced 
that  later  the  Commission  would  make  such  finding  as  to  the  property  of 
each  carrier.  This  finding  of  the  Commission  is  contrary  to  the  construc- 
tion placed  upon  the  act  by  state  commissions. 

Further  arguments  will  be  had  before  the  Commission  with  reference 
to  the  values  and  elements  of  value  which  may  be  taken  into  consideration 
by  the  Commission  in  arriving  at  a  final  valuation  as  a  basis  for  rate-mak- 
ing purposes. 

The  Kansas  Commission  has  taken  an  active  part  in  all  proceedings 
which  have  been  had  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  relating: 
to  valuation  questions.  It  is  believed  that  the  work  of  the  state  com- 
missions through  their  valuation  solicitor  and  the  legal  representatives 
.  of  a  number  of  state  commissions  has  been  helpful  to  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  in  arriving  at  principles  to  be  applied  in  the  valuation 
of  railroads,  whch  upon  the  whole  are  fair  and  reasonable  to  both,  the 
carriers  and  the  public. 


GOVERNMENT  CONTROL  OF  RAILROADS. 

The  taking  over  by  the  government  of  the  railroads  of  the  country 
during  the  period  of  the  war  gave  rise  to  many  complicated  and  difficult 
questions  of  railroad  regulation,  involving  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several 
state  commissions,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  the  United 
States  Railroad  Administration.  The  consideration  of  these  questions 
made  it  necessary  for  the  Kansas  Commission  to  appear  before  the  Di- 
rector General  of  Railroads  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Railroad 
Administration  at  Washington  during  the  past  year.  This  Commission, 
in  harmony  with  the  action  of  the  state  commissions  generally,  has  en- 
deavored to  heartily  and  patriotically  cooperate  with  the  United  States 
Railroad  Administration,  and  has  succeeded  in  practically  all  instances, 
except  where  increases  in  rates  were  involved,  in  having  its  views  favor- 
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ably  considered  and  adopted  by  the  Director  General  and  his  subordinates 
with  reference  to  matters  involving  the  railroads  operating  in  Kansas. 

The  Kansas  Commission  particit>ated  actively  in  the  successful  efforts 
to  have  the  Mexico  &  Orient  and  Salina  Northern  railways  placed  under 
government  control  and  given  the  benefit  of  the  government  gruarantee 
authorized  by  act  of  Congress  in  fixing  compensation  for  the  use  of  the 
proi>erty  of  the  railroads  during  the  period  of  grovemment  control.  This 
action  on  the  part  of  the  government  prevented  the  junking  of  these 
important  lines  of  railroad  and  secured  their  permanent  maintenance  as 
transportation  agencies  for  the  service  of  the  people  depending  upon  them. 

The  ending  of  the  war  will  require  the  settlement  in  the  near  future  of 
many  important  questions  of  policy  and  jurisdiction  with  reference  to  the 
future  regulation  of  railroads.  These  questions  will  require  the  best 
thought  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  several  state 
commissions  to  secure  adequate  protection  to  the  shipping  public. 


FIFTEENTH  SECTION  ^APPLICATIONS. 

Prior  to  government  control  the  carriers  filed  numerous  applications, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  amended  fifteenth  section  of  the  act  to 
regulate  commerce,  for  authority  to  increase  rates  covering  a  large  num- 
ber of  commodities.  This  Commission  filed  protests  against  a  number  of 
these  applications.  After  the  general  increase  in  rates  authorized  by  the 
Director  General's  Order  No.  28  most  of  these  fifteenth  section  applica- 
tions were  withdrawn  by  the  carriers;  a  number,  however,  have  been  re- 
newed in  the  form  of  applications  which  are  now  pending  before  the 
various  traffic  committees  working  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director 
of  Traffic  of  the  United  States  Railroad  Administration.

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OPINION. 
By  Bristow,  Chairman: 

The  act  of  the  legislature  of  1911,  known  as  the  public  utUities  act, 
provided  that  there  should  be  no  increase  in  the  charges  of  the  railroads 
for  passenger  or  freight  service  without  the  consent  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  and  fixed  the  lowest  rates  in  effect  on  January  1,  1911,  as  the 
lawful  rates.  The  passenger  fares  at  that  time  were  limited  to  two  cents 
per  mile,  a  rate  which  was  afterward  voluntarily  approved  by  the  carriers 
filing  revised  tariffs. 

In  November,  1914,  eight  of  the  railroads  operating  in  Kansas  filed 
with  the  Commission  requests  to  increase  their  passenger  rates  from  two 
cents  to  three  cents  per  mile.  The  railroads  filing  this  request  were:  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe,  the  Union  Pacific,  the  St.  Joseph  &  Grand 
Island,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  the  Missouri  Pacific,  the  Mis- 
souri, Kansas  &  Texas,  the  St.  Louis  &  San  Francisco,  and  the  Leaven- 
worth &  Topeka. 

The  hearing  of  the  case  was  postponed  from  time  to  time  at  the  request 
of  the  carriers,  until  April  6,  1915.  On  that  date  the  carriers  heretofore 
referred  to  appeared  by  their  representatives  and  submitted  evidence  in 
support  of  their  claim. 

Hon.  B.  P.  Waggener,  speaking  for  all  of  the  railroads,  asked  that  the 
evidence,  in  so  far  as  it  was  of  a  general  character,  offered  by  one  rail- 
road, be  considered  as  evidence  in  behalf  of  the  others.  So,  while  there 
was  no  consolidation  of  the  cases,  the  evidence  in  any  one  of  them  that 
has  a  bearing  upon  the  conditions  of  the  others,  may  be  considered  by  the 
Commission. 

At  the  first  hearing,  the  carriers  submitted  data  that  had  been  pre- 
pared from  a  test  of  the  operations  of  the  railways  in  Oklahoma  and  Mis- 
souri, made  according  to  a  formula  which  has  been  styled  the  Oklahoma 
formula.  The  Commission  asked  for  the  same  data  on  Kansas  business, 
believing  that  conditions  in  this  state  were  not  identical  with  conditons  in 
either  Missouri  or  Oklahoma,  and  to  pass  upon  a  Kansas  case  with  evi- 
dence based  upon  an  examination  in  these  other  states  would  be  ill-advised 
and  unjust. 

After  further  examining  the  evidence  submitted,  it  appeared  that  there 
was  much  additional  information  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  have 
to  properly  consider  the  cases.  So  a  list  of  some  eighteen  inquiries  was 
sent  to  the  carriers  on  August  4,  1915,  and  they  were  asked  to  furnish  the 
information  called  for  by  such  inquiries  at  their  earliest  convenience.  The 
time  taken  by  the  carriers  to  furnish  this  information  has  resulted  in  con- 
siderable delay.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe,  the  St.  Louis  &  San 
Francisco,  the  Union  Pacific,  and  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  made 
tests  in  Kansas,  applying  the  so-called  Oklahoma  formula.  The  Union 
Pacific  was  the  last  of  the  roads  to  make  such  test,  and  the  Commission 
did  not  receive  that  data  until  July  19,  1917. 

The  requests  for  additional  data  were  complied  with  more  fully  by  the 
Rock  Island  railway  than  any  of  the  other  carriers.  The  Santa  Fe,  the 
Union  Pacific,  and  the  Frisco,  however,  have  furnished  much  valuable  in- 
formation.   The  Missouri  Pacific,  because  of  its  financial  condition  and  the 
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expense  incident  to  providing  the  Commission  with  the  necessary  informa- 
tion, has  been  somewhat  deficient  in  furnishing  the  data  which  the  Com- 
mission needed. 

The  principal  reasons  assigned  for  the  requested  increase  in  rates  were 
that  the  present  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile  for  passenger  service  is  non- 
compensatory and  confiscatory,  and  therefore  unlawful;  and,  that  the 
railroads  are  in  sore  need  of  additional  revenue. 

The  railroads  claimed  that  the  expense  of  carrying  intrastate  passen- 
gers was  much  heavier  than  that  for  carrying  the  interstate  passengers. 
This  they  undertook  to  demonstrate  by  the  Oklahoma  formula. 

SEPARATION  OF  EXPENSES  BETWEEN  FREIGHT  AND  PASSENGER  SERVICE. 

By  this  formula  they  make  a  separation  of  the  cost  of  operation  of  the 
railroad  into  expenses  of  the  passenger  service,  and  of  the  freight  service. 
Thcjre  are  many  expenditures  that  can  be  directly  charged  to  one  or  the 
other  branch  of  service.    To  illustrate:    In  the  handling  of  a  passenger 
train,  such  items  as  the  maintenance  of  equipment,  the  wages  of  the  en- 
gine and  train  men,  the  fuel,  etc.,  may  be  directly  charged  to  passenger 
service,  the  same  as  the  expense  of  a  freight  crew  running  a  freight 
train,  the  fuel  consumed,  the  repairs  to  equipment,  may  be  charged  to 
freight  service.    But,  there  are  certain  expenditures  that  are  common  to 
both.    The  maintenance  of  the  railway  tracks,  its  bridges,  the  larger  num- 
ber of  the  stations,  and  other  incidental  expenditures  cannot  be  charged 
directly  to  either  branch  of  the  service.    Both  passenger  trains  and  freight 
trains  run  over  the  same  rails,  use  the  same  bridges,  and  wear  out  the 
same  ties.    The  agent  at  all  of  the  smaller  stations  handles  the  freight  and 
passengers  both,  and  the  grreat  majority  of  stations  are  used  for  both 
passenger  and  freight  service.    The  separation  of  these  expenditures  and 
the  assigning  of  a  proper  portion  to  the  freight  and  passenger  services 
has  an  important  bearing  upon  the  claims  of  the  railroads  and  is  one  of 
the  problems  that  confronts  the  Commission. 

The  carriers  allege  that  nearly  all  of  these  common  maintenance  of 
way  and  structures  expenses  should  be  separated  upon  what  they  term 
the  "engine-ton-mile"  basis.  That  is,  they  multiply  the  weight  of  the  pas- 
senger engines  which  pull  the  trains  by  the  number  of  miles  they  run; 
and  also  multiply  the  weight  of  the  freight  engines  by  the  number  of  miles 
they  run.  Taking  these  two  totals,  they  establish  a  ratio  and  divide  the 
common  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  the  railway  tracks  and  struc- 
tures, such  as  bridges,  culverts,  etc.,  between  the  freight  and  passenger 
service  by  that  ratio.  They  divide  the  common  expenses  of  maintaining 
stations  on  the  basis  of  the  space  used  in  the  station,  and  the  wages  of  the 
employees  that  are  common  to  both  services  according  to  the  time  devoted 
to  each. 

The  Commission  accepts  the  carriers*  division  of  the  expenses  of  main- 
taining stations,  employees'  wages,  etc.,  but  it  does  not  accept  their 
method  of  division  of  the  expenses  of  maintenance  of  the  way  and  struc- 
tures. It  does  not  believe  that  such  division  is  sound.  Under  such  system 
a  passenger  engine  drawing  six  cars,  running  thirty  miles  an  hour,  weigh- 
ing the  same  as  a  freight  engine  drawing  fifty  cars,  runnng  fifteen  miles 
an  hour,  would,  during  a  given  time,  be  charged  twice  as  much  for  main- 
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tenance  of  the  track  and  right  of  way  as  the  freight  train,  although  the  I 
freight  train  would  have  fifty  cars  of  great  weight  catting  the  tiei,  i 
pounding  the  track  at  every  joint  and  wrenching  the  rails  and  spikes  it 
every  curve,  while  the  passenger  train  would  have  but  six. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  method  loads  the  passen- 
ger business  with  an  excessive  cost.  There  are  very  heavy  expenses  in 
the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  that  are  not  caused  by  the  run- 
ning of  the  trains,  but  by  the  weather.  Land  slides,  the  washing  out  of  | 
fills,  the  destruction  of  bridges  and  culverts  by  high  water,  are  not  in- 
fluenced by  the  number  or  character  of  the  trains  that  run  over  the 
roads. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  CommisMon  that  the  expenses  for  the  main- 
tenance of  way  and  structures  should  be  assigned  according  to  the  use  of 
the  road  by  each  branch  of  the  service,  and  in  endeavoring  to  arrive  at 
such  a  result  two  other  theories  for  the  assignment  of  such  expenses 
have  been  considered.  This  is  a  heavy  item  of  cost  in  the  operation  of  a 
railway,  and  therefore  has  an  important  bearing  on  this  case. 

One  of  the  methods  considered  is  the  gross  number  of  tons  of  traffic, 
including  equipment,  that  is  hauled  over  the  road,  whether  it  be  passen- 
ger or  freight.  This  is  known  as  the  "gross-ton-mile"  basis.  It  is 
claimed  by  many  economic  students  that  such  is  the  true  measure  of 
the  use  of  the  railway.  According  tc  this  theory,  the  cost  of  maintain- 
ing the  way  and  structures  should  be  divided  between  freight  and  pas- 
senger in  proportion  to  the  number  of  tons  of  traffic,  including  the 
equipment  moved  over  the  lities  by  each  branch  of  the  service. 

This  theory  is  attacked  by  counsel  for  the  railroads  on  the  g^^und 
that  it  does  not  take  into  consideration  speed.  They  claim  that  a  pas- 
senger train  scheduled  to  run  thirty  miles  an  hour  with  an  engine  of 
equal  weight  is  as  injurious  to  the  track  as  a  freight  train  scheduled  to 
run  fifteen  miles  an  hour,  regardless  of  the  length  or  weight  of  the  train. 
However,  a  freight  train  that  is  scheduled  at  fifteen  miles  per  hour  will 
frequently  run  at  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  while  in  motion  as  a  passenger 
train  that  is  scheduled  at  twice  that  rate  of  speed.  The  cause  of  the 
slow  schedule  of  the  freight  train  is  the  time  consumed  at  the  stations 
discharging  and  receiving  its  load,  not  the  slowness  of  its  actual  run- 
ning time.  Again,  the  passenger  car,  for  the  comfort  of  the  passengers, 
is  cushioned  with  flexible  springs  v/liich  deprive  it  of  that  rigidity  of  the 
freight  car,  so  that  it  is  much  less  destructive  to  the  track  in  passing 
over  the  rails. 

We  do  not  concur  in  the  criticism.  The  amount  of  business  done,  the 
aggregate  miles  run,  and  earnings  dependent  upon  such  miles  are  an 
important  factor  in  the  affairs  of  the  road,  and  greatly  influence  the 
use  of  the  track  by  the  passenger  or  freight  services.  It  cannot  be 
denied  that  such  operations  do  affect  the  accounting  results. 

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION  FORMUULA. 

In  the  Western  Advance  Passenger  Rate  Case,  tried  before  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Conmiission,  the  state  commissions  insisted  that  the 
gross  ton  mile  was  the  most  equitable  method  for  the  assignment  of  the 
expenses  of  maintenance  of  way  and  structures.  The  carriers  contended 
for  the  engine  ton  mile  as  heretofore  described.     The  Interstate  Corn- 
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merce  Commission  rejected  both  the  engine  ton  mile  advocated  by  the 
carriers  and  the  grross  ton  mile  advocated  by  the  state  commissions  and 
developed  a  formula  differing  from  both.  It  took  the  expenses  of  the 
operation  of  the  trains — ^that  is,  the  wages  of  the  enginemen,  fuel,  water, 
lubricants,  and  other  supplies  for  the  locomotive,  the  wages  of  the  train- 
men, and  the  train  supplies  that  were  used  in  each  branch  of  the  service, 
claiming  that  such  expenses  more  nearly  represented  the  use  of  the  way 
and  structures.  We  shall  give  the  results  worked  out  on  this  theory, 
though  we  do  not  accept  it  as  the  best  system.  It  has  faults,  one  of 
which  is  its  inconstancy.  Under  the  present  Adamson  law  now  in  use 
by  the  carriers,  the  results  would  be  entirely  different  from  those  obtain- 
ing at  the  time  the  case  was  decided.  This  law  has  resulted  in  a  much 
larger  increase  in  the  wages  of  the  freight  men  than  the  passenger  men, 
and  as  a  consequence  the  expense  assignable  to  freight  would  now  be 
much  greater  than  then. 

By  this  formula  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  imdertook  to 
give  what  it  doubtless  thought  to  be  a  more  equitable  consideration  to 
speed  and  weight.  In  considering  this  case  we  have  had  the  results 
worked  out  by  both  the  grross-ton-mile  basis  and  the  expense  formula 
which  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  employed.  The  results  ob- 
tained by  both  methods  will  be  set  out  and  applied  to  the  business  of  each 
carrier. 

After  the  expenses  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  roads  are 
divided  as  between  freight  and  passenger  service,  it  then  becomes  neces- 
sary to  subdivide  the  passenger  expense  as  between  intrastate  and  in- 
terstate service,  because  we  can  deal  only  with  the  intrastate  service. 
The  carriers  deducted  the  cost  of  handling  mail  and  express  and  the 
receipts  from  these  sources,  and  we  have  accepted  that  plan. 

SEPARATION  OP  EXPENSES  BETWEEN   STATE  AND  INTERSTATE  SERVICE! 

In  ascertaining  the  cost  that  can  be  directly  assigned  to  the  handling 
of  what  might  be  termed  loc^l  passengers,  as  against  interstate  passen- 
gers, there  are  common  expenses  to  both  that  must  be  considered,  because 
the  same  train  renders  both  interstate  and  intrastate  service.  A  train 
leaving  the  Union  Station  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  for  the  west  will  be 
loaded  with  interstate  passengers,  because  all  of  those  passengers  cross 
the  stateline,  and  many  of  the  trains  will  not  only  have  passengers  from 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  points  in  Kansas,  but  also  passengers  from  other 
states  east  en  route  to  points  in  Kansas  and  beyond. 

The  cost  of  operating  this  train  from  the  Kansas  state  line  to  its  des- 
tination within  the  state,  or  until  it  crosses  the  state  line  west,  is  a  com- 
mon expense  incident  to  the  handling  of  intra-  as  well  as  interstate  busi- 
ness, and  how  to  apportion  that  cost  is  an  important  factor  in  deter- 
mining the  cost  of  intra-  and  interstate  traffic. 

There  are  two  general  classes  of  expenses  incident  to  the  passenger 
business,  called  line  and  terminal.  One  is  the  expense  of  assembling  the 
train  and  nuining  it  over  the  road,  which  is  called  the  line  charge;  and 
the  other  is  the  use  of  the  terminals  by  the  passengers,  which  is  called 
a  terminal  charge. 

The  carriers,  in  the  Oklahoma  formula,  have  assigned  as  a  line  ex- 
pense the  assembling  of  the  train  at  the  stai*ting  point  and  the  switching 
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at  the  destination,  but  charge  as  a  terminal  cost  the  expense  of  stopping 
and  starting  the  train  at  the  intermediate  stations  and  the  time  occupied 
by  the  crew  of  the  train  during  such  stop.  Estimates  are  made  as  to 
what  these  expenses  are,  even  a  theoretical  charge  for  deterioration  of 
the  equipment  while  the  train  is  slowing  down,  standing  at  the  station, 
and  starting  again,  and  all  charged  as  terminal  expenses.  The  only 
cost,  therefore,  that  is  termed  a  line  cost  by  this  formula  is  that  inci- 
dent to  the  original  assembling  of  the  cars  before  the  train  starts  on 
its  journey  and  the  movement  of  the  train  between  stations.  We  cannot 
accept  such  a  theory.  It  clearly  appears  that  the  proper  line  expense  is 
that  which  the  train  incurs  on,  the  line  movement  from  the  point  it  be- 
gins the  trip  until  it  reaches  its  destination.  To  do  otherwise  seems  to 
us  to  make  an  unjustifiable  load  on  the  terminal  charges.  We  cannot 
follow  the  reasoning  that  the  assembling  of  a  train  at  the  initial  ter- 
minal where  it  receives  its  load  of  passengers  is  a  line  charge,  and  that 
all  the  intermediate  stops  where  passengers  are  taken  on  and  discharged 
are  terminal  charges,  and  then  hold  that  the  ultimate  stop  where  the 
train  load  is  completely  discharged  and  the  train  dismembered  is  a  line 
charge.  There  is  no  possible  way  by  which  it  can  be  determined  what 
is  the  damage  to  the  machinery  of  a  train  by  stopping  and  starting  at 
a  station.  Such  a  charge  is  purely  theoretical,  and  is  not  based  on  any 
specific  fact. 

The  Commission  rejects  this  theory  as  being  impractical.  The  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  has  never  sanctioned  such  a  theory.  It  is 
not  founded  on  reason.  Trains  are  required  to  stop  at  stations  for  va- 
rious purposes — for  mail,  express,  to  receive  orders,  and  to  take  on  and 
discharge  passengers,  both  state  and  interstate,  etc.  The  stopping  of 
the  trains  at  particular  stations  is  a  part  of  the  schedule  of  every  train 
movement — certainly  as  much  as  the  starting  of  it  from  the  initial  sta- 
tion, or  its  stopping  and  dismemberment  at  its  ultimate  destination.  So 
far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  the  theory  of  charging  the  time  and 
incidental  expenses  of  a  train's  stops  at  stations  en  route  as  a  terminal 
expense  was  never  conceived  until  some  ingenious  railway  accountants 
thought  out  the  so-called  Oklahoma  formula. 

We  believe  that  a  far  better  method  is  to  consider  as  a  line  charge 
the  expense  of  operating  that  train  from  the  time  it  enters  the  state 
until  it  reaches  its  destination  within  the  state,  or  until  it  crosses  the 
state  line  on  its  departure  from  the  state.  The  terminal  charges  that 
attach  to  the  passenger  should  be  those  that  he  uses — ^the  station  facili- 
ties, cost  of  selling  tickets,  handling  of  his  baggage,  etc.  These  should 
be  subdivided  between  state  and  interstate  passengers  in  proportion  to 
the  number  that  use  the  facilities.  If  it  cost  $1,000  a  year  to  maintain 
a  pessenger  station,  that  expense  should  be  assigned  to  intra-  and  inter- 
state expenses  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  such  passengers  that  use 
the  station.  The  line  expense,  or  that  incident  to  running  of  the  train, 
should  be  divided  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  miles  traveled  by  state 
and  interstate  passengers.  The  number  of  miles  traveled  represents 
the  use  the  passenger  makes  of  that  train.  The  number  of  tickets  sold 
at  the  station,  the  number  of  passengers  who  congregate  in  the  waiting 
room,  the  time  consumed  and  space  used  in  caring  for  the  baggage  rep- 
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resents  the  use  of  that  station  facility.  The  same  method  should  be  ap- 
plied to  the  use  of  the  train.  The  stops  at  the  various  stations  as  fixed 
per  schedule  are  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
railway.  Passengers,  both  intrastate  and  interstate,  are  received  and 
discharged;  mail  and  express  are  loaded  and  unloaded;  orders  are  nec- 
essary for  the  operation  of  the  road;  the  meeting  of  trains,  and  orders 
of  a  general  character  which  the  conductors  and  engineers  must  receive 
— all  of  these  duties  that  require  the  stopping  of  the  trains  are  inciden- 
tal to  the  operation  of  any  train  that  is  en  route,  and  is  a  part  of  its 
line  moveitient,  and  it  seems  to  us  a  far-fetched  stretch  of  the  imagina- 
tion to  estimate  the  time  of  that  train  in  stopping  and  starting  at  a 
station  as  a  terminal  expense. 

In  the  segregation  of  other  expenses  between  interstate  and  intra- 
state passenger  service,  we  have  accepted  practically  the  figures  of  the 
carriers.  The  principal  deviation  from  such  figures,  other  than  that 
heretofore  outlined,  occurs  in  the  division  of  outside  agencies  and  ad- 
vertising, which,  however,  does  not  materially  affect  the  general  result. 
All  station  expenses  are  segregated  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers that  use  the  stations  and  their  facilities  in  purchasing  tickets, 
waiting  for  trains,  caring  for  baggage,  etc. 

We  shall  now  take  up  and  deal  with  the  cost  of  the  intrastate  and  in- 
terstate passenger  service  of  the  individual  railways.  In  the  division 
between  freight  and  passenger  expenses  we  first  use  the  gross-ton-mile 
basis,  for  the  divisions  of  certain  maintenance  of  way  accounts,  namely, 
roadway  maintenance,  bridges,  trestles  and  culverts,  ties,  rails,  other 
track  material,  ballast,  track  laying  and  surfacing,  which  we  believe  the 
best  basis;  but  we  also  give  the  results  that  the  use  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Conunission's  formula  would  produce.  Otherwise,  there  is  no 
material  difference  in  the  figures  which  we  use  and  those  used  by  the 
carriers.  By  this  we  do  not  mean  to  indorse  the  methods  employed  by 
the  carriers  in  all  the  other  details,  but  the  figures  thus  presented  to  us 
are  the  only  figures  we  have  or  that  we  could  obtain  except  at  an  enor- 
mous expense  far  beyond  the  resources  of  the  Commission. 

CHICAGO,  ROCK   ISLAND  &  PACIFIC  RAILWAY   COMPANY. 

In  all  the  exhibits  and  computations  presented  by  this  carrier,  the 
lines  east  of  North'  Topeka,  Atchison  and  Leavenworth  were  excluded  for 
the  reason  that  the  business  handled  east  of  these  points  is  practically 
all  interstate;  therefore,  without  its  being  specifically  stated,  it  will  be 
understood  that  such  figures  are  eliminated  in  arriving  at  the  results 
stated  in  the  following  pages. 

The  total  expenses  of  operating  the  Rock  Island  lines  within  the  state 
of  Kansas  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  were  $7,629,904.59. 
That,  subdivided  between  freight  and  passenger,  using  the  gross-ton - 
mile  formula  heretofore  described,  assigns  to  freight  service  $4,804,- 
102.33;    to  passenger  service,  $2,825,802.26. 

The  $2,825,802.26  of  the  passenger  expense,  as  heretofore  noted,  rep- 
resents that  incurred  in  the  mail  and  express  as  well  as  intrastate  and 
interstate  business.  Deducting  mail  and  express,  $523,653.33,  the  bal- 
ance, $2,302,148.93,  must  be  subdivided  between  intrastate  and  inter- 
state passenger  service.     In  this  subdivision,  we  use  practically  all  the 
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divisions  of  the  carrier  except  that  as  to  line  and  terminal  charges.  We 
have  not  charged  as  terminal  the  time  of  the  stopping  of  trains  at  the 
way  stations,  but  considered  such  expense  as  part  of  the  line  movement 
Such  division  gives  the  expense  chargeable  to  intrastate  passenger  ser?- 
ice  as  $634,620.72,  and  that  chargeable  to  interstate  passenger  service 
as  $1,667,528.21.  The  $634,620.72  represents  the  total  cost  of  handling 
the  intrastate  passenger  business. 

The  total  operating  revenue  for  the  intrastate  passenger  service  of 
the  Rock  Island  railroad  within  the  state  of  Kansas  for  the  year  1915 
was  $1,063,106.22;  the  total  operating  expenses  as  stated  being:  $634,- 
620.72;  leaves  a  net  revenue  of  $428,485.50.  From  this  we  have  deducted 
taxes,  state,  municipal  and  federal,  and  other  deductions  for  deprecia- 
tion on  equipment  dismantled,  etc.,  leaving  a  total  net  intrastate  pas- 
senger revenue  of  $377,592.08. 

The  question  for  the  Commission  to  determine  is.  Does  this  provide 
a  sufficient  income  on  the  value  of  the  property  used  in  this  particular 
service? 

Under  the  law,  a  railroad  company  is  entitled  to  earn  a  fair  return 
upon  the  value  of  the  property  used  by  the  public,  and  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  holds  that  every  class  of  service  should  be 
remunerative. 

The  primary  and  fundamental  question,  therefore,  for  the  Commis- 
sion to  determine  in  this  case,  is  whether  the  present  rates  for  intrastate 
passenger  business  are  sufficiently  remunerative  to  provide  a  fair  re- 
turn upon  the  value  of  the  property  used  in  such  service.  What  is  the 
value  of  the  Rock  Island  property  that  is  being  so  used  by  the  people 
of  Kansas? 

The  Rock  Island  company  submitted  to  the  Commission  a  valuation  of 
its  property.  It  claimed  a  total  valuation  of  $62,917,968.37,  or  $59,618.10 
per  mile.  The  Commission  does  not  accept  this  valuation.  It  believes 
it  to  be  excessive.  The  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  Min- 
nesota Rate  Case,  held  that  a  railroad  company  could  not  claim  as  the 
value  of  the  real  estate  an  amount  greater  than  the  fair  value  of  adja- 
cent property,  while  the  Rock  Island,  in  its  valuation,  has  multiplied 
such  adjacent  values  by  two  and  three  upon  the  theory  that  it  would 
cost  the  railroad  company  that  amount  to  now  obtain  the  land.  This 
method  was  used  by  the  railroad  in  this  case.  The  values  of  its 
real  estate  submitted  by  it  are,  therefore,  two  and  three  times  the 
amount  of  the  value  of  adjacent  property.  This  system  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  has  condemned.  We  have  therefore  elimi- 
nated that  part  of  its  valuation  represented  by  these  multiples,  and  have 
also  revised  certain  other  items  contained  in  said  vaulation.  The  Com- 
mission does  not  believe  that  the  value  of  adjacent  land  is  a  proper  land 
value  to  consider  in  a  rate  case,  but  that  the  cost  of  the  land  to  the 
company  is  the  proper  valuation.  However,  we  were  unable  to  obtain 
the  cost  value,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  case  have  used  the  value  of 
adjacent  land.  While  the  Commission  does  not  accept  the  valuation 
placed  upon  the  property  by  the  carrier  as  to  the  items  not  specifically 
mentioned,  it  believes  that  the  items  mentioned  below  are  particularly 
excessive  and  they  have  been  revised  as  follows : 
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The  carrier  states  that  the  cost  of  engineering  is  based  upon  a  per- 
centage of  other  road  accounts,  being  four  percent  on  all  such  expendi- 
tures. 

The  carrier  has  not  only  used  the  percentage  basis,  but  has  spread 
that  percentage  over  the  cost  of  land  increased  in  value  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  multiples  of  two  and  three,  which  was  condemned  by  the 
United  States  supreme  court,  and  also  over  a  claimed  appreciation  of 
roadbed.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  cost  of  engineering  can*  be  properly 
obtained  on  a  percentage  basis.  It  should  definitely  assign  a  cost  per 
mile  to  each  section,  taking  into  consideration  the  nature  of  the  country 
through  which  the  construction  was  made. 

At  the  hearing  on  vaulation  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion at  Washington,  D.  C,  March  13-31,  1917,  the  supervisor  of  accounts 
for  the  Commission  introduced  an  exhibit  showing  that  the  actual  cost 
of  engineering  for  roads,  considered  in  the  v/estern  district,  in  which 
the  Rock  Island  is  located,  averaged  $742  per  mile,  and  in  revising  the 
carrier's  valuation,  that  figure  has  been  used. 

In  the  adjustment  made  by  the  Commission  of  the  land  values,  all 
multiples  have  been  eliminated  and  the  value  of  tlie  land  is  based  on  the 
average  market  value  of  the  adjacent  land  as  reported  by  the  carrier. 

The  carrier  reports  the  total  cost  of  land  for  transportation  purposes 
as  of  June  30,  1911,  as  $7,428,132.21.  The  revised  amount,  as  above  out- 
lined, for  the  same  account  is  $2,765,246.78. 

The  carrier  included  a  separate  amount  under  the  head  of  "Adapta- 
tion, Solidification  and  Seasoning  of  the  Roadbed,''  as  an  additional  ac- 
count. This  is  but  another  way  to  add  appreciation  to  roadbed,  and  that 
item  was  not  allowed  by  the  federal  court  in  either  the  Michigan  Two- 
cent  Rate  Case  or  in  the  South  Dakota  Passenger  Rate  Case.  This 
account,  amounting  to  $1,023,189.74,  we  have  entirely  eliminated. 

The  carrier  returns  the  simi  of  $762,027.93  for  the  value  of  streets 
and  alleys  used  by  the  railroads.  It  has  no  title  to  this  property,  and, 
in  our  opinion,  has  no  right  to  capitalize  such  privileges.  That  amount 
has  been  eliminated. 

The  carrier  has  based  its  estimate  for  interest  during  construction  on 
the  assumption  that  the  construction  would  extend  over  a  period  of  two 
years  with  money  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  percent.  The  Com- 
mission has  based  its  estimates  for  the  same  account  on  the  assumption 
that  the  average  construction  period  for  the  various  sections  would  cover 
a  period  of  one  year  with  the  rate  of  interest  at  6  percent.  The  federal 
court  in  the  Michigan  Two-cent  Rate  Case,  in  which  the  value  of  the 
Ann  Arbor  Railway  was  involved,  allowed  this  rate  of  interest  and  for 
the  same  period. 

In  addition  to  the  interest  charges,  the  carrier  includes  in  its  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  production  new,  commissions  at  12^  percent  of  all 
road  expenditures  and  an  additional  discount  of  10  percent  of  the  same 
amounts  upon  the  theory  that  such  discount  would  be  necessary  to  obtain 
the  money.    This  was  rejected. 

The  elimination  of  these  unjustifiable  items  reduces  the  valuation 
from  $62,917,968.87  to  $48,003,785.19,  or  from  $59,618.10  per  mile  to 
$45,486.10  per  mile. 
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This  still  is  an  inflation  of  the  value  of  the  railroad  because  no  allow*; 
ance  has  been  made  for  depreciation.  Courts,  the  Interstate  CommereK 
Commission,  and  other  bodies  that  have  passed  upon  the  value  of  corpo* 
rate  property,  invariably  hold  that  there  is  a  depreciated  value. 

Mr.  Sattley,  a  witness  for  the  Rock  Island,  conceded  that  there  was  > 
depreciation.  Otherwise  there  was  no  evidence  submitted  at  the  hearing 
as  to  the  amount  of  depreciation  that  should  be  deducted  from  the  r^n>> 
duction  new  value  of  the  Rock  Island  property.  From  the  general 
knowledge  which  the  Commission  has  upon  the  subject  of  depreciation,  it 
would  rightfully  range  from  15  to  35  percent  of  the  cost  of  reproduc- 
tion new,  depending  upon  the  maintenance  condition  of  the  property. 

Assuming  the  minimum  depreciation  of  15  percent,  and  applying  that 
percentage  to  all  road  accounts  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  approximate 
cost  of  reproduction  less  depreciation,  without  making  any  deductions 
from  the  general  expenditures  on  account  of  depreciation,  and  assuming 
a  fair  depreciation  for  equipment,  we  arrive  at  a  depreciated  value  of 
the  property  of  $41,232,079.67,  or  $39,070  per  mile. 

However,  by  accepting  the  railroad's  own  valuation,  not  deducting 
anything  for  depreciation,  only  eliminating  the  elements  as  heretofore 
specified,  the  value  of  the  property  as  presented  by  the  railroad  is  $48,- 
003,785.19,  or  $45,486.10  per  mile.  Segregating  this  valuation  by  the 
same  formula  used  in  dividing  the  expense  between  freight  and  passen- 
ger service,  we  have  assigned  to  passenger  a  valuation  of  $15,071,641.66, 
and  to  freight  a  valuation  of  $32,932,123.55. 

We  eliminated  that  part  of  the  value  used  by  the  mail  and  express, 
using  the  formula  of  the  railroad  for  such  elimination.  Subdividing  that 
part  assigrnable  to  passengrer  between  intrastate  and  interstate  services, 
using  the  method  heretofore  described,  we  have  assigned  to  intrastate 
passenger  service  a  valuation  of  $3,269,071.36. 

The  net  earnings  on  intrastate  passenger  business,  after  deducting 
taxes,  are  $377,592.08,  or  11.55  percent  on  the  value  of  the  property 
used.  Using  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  formula  for  divid- 
ing the  expenses  of  maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  we  would  have 
a  vaulation  of  $3,861,468.50  assigned  as  the  value  of  the  property  used 
in  intrastate  passenger  service,  or  a  net  return  of  9.05  percent. 

In  this  carrier's  figures  there  was  included  in  the  operating  expenses 
a  net  charge  of  $116,465.62,  which  has  been  added  to  the  passenger  pro- 
portion and  deducted  from  the  freight,  covering  an  estimated  expense 
due  to  passenger  trains  waiting  for  freight  trains,  less  the  expense  of 
freight  trains  waiting  for  passenger.  The  figures  for  the  various  ac- 
counts.  affected  were  changed  by  the  carrier,  and  in  order  to  eliminate 
such  items  it  would  be  necessary  to  revise  the  figures,  which  the  Com- 
mission has  not  done,  although  it  does  not  accept  this  item  as  a  proper 
charge  against  the  passenger  business;  but  the  figures  presented  by  the 
carriers  have  been  used  by  the  Commission  in  arriving  at  the  results 
herein  given.  To  have  made  the  necessary  corrections  would  have  in- 
creased the  return  upon  the  value  of  the  property  used  in  intrastate  pas- 
senger service  by  approximately  .5  of  1  percent. 

All  of  these  figures  are  based  upon  the  business  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1915,  the  Commission  not  having  the  details  for  1916. 
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taking  the  figures  for  1916  as  a  basis,  and  adding  thereto  the  increase 
\he  intrastate  passenger  business  as  taken  from  the  company's  reports 
1916  over  that  of  1915,  aggregating  $68,574.30,  we  have  total  operat- 
'  passenger  revenues  applicable  to  the  intrastate  business  of  $1,131,- 
L56.  There  was  a  decrease  of  58,601  in  the  passenger-train  mileage 
irated  in  1916  as  compared  with  1915.  In  1915,  according  to  our  di- 
ion  of  expenses,  the  expense  per  passenger-train  mile  was  approxi- 
tely  90  cents,  but  the  car  miles  did  not  decrease  in  the  same  propor- 
n,  and  there  are  some  expenses  not  affected.  The  saving  by  reason 
the  decreased  mileage  must  therefore  be  estimated.  Assuming  that 
e-half  of  the  expense  was  saved,  the  intrastate  proportion  of  which  is 
proximately  23  percent,  there  would  be  a  saving  of  $6,000,  and  that 
m  has  been  deducted  to  cover  this  item.  After  making  these  changes 
e  figures  show  that  under  the  g^ross-ton-mile  basis  the  carrier  earned 
.77  percent  during  the  year  1916  on  the  value  of  the  property  used  for 
trastate  service;  and  figuring  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
ission's  formula,  it  had  an  earning  of  10.92  percent  on  the  value  of 
e  property. 

These  earnings,  it  should  be  remembered,  are  upon  a  -valuation  which 
yes  not  take  into  account  any  depreciation.  If  the  property  were  de- 
reciated  a  reasonable  amount,  say  15  percent,  the  valuation  would  be  re- 
uced  from  $3,269,071.40  to  $2^39,224.02.  And  applying  the  formula  to 
ich  valuation,  it  would  show  a  net  earning  on  intrastate  passenger  busi- 
ess  for  the  year  1915  of  13.30  percent,  and  for  the  year  1916  of  15.86 
ercent  And  under  the  basis  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's 
ormula,  the  earnings  on  a  properly  depreciated  value  for  1915  would 
e  10.43  percent,  and  for  1916  12.58  percent. 

The  results  detailed  above  are  clearly  set  out  in  Tables  I  and  II,  which 
ippear  in  the  appendix. 

In  order  to  determine  the  cost  per  passenger  per  mile,  it  is  necessary  to 
livide  the  total  cost  of  handling  the  intrastate  passengers  by  the  number 
f  intrastate  passengers  carried  one  mile;  also  to  divide  the  amount 
hargeable  as  cost  of  handling  interstate  passengers  by  the  niunber  of 
nterstate  passengers  carried  one  mile.  Dividing  $634,620.72,  the  expense 
>f  handling  intrastate  passengers,  by  52,952,067,  the  number  of  intrastate 
)as8enger8  carried  one  mile,  we  have  a  total  of  $0,012,  or  of  1.20  cents 
)er  mile  as  the  cost  of  handling  intrastate  passengers.  Dividing  the 
unount  chargeable  to  interstate  passenger  service,  namely  $1,667,528.21, 
)y  103,743,090,  the  number  of  interstate  passengers  carried  one  mile,  we 
iave  a  total  per  mile  of  $0.0161,  or  1.61  cents  per  passenger  mile  for  in- 
terstate business. 

If  the  formula  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  the 
ttvision  of  the  expenses  of  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  be- 
tween freight  and  passenger  service  had  been  used,  the  results  would 
fcave  shown  a  cost  for  handling  intrastate  passengers  of  1.239  cents  per 
lile,  and  for  interstate  passengers  of  1.673  cents  per  mile. 
This  clearly  demonstrates  that  the  cost  of  handling  what  we  may  term 
H^e  local  passengers  is  less  than  the  cost  of  handling  the  interstate  pas- 
mgera.    This  is  apparent  to  the  observer,  because  the  intrastate  or  local 
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business,  as  a  rule,  is  handled  in  coaches  of  light  construction,  while  moc^ 
of  the  interstate  business  is  handled  in  the  Pullman  cars.  The  test  figoicf 
made  by  the  Rock  Island  shows  that  95.56  percent  of  passengers  liandkj 
in  Pullman  cars  are  interstate.  Many  more  passengers  are  crowded  ints 
the  coaches  than  use  the  Pullman  cars,  and  the  cost  of  transporting  the 
Pullman  car  is  much  greater  than  the  transportation  of  the  lighter  coach. 
According  to  the  figures  presented  by  the  carrier  showing  the  car-foot 
miles,  which  is  the  length  of  the  car  multiplied  by  the  miles  run  and  com- 
bining observation,  buffet  and  dining  cars  with  Pullman  cars,  sqcI) 
cars  being  provided  for  Pullman  passengers,  it  is  shown  that  of  the 
length  of  the  cars  there  is  10.45  feet  provided  for  each  Pullman 
passenger  and  2.56  feet  for  each  day- coach  passenger.  Both  state 
and  interstate  passengers  are  handled  in  day  coaches  and  Pullmans. 
The  record  shows  that  there  is  provided  for  each  intrastate  passenger 
2.88  feet  and  for  each  interstate  passenger  5.05  feet  of  the  length  of  all 
passenger  cars.  Again,  a  much  larger  percentage  of  the  interstate  pas- 
sengers use  the  expensive  dining-car  service.  In  fact,  the  expensive 
equipment  provided  by  the  carriers  is  chiefly  for  interstate  business.  The 
branch  line  service,  which  is  largely  local,  is  of  the  cheapest  order,  liglrt 
engines  and  cheap  equipment  are  used,  the  heavy  and  expensive  equip- 
ment being  provided  for  the  main  lines  and  the  interstate  traffic. 

Present  Financial  Condition. 

An  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  Rock  Island  railway  for  the  yean 
ended  June  30,  1914,  1915  and  1916,  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1916,  presents  a  remarkable  showing. 

The  year  ended  December  31,  1916,  compared  with  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1915,  shows  that  the  operating  revenues  increased  $9,441,694.19, 
or  13.87  percent.  The  operating  expenses  increased  $1,489,513.24,  or  2.90 
percent.  The  total  operating  income  increased  $7,535,442.27,  or  56  per- 
cent;. The  net  income  account  shows  a  deficit  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1915,  of  $765,244.64;  for  the  year  December  31,  1916,  a  surplus  of  $8,057,- 
382.77.  No  dividends  were  paid,  but  there  was  sufficient  net  income  to  have 
paid  6  percent  on  the  $75,000,000  of  stock  outstanding  and  still  have  had 
left  a  surplus  of  $3,557,382.77.  While  the  operating  expenses  increased 
$1,489,513.24,  the  increase  in  maintenance  was  greater  than  the  increase  in 
total  operating  expenses.  Expenditures  for  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  increased  $513,686.48.  Equipment  expenses  increased  $1,325,- 
282.81;  transportation  expenses,  that  is,  the  direct  expenses  of  handling 
the  traffic,  decreased  $265,580.16,  notwithstanding  the  large  increase  in 
gross  revenues.  The  expenditures  for  maintenance  were  excessive,  and 
represent  either  deferred  maintenance  or  what  should  be  termed  as  per- 
manent improvements. 

The  profit  and  loss  account  of  this  company  to  December  31,  1916, 
shows  a  debit  of  $7,365,645.88.  During  the  year  ended  June  30, 1915,  this 
road  charged  to  its  profit  and  loss  account  an  item  of  $20,885,987.80, 
Of  this  amount  $18,535,181.46  was  a  charge  for  the  reduction  in  book 
value  of  securities  owned;  that  is,  securities  which  we  assume  had  be- 
come worthless  or  of  small  value.    Therefore,  if  it  had  not  been  for  this 
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one  item  of  bad  investments,  the  deficit  of  $7,365,645.88,  which  is  shown 
by  the  company's  report,  would  have  been  changed  into  a  surplus  of  $11,- 
169,535.58. 

ATCHISON,  TOPEKA  ft  SANTA  FE  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

In  considering  the  application  of  the  Santa  Fe  Railway  the  same  gen- 
eral plan  has  been  followed  as  in  the  Rock  Island  case.  The  Santa  Fe 
did  not  furnish  the  Commission  with  figures  showing  the  g^ross  ton  miles, 
and  we  therefore  have  had  to  figure  from  the  data  available  that  result. 
This  necessitated  to  some  extent  an  estimate.  However,  the  figures  used 
are  very  close  approximation. 

The  method  used  for  this  computation  was  as  follows:  The  average 
weight  of  engines  was  obtained  from  the  1916  report,  which  shows  the 
engine  ton  miles.  Such  average  weight  was  applied  to  the  miles  run  in  the 
different  classes  of  service  during  the  fiscal  year  1915.  The  average 
weight  of  passenger  equipment  was  obtained  from  a  circular  published  by 
the  company,  and  such  averag^e  weights  were  applied  to  the  miles  run  by 
the  different  classes  of  passenger  equipment.  An  average  weight  of  17.5 
tons,  which  had  been  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  was 
taken  for  freight  cars  and  applied  to  the  freight-car  mileage,  to  which 
was  added  the  tons  of  freight  one  mile.  Caboose  cars  were  figured  at  11 
tons. 

From  the  test  of  the  Rock  Island  it  was  found  that  by  the  gross-ton- 
mile  basis  the  percentage  of  tonnage  assigned  to  passenger  service  on 
the  main  lines  was  30.45  percent  and  on  the  branch  lines  13.29  percent. 
The  total  percent,  including  both  main  and  branch  line,  was  29.4.  In  the 
Oklahoma  case,  where  the  percentage  of  the  total  tonnage  for  the  Santa 
Fe  line  was  compiled,  as  a  result  of  a  test,  there  was  assigned  to  pas- 
senger service  26.48  percent.  In  this  calculation  we  have  assigned 
30.75  percent  to  the  passenger  service.  This  is  probably  higher  than 
the  passenger  business  is  entitled  to  carry,  but  not  desiring  to  under- 
estimate the  cost  of  the  passenger  service  as  compared  with  the  freight 
service,  we  have  resolved  doubtful  factors  in  favor  of  the  company's 
contention. 

In  the  case  of  the  Santa  Fe,  the  total  operating  expenses  within  the 
state  of  Kansas  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  were  $18,101,525.24. 
Dividing  this  between  freight  and  passenger  service  upon  the  gross-ton- 
mile  basis,  there  is  assigned  to  freight  $11,721,921.99,  and  to  passen- 
ger service  $6,379,603.25. 

Deducting  for  mail  and  express  upon  the  basis  used  by  the  carrier, 
leaves  $4,794,723.25  to  be  subdivided  between  intra-  and  interstate  pas- 
senger service. 

Subdividing  this  amount  on  the  same  basis  used  in  the  Rock  Island 
case,  we  have  $1,550,427.57  for  expenses  assigned  to  intrastate,  and 
$3,244,295.68  assigned  to  interstate  passenger  business. 

The  Santa  Fe  did  not  provide  the  Commission  with  a  valuation  of 
its  property,  but  submitted  the  assessed  valuation  and  asked  that  such 
be  accepted  for  this  case.  The  assessed  valuation  has  never  been  re- 
garded as  a  proper  basis  for  rate  making,  because  it  takes  into  con- 
sideration many  other  factors  than   the   physical   value  of  the   prop- 
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erty  itself.  The  franchise  value,  its  earnings,  and  other  elements, 
the  assessor  takes  into  consideration  In  fixing  a  proper  value  for  tax- 
ation, which  cannot  be  taken  into  consideration  in  a  rate  case. 

It  was  alleged  by  this  carrier  that  since  the  railroad  paid  taxes  on 
that  valuation  it  was  a  fair  valuation  for  the  Commission  to  consider 
in  fixing  its  rates.  But  the  taxes  a  carrier  pays  are  a  part  of  its 
operating  expenses,  and  the  public  bears  them.  In  all  of  the  estimates 
of  the  return  on  the  property,  the  returns  indicated  are  net  returns,  ex- 
clusive of  taxes.  But  since  the  assessed  valuation  is  the  only  valua- 
tion we  have  or  that  could  be  obtained,  the  carrier  asked  that  it  be 
made  the  basis  for  consideration  in  this  case,  we  have  made  our  cal- 
culations upon  such  valuation.  We  think  it  is  excessive  and  far  beyond 
the  property  value  that  can  rightfully  be  used  for  rate-making  pur- 
poses. 

This  valuation  of  the  Santa  Fe  is  $49,908.76  per  mile,  or  a  total 
valuation  for  the  state  of  Kansas  of  $139,861,828.  Subdividing  this 
sum  between  intrastate  and  interstate  passenger  service  upon  the 
basis  used  in  dividing  the  operating  expenses,  eliminating  the  value 
assigned  to  mail  and  express  upon  the  carrier's  basis,  we  have  $25.- 
068,694.01,  value  of  the  property  used  by  the  interstate  passaiger 
service,  and  $11,986,158.83,  value  of  the  property  used  by  the  intra- 
state passenger  service. 

The  total  revenues  of  intrastate  passenger  service,  excluding  mail 
and  express,  were  $2,622,925.96.  The  total  expenses  assignable  ,to 
intrastate  passenger  service  were  $1,550,427.57,  leaving  a  net  income, 
excluding  taxes,  of  $1,072,498.39,  after  deducting  taxes,  uncollectible 
revenue,  hire  of  equipment  and  joint  facility  rents,  etc.,  as  shown  by  tiie 
carrier's  exhibits,  the  net  income  is  $965,534.83,  or  8.06  percent  per 
annum  on  the  property  used  in  the  intrastate  passenger  service. 

Under  the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the 
results  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  would  be  as  follows: 

Net  income  applicable  to  return  upon  the  value  of  the  property, 
$901,276.30.  The  value  of  the  property  assigned  under  this  basis— 
that  is,  by  dividing  the  value  of  the  property  in  the  same  proportion 
that  operating  expenses  divide,  is  $12,461,689.05.  The  net  income  is 
therefore  equal  to  a  return  of  7.23  percent  on  the  property  used  in 
intrastate  service. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  the  intrastate  passenger 
and  excess  baggage  revenue  increased  $283,024.79.  Adding  this  to  the 
revenue  assignable  to  intrastate  passenger  traffic  for  1915  gives  rev- 
enues for  1916  of  $2,905,950.75.  There  were  166,971  more  passenger 
train  miles  operated  in  1916  than  in  1915.  The  operating  expenses 
assigned  to  passenger  business  show  an  approximate  cost  of  $1  per 
train  mile,  and  that  the  intrastate  proportion  is  approximately  25  per 
cent;  therefore,  there  has  been  added  to  the  operating  expenses  for 
this  item  $41,742.75,  making  the  total  operating  expenses  assigned 
to  intrastate  passenger  business  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  $1,592,- 
170.32.  The  report  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  shows  an  in- 
crease in  taxes  of  12.20  percent,  and  the  taxes  applicable  to  the  in- 
trastate business  have  been  increased  accordingly.    No  data  being  avail- 
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able  for  the  other  small  items  of  additions  to  and  deductions  from 
income,  the  amounts  have  been  assumed  to  be  the  same  as  for  1915, 
which  leave  a  net  income  of  $1,192,047.05. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  for  1916  was  $140,206,607. 
Apportioning  this  amount  on  the  basis  that  the  operating  expenses  di- 
vide, assigns  to  intrastate  passenger  business  $12,015,706.48.  The  net 
income  is  therefore  equal  to  a  return  upon  this  value  of  9.92  percent. 

Under  the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the 
results  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  would  be  as  follows: 

Net  income  applicable  to  a  return  upon  the  property $1,127,222.24 

Value  of  the  property  assigned  to  intrastate  business 12,492,408.95 

The  net  income  is  therefore  equal  to  a  return  of  9.02  percent  upon 
such  value. 

From  our  general  knowledge  of  the  valuation  of  railroad  property 
by  a  study  of  the  valuations  made  by  this  Commission  and  the  work 
that  is  being  done  by  the  valuation  division  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  we  are  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  valuation  of  the 
Santa  Fe  used  in  this  case  is  excessive,  and  if  a  correct  valuation 
could  have  been  obtained,  the  results  would  have  shown  a  much  higher 
earning  on  a  fair  value  of  the  property. 

The  results  are  more  clearly  shown  in  tables  III  and  IV  in  the  ap- 
pendix. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  there  were  247,995,842  inter- 
state passenger  miles.  The  operating  expenses  assigned  to  the  inter- 
state passenger  business  were  $3,244,295.68.  The  expense  per  mile  for 
interstate  passengers  was  therefore  1.308  cents.  There  were  131,053,718 
intrastate  passenger  miles,  and  the  operating  expenses  assigned  to  in- 
trastate business  were  $1,550,427.57.  The  expense  per  mile  for  carry- 
ing intrastate  passengers  was  therefore  1.183  cents. 

The  reason  for  the  greater  cost  of  hauling  interstate  passengers  is  due 
to  the  greater  cost  of  handling  passengers  in  Pullman  cars.  Of  the 
passengers  handled  in  Pullman  cars  by  this  carrier  in  this  state,  96.89 
percent  were  interstate.  According  to  the  figures  presented  by  the  carrier 
showing  the  car-foot  miles,  it  appears  that  of  the  length  of  the  cars  there 
is  7.03  feet  provided  for  each  Pullman  passenger  and  3.12  feet  for  each 
day-coach  passenger.  The  record  shows  that  there  is  provided  for  each 
intrastate  passenger  3.22  feet  and  for  each  interstate  passenger  4.83  feet 
of  the  length  of  all  passenger  cars. 

Present  Financial  Condition. 
We  have  examined  the  reports  of  the  Santa  Fe  railway  for  each  of  the 
fiscal  years  June  30, 1914, 1915  and  1916.  A  comparison  of  the  operations 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1916,  with  those  for  the  year  ended  June 
30,  1915,  shows  that  the  gross  revenues  increased  $24,496,133.89,  or  25.23 
percent.  The  operating  expenses  increased  $11,512,505.44,  or  18.74 
'  percent  The  total  operating  income  increased  $11,848,267.07,  or  38.27 
percent.    The  net  income  increased  $13,798,163.55,  or  56.69  percent. 

In  1914,  after  paying  the  dividends  of  $17,400,440,  there  remained 
$2,719,317.76,  which  was  appropriated  for  investment  in  physical  prop- 
erty.   During  the  year  ended  December  31,  1916,  after  paying  dividends 
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amounting  to  $19,022,435,  which  was  5  percent  upon  the  preferred  stock 
and  6  percent  upon  the  common,  there  was  left  $19,032,066.31,  eleven  mil- 
lions of  which  was  appropriated  for  investment  in  property,  and  there 
rCToained  a  surplus  of  $8,032,066.31.  This  was  sufficient  to  have  paid  as 
much  more  in  dividends  if  they  had  so  desired;  that  is,  tiie  income  would 
have  been  sufficient  to  have  paid  10  percent  on  preferred  stock  and  12 
percent  on  common  stock,  if  all  of  it  had  been  used  for  that  purpose.  On 
July  1,  1913,  this  carrier  had  a  surplus  balance  of  $20,569300.81;  to  De- 
cember 31,  1916,  this  had  increased  to  $32,043,452.11,  or  an  increase  of 
$11,473,651.30.  During  the  same  period  more  than  $20,000,000  was  ap- 
propriated for  investment  in  the  property,  after  paying  all  interest,  divi- 
dends and  other  charges. 

UNION   PACIFIC  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

This  carrier  did  not  present  exhibits  showing  the  operating  expenses 
incurred  in  the  conduct  of  its  business  in  Kansas  for  a  whole  year  as 
was  done  in  the  case  of  the  other  carriers.  It  made  the  separation  of 
expenses  as  between  the  entire  line  and  Kansas  for  a  three  months'  test 
period,  namely,  June,  July  and  August,  1916,  and  then  applied  the  per- 
centages found  as  a  result  of  such  test  to  the  operating  expenses  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  the 
operating  expenses  that  were  assignable  to  the  state. 

The  use  of  this  method  may  lead  to  erroneous  conclusions,  for  the 
reason  if  it  should  occur  that  during  the  test  period  there  was  an  unusual 
amount  of  work  being  done  in  Kansas  a  higher  than  normal  percentage 
would  be  established  for  application  to  the  year's  figures.  It  appears  that 
such  was  the  fact  in  regard  to  some  accounts  in  this  case. 

Of  the  Union  Pacific  mileage,  33.66  percent  is  in  Kansas,  while  only 
18.22  of  the  train  miles  operated  for  the  fiscal  year  1915  were  in  Kansas. 
Yet  under  the  percentages  used  by  the  company,  48.12  percent  of  the 
expenses  of  roadway  maintenance  were  assigned  to  this  state;  50.81  per- 
cent of  the  ballast,  and  43.85  percent  of  the  injuries  to  persons  charge- 
able to  maintenance  of  way  and  structures.  We  regard  the  assignment 
of  these  expenses  to  Kansas  as  unfair  and  erroneous,  and  have  corrected 
the  error  by  using  the  road  mileage  as  the  basis  for  the  division  of  these 
expenses.  There  was  assigned  to  Kansas  expenses  due  to  injuries  of  per- 
sons, under  transportation  expenses  during  the  test  period,  48.48  percent, 
while  but  18.22  of  the  train  miles  operated  were  in  Kansas.  In  our 
opinion  the  train  miles  operated  is  a  more  equitable  b^sis  for  assig:ning 
these  expenses,  because  under  normal  conditions  the  injuries  to  persons 
in  Kansas  would  not  be  greater  than  for  the  line  as  a  whole  in  proportion 
to  the  trains  operated  upon  it.  There  are  many  other  accounts  which 
show  abnormal  percentages,  but  the  amounts  in  most  cases  are  small  and 
no  correction  has  been  made. 

With  the  exceptions  noted,  the  operating  expenses  of  the  entire  line 
for  the  year  1915  have  been  assigned  to  Kansas  upon  the  percentage  es- 
tablished by  the  carrier  for  the  test  period,  and  a  division  has  been  made 
of  such  expenses  as  between  freight  and  passenger  and- of  the  amounts 
thus  assigned,  the  passenger  proportion  has  been  divided  as  between  mail 
and  express,  intrastate  and  interstate  business,  the  method  heretofore 
outlined  as  applied  to  other  roads  being  followed. 
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Of  the  total  operating  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  1915  there  was 
issigned  to  Kansas  $6,215,371.96.  This  amount  divided  between  freight 
ind  passenger  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  assigns  to  passenger  business 
^,033,573.21.  From  this,  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  roads,  deduct  mail 
uid  express,  $374,780.11.  The  balance,  $1,658,793.10,  is  then  divided 
between  intrastate  and  interstate  by  the  same  methods  followed  in  the 
Kock  Island  and  Santa  Fe,  and  assigns  to  the  intrastate  business  $651,- 
J83.71. 

Under  the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  as  here- 
x)fore  described,  there  is  assigned  to  passenger  business  $2,201,304.12,  and 
>f  this  amount  $726,601.48  is  intrastate.  The  total  operating  revenues 
assigned  to  Kansas  for  the  year  1915  as  shown  by  the  annual  report, 
apportioning  those  which  are  not  divided  between  intrastate  and  inter- 
state, upon  the  same  percentages  as  used  by  the  carrier  in  the  1916  figures, 
amount  to  $954,421.50.  The  taxes  for  the  state  of  Kansas  for  1915 
amounted  to  $493,439.  Dividing  this  amount  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
operating  expenses  are  divided,  assigns  to  the  intrastate  business  under 
the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  $51,553.42,  and  under  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission's  basis,  $57,805.15.  Deducting  $702,937.13,  the  total  operat- 
ing expenses  and  taxes  imder  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  and  $784,406.63  un- 
der the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  basis,  from  the  operating 
revenues,  there  remains  a  net  operating  income  under  the  gross-ton-mile 
basis  of  $251,484.37,  and  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
basis  $170,014.87. 

A  valuation  was  made  of  the  carrier's  property  in  Kansas  as  of  June 
30,  1911.  The  engineer  for  the  Commission  revised  the  figures  and  added 
thereto  for  additions  and  betterments,  bringing  such  valuation  down  to 
June  30, 1915. 

The  land  values  contained  in  such  valuation  are  based  not  only  upon  the 
value  of  land  adjacent  and  contiguous,  but  also  include  an  amount  of  cover 
severance  and  other  damages.  Revising  such  valuation  by  eliminating 
severance  damag^es,  there  is  found  to  be  a  reproduction  value  of  $42,152,- 
500.89;  and  reproduction  new  less  depreciation  value  of  $34,796,640.89; 
which  has  been  used  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  Rock  Island  case.  The 
latter  amounts  to  $29,272.11  per  mile  for  the  road  in  Kansas,  consisting 
of  444.74  miles  of  main  line  and  742.13  miles  of  branch  lines. 

Apportioning  these  values  upon  the  basis  of  the  operating  expenses, 
there  is  assigned  to  the  intrastate  passenger  business  of  the  reproduc- 
tion less  depreciati6n  value,  $3,635,476.49.  Under  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  basis,  there  is  assigned  to  the  intrastate  business 
of  such  value  $4,076,339.84. 

The  net  operating  income,  exclusive  of  taxes  as  heretofore  given, 
is  therefore  equal  to  a  return  upon  this  value  under  the  gross-ton-mile 
basis  of  6.92  percent,  and  upon  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
basis  of  4.17  percent. 

In  connection  with  the  returns  herein  given,  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  operating  expenses  assigned  to  intrastate  business  for  1915  are 
probably  much  in  excess  of  what  they  should  be,  for  the  reason  that  the 
expenses  are  largely  assigned  upon  the  respective  number  of  passenger 
miles  made  in  intrastate  and  interstate  movement. 
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During  the  test  period  the  carrier  finds  that  the  intrastate  business 
is  50.60  percent  and  the  interstate  business  49.40  percent  of  the  whole. 
The  revenues  assigrned  to  the  state  for  1915  show  for  the  intrastate 
passenger  business  $892,859.43,  and  for  interstate  $1,060,553.81.  For 
the  year  1916  the  intrastate  passenger  revenues  had  increased  to  $1,061,- 
811.94,  and  the  interstate  to  $1,083,417.88.  That  is,  the  proportion  had 
changed,  and  the  figures  for  1916  indicate  that  they  are  more  nearlf 
in  liccord  with  those  obtained  during  the  test  period. 

Taking  up  the  figures  for  1916,  the  carrier's  exhibits  show  that  the 
operating  revenues  assig^nable  to  intrastate  business  in  Kansas  amounted 
to  $1,123,341.52.  In  1916  there  were  26,087  more  passenger  train  miles 
operated  than  in  1915  (figruring  mixed  as  25  percent  passenger).  The 
total  operating  expenses  in  1915  per  passenger-train  mile  were  $1.15; 
therefore,  there  should  be  added  $30,000  to  the  passenger  operating 
expenses  to  cover  this  additional  train  mileage.  Dividing  this  upon  the 
same  basis  as  the  passenger  expenses  were  divided  for  1915,  there 
assigned  to  intrastate  passenger  expenses  an  additional  charge  of 
$9,609  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  and  of  $9,903  under  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  basis,  which  results  in  a  total  operating  ex- 
pense charge  for  1916  of  $660,992.71  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis, 
and  $736,504.48  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  method. 

The  taxes  in  Kansas  for  1916  were  $508,014.02,  which,  divided  upon 
the  same  basis  as  the  operating  expenses  are  apportioned,  assigns  to  the 
intrastate  passenger  service  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  $53,076J9, 
and  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  method  $59,512.58. 

The  net  operating  income  is,  therefore,  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis 
$409,272.62,  and  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Conmiission  basis  $327,- 
324.46. 

There  was  added  to  the  property  investment  in  Kansas  during  1916, 
$616,105.04,  but  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  equipment  and  general  ex- 
penses of  the  line  during  the  same  year  of  $1,830,888.59.  If  there  were 
to  be  assigned  a  portion  of  this  to  Kansas,  it  would  practically  balance 
the  additions;  therefore,  the  1915  valuation  may  be  used  for  1916  as 
making  adjustment  for  1916  figures  would  not  make  a  sufficient  differ- 
ence to  change  the  results. 

The  net  operating  income  for  1916  heretofore  given,  is  equal  to  a 
return,  using  the  same  values  as  given  for  1915,  upon  the  property  used 
in  intrastate  business,  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  of  11.26  percent, 
and  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  basis  of  8.03  percent 

The  results  herein  given  are  more  clearly  set  out  in  tables  V  and  VI. 
which  appear  in  the  appendix. 

The  carrier's  exhibits  show,  that  the  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  terminals 
were  treated  as  though  they  were  located  in  Kansas,  but  the  data  fur- 
nished is  not  definite  and  specific  enough  to  enable  the  Commission  to 
determine  in  just  what  respect  such  expenses  were  included.  There- 
fore, no  attempt  was  made  to  revise  the  carrier's  figures  by  reason  of 
such  inclusion,  although  the  Commission  does  not  concur  in  the  method 
used. 
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The  operating  expenses  for  1915,  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  as- 
signed to  the  intrastate  business,  amount  to  $651,383.71,  and  to  the  in- 
terstate business  $1,007,409.39. 

The  passengers  handled  intrastate  and  interstate  are  not  given,  but 
using  the  same  proportions  as  were  found  by  test,  there  will  be  assigned 
to  intrastate  business  53,180,128  and  to  interstate  51,919,623.  The  cost, 
therefore,  per  passenger  per  mile  would  be  for  intrastate  passengers 
1.23  cents,  and  for  interstate  1.94  cents. 

Under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  basis  there  is  assigned 
to  the  intrastate  business  operating  expense  of  $726,601.48,  and  to  the 
interstate  $1,065,807.10.  The  cost  upon  this  basis  Would  therefere  be, 
for  intrastate  passengers  per  mile  1.366  cents  and  for  interstate  2.053 
cents.  This  relationship  of  passenger  business  probably  did  not  exist 
in  1915,  as  has  been  heretofore  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  passenger 
revenues. 

If  the  1916  passenger  miles  are  divided  upon  the  percentages  found 
during  the  test  period,  and  such  passenger  miles  applied  to  the  operat- 
ing expenses  for  1916  as  heretofore  given,  there  is  found  a  cost  under 
the  gross-ton-mile  basis  for  intrastate  passengers  of  1.127  and  inter- 
state of  1.786  cents;  or  upon  the  Interstate  Conwnerce  Commission 
method  a  cost  for  intrastate  passengers  of  1.256  cents  and  for  interstate 
passengers  1.887  cents. 

Of  the  passengers  handled  in  Pullman  cars  in  this  state,  92.57  percent 
were  interstate.  Taking  the  car-foot  miles  as  furnished  by  the  carrier, 
and  including  dining  with  Pullman  cars,  it  is  shown  that  of  the  length 
of  the  cars  2.55  feet  are  provided  for  each  intrastate  passenger  and 
4.01  feet  for  each  interstate  passenger. 

Present  Financial  Condition, 

An  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  Union  Pacific  railroad  discloses 
that  this  company  is  unusually  prosperous.  For  many  years  it  paid 
dividends  of  4  percent  upon  its  preferred  stock  and  10  percent  upon  its 
common  stock.  During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1914,  the  dividends 
paid  were  4  percent  upon  the  preferred  and  9  percent  upon  the  common, 
but  a  special  dividend  of  $74,020,372.20  was  paid  to  the  stockholders. 
This  consisted  largely  of  Baltimore  &  Ohio  stock  owned  by  the  Union 
Pacific,  although  there  was  an  extra  cash  dividend  of  $3  per  share 
paid  to  common  stockholders.  During  the  years  1915  and  1916  the  divi- 
dends on  preferred  stock  were  4  percent  and  upon  the  common  stock  8 
percent. 

Comparing  the  income  account  of  the  fiscal  year  1916  with  the  fis- 
cal year  1915,  it  is  found  that  operating  revenues  increased  from 
$51,546,313.56  to  $62,286,700.83,  or  an  increase  of  20.84  percent.  The 
operating  expenses  increased  from  $30,198,746.17  to  $33,925,738.34,  or 
12.34 .  percent.  The  operating  income  increased  from  $19,037,553.11 
to  25,844,599.23,  or  35.76  percent.  The  net  income — that  is,  after  al- 
lowing for  dividends  and  interest  received  from  investments  and  after 
paying  interest  on  bonds— increased  from  $27,969,064.45  to  $36,801,- 
729.74,  or  31.62  percent. 

After  paying  dividends  of  4  percent  on  the  preferred  stock  and  8  per- 
cent on  the  common,  which  amounted  to  $21,765,068,  and  after  appropriat- 
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ing  for  investment  in  the  property  $2,629,770.36,  there  was  carried  to 
surplus  $12,406,891.38  and  the  accumulated  surplus  of  June  30,  1916, 
amounted  to  $81,555,889.50,  and  this  in  addition  to  surplus  which  has 
heen  appropriated  of  $26,966,052.50,  so  that  the  total  surplus  amounts  to 
$108,521,942. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  the  unusual  prosperity  of  this  company  is  not 
attributable  to  its  railroad  operations  but  to  its  investments.  Of  the  net 
income  of  $36,801,729.74  for  the  fiscal  year  1916,  the  report  shows  that 
$18,604,230.66  was  received  from  dividends  and  interest  upon  investments 
and  that  the  balance,  $18,197,499.08  was  from  operations  of  the  property. 
The  report  also  discloses  that  the  book  investment  in  road  and  equipment 
amounts  to  $293,709,812.17  and  in  stocks  and  bonds  of  other  corporations 
to  $322,878,212.61.  Therefore,  the  return  from  the  book  investment  in 
railroad  property  is  greater  than  from  the  book  investment  in  securities. 
Moreover,  it  is  shown  that  of  the  amount  received  for  interest  and  divi- 
dends upon  investments,  approximately  $11,000,000  was  from  roads  which 
form  a  part  of  the  system.  Something  over  $1,000,000  was  received  from 
the  Union  Pacific  Coal  Company,  $540,000  from  the  Pacific  Fruit  Express, 
a  refrigerator-car  line,  and  the  balance  from  investments  in  other  rail- 
roads operating  in  various  part  of  the  country. 

MISSOURI,   KANSAS  A  TEXAS  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

The  same  general  plan  that  was  followed  in  the  other  cases  has  been 
followed  in  the  case  of  the  M.  K.  &  T.  in  segregating  the  expenses  between 
freight  and  passenger,  and  the  passenger  expenses  and  revenues  as  be- 
tween intrastate  and  interstate. 

This  carrier  did  not  furnish  the.  Commission  with  figures  showing  the 
gross  ton  miles  and  we  have  therefore  had  to  compute  the  same  from  the 
data  which  was  available.  Substantially  the  same  method  has  been  fol- 
lowed as  that  used  in  the  case  of  the  Santa  Fe  as  heretofore  outlined. 

The  percentages  arrived  at  were :  Freight  74.34,  and  passenger  25.66. 
The  total  operating  expenses  assigned  to  the  state  of  Kansas  by  the  car- 
rier were  $2,558,386.02,  which,  divided  between  freight  and  passenger 
service  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  asisigpis  to  the  freight  service  $1,- 
804,352.17  and  to  the  passenger  service  $754,033.85.  Assigning  to  the  mail 
and  express  service  a  proportion  of  such  expense  upon  the  basis  used  by 
the  carrier,  that  is,  car-foot  miles,  there  remains  $587,090.81  to  be  subdi- 
vided between  intrastate  and  interstate  passenger  service.  Subdividing 
this  amount  on  the  basis  used  in  the  Rock  Island  case,  there  is  assigned 
to  the  intrastate  passenger  service  $164,626.06,  and  to  the  interstate  pas- 
senger service  $421,464.75. 

This  carrier  did  not  provide  the  Commission  with  valuation  of  its 
property,  but  submitted  the  assessed  valuation,  and  asked  that  such  valu- 
ation be  accepted  for  this  case.  The  carrier  presented  to  the  Commission 
after  the  close  of  the  hearing  what  it  termed  a  statement  of  original  cost 
with  additions  and  betterments,  which  amounted  to  $22,125,990,  or  $49,- 
582  per  mile.  But  this  so-called  original  cost  appears  to  be  the  cost  to  the 
M.  K.  &  T.  of  the  securities  of  lines  acquired  as  they  were  taken  into  the 
system  with  expenditures  for  additions  and  betterments  since  that  time, 
and  is  not  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  for  the  original  construction 
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r  the  bringing  of  the  property  into  existence,  and  is  therefore  not  a 
roper  statement  of  original  cost  and  cannot  be  accepted  as  such. 

While  the  Commission  does  not  accept  the^  assessed  valuation  as  a 
roper  measure  of  the  value  of  the  property  for  rate-making  purposes, 
uch  assessed  valuation  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  computing  the  re- 
am in  the  absence  of  a  proper  valuation  and  at  the  carrier's  request. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  the  carrier's  property  in  Kansas  for  the  year 
nded  June  30,  1916,  amounts  to  $18,512,061,  or  an  average  of  $41,484 
>er  mile.  An  apportionment  of  such  valuation  upon  the  basis  of  the 
operating  exi>enses  assigns  to  the  intrastate  business  $1,072,514.77.  The 
-evenues  asslgrnable  to  the  intrastate  passenger  business  for  the  same 
period  were  $258,122.85.  The  operating  expenses  were  $164,626.06,  and 
after  deducting  for  taxes  assigned  to  the  intrastate  business  on  the  basis 
3f  the  operating  expenses,  and  making  allowances  for  additions  to  and 
deductions  from  income  as  presented  by  the  carrier's  exhibits,  there  is  a 
net  income  applicable  to  a  return  upon  the  value  of  the  property  of 
$90,924.52,  which  is  equal  to  an  annual  return  upon  that  portion  of  the 
assessed  valuation  assigned  to  the  intrastate  business  of  8.48  percent. 
Under  the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Conmierce  Commission  there  is 
assigned  to  the  intrastate  passenger  business,  operating  expenses  of  $170,- 
340.94,  and  a  net  income  applicable  to  a  return  upon  the  property  of 
$84,861.14.  Apportioning  the  assessed  valuation  upon  the  basis  of  the 
operating  expenses  under  this  method,  assig^is  to  the  intrastate  passenger 
service  $1,116,507.20.  The  net  income  is  therefore  equal  to  an  annual 
return  of  7.60  percent  upon  such  valuation. 

For  the  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  the  operating  revenues  assignable  to 
the  intrastate  passenger  business  were  slightly  increased ;  that  is,  from 
$258,122.85  in  1915  to  $265,111.27  in  1916.  There  were  operated  in  1916, 
22,282  passenger-train  miles,  and  5972  mixed-train  miles  more  than  in 
1915,  which  would  result  in  a  slight  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  operat- 
ing expenses.  The  results,  therefore,  for  1916  would  not  be  materially 
different  from  those  in  1915. 

There  were  handled  by  this  carrier  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 1915 
(excluding  the  line  Paola  to  Kansas  City) ,  intrastate  passengers  one  mile, 
11,722,970  and  interstate  passengers  one  mile  26,818,041,  and  under  the 
?ro88-ton-mile  basis  there  was  assigned  to  the  intrastate  passenger  busi- 
ness operating  expenses  of  $164,626.06  and  to  the  interstate  business 
$421,464.75.  Dividing  the  expense  of  the  number  of  passengers  of  each 
kind  shows  that  the  operating  expenses  per  passenger  mile  were,  for  in- 
trastate business  1.404  cents  and  for  interstate  business  1.572  cents. 
Applying  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  method  of  division,  there 
was  assigned  to  the  intrastate  passenger  business  operating  expenses 
$170,340.94  and  to  the  interstate  passenger  business  $439,574.48.  The 
^^^  per  passenger  per  mile  under  this  basis  was  for  intrastate  business 
1.453  cents  and  for  interstate  business  1.639  cents. 

01  the  passenger  business  handled  in  Pullman  cars  in  this  state  99.641 
percent  was  interstate. 

According  to  the  figures  presented  by  this  carrier  showing  the  car-foot 
^les,  which  is  the  length  of  the  car  multiplied  by  the  miles  run  and 
<^mbining  dining  with  Pullman  cars,  such  cars  being  provided  for  the 
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Pullman  passengers,  it  is  shown  that  of  the  length  of  the  cars  there  n 
10.44  feet  provided  for  each  Pullman  passenger  and  4.14  feet  for  eack 
day-coach  passenger.  The  records  show  that  there  is  provided  for  ea«k 
intrastate  passenger  4.16  feet  and  for  each  interstate  passenger  6.06  feet 
of  the  length  of  the  passenger  cars. 

The  entire  passenger  miles  handled  by  this  carrier  in  the  state  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  were  44,784,368,  which  is  4.97  percent  of 
the  total  passenger  business  handled  in  Kansas  for  that  year.  Of  this 
amount  of  business  S0A2  percent  was  intrastate;  therefore,  it  is  shown 
that  the  intrastate  business  handled  is  a  very  small  part  of  the  total. 

These  results  are  more  fully  shown  in  Table  VII  in  the  appendix. 
Present  FinancicU  Condition, 

An  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  for 
each  of  the  fiscal  years  June  30,  ldl4,  1915  and  1916  (the  report  for 
the  calendar  year  December  31,  1916,  does  not  cover  all  the  road  and  is 
therefore  not  comparable  as  in  the  cases  of  the  other  roads)  shows  that 
there  is  some  increase  in  the  gross  revenues  of  1915  over  1914,  but  strange 
to  say,  there  is  no  increase  in  the  gross  revenues  of  1916  over  1915.  This 
is  one  of  the  rare  cases,  as  practically  every  other  road  shows  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  gross  revenues.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  net 
operating  income  for  the  year  1915  over  1914  of  $1,100,000,  but  a  de- 
crease in  1916  as  compared  with  1915  of  $3,200,000.  In  1916  the  main- 
tenance expenses  exceeded  the  maintenance  expenses  for  1915  by  three 
and  on-half  million  dollars. 

Passenger  traffic  in  the  state,  both  intrastate  and  interstate,  in- 
erased  over  1915  by  $58,000;  state  freight  traffic  $100,000;  but  this 
road  has  not  shown  the  large  increases  enjoyed  by  some  of  the  others, 
although  its  state  passenger  business  shows  a  very  good  return  upon 
the  property  devoted  to  such  service  in  this  state. 

ST.   LOUIS-SAN   FRANCISCO  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

The  same  general  plan  that  has  been  followed  in  the  other  cases  has 
been  followed  in  the  case  of  the  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

This  carrier  did  not  furnish  the  Commission  with  figures  showing  the 
gross-ton  miles,  and  the  same  method  has  been  followed  as  that  used 
in  the  case  of  the  Santa  Fe  as  heretofore  outlined.  The  results  ob- 
tained assign  to  the  freight  service  71.67  percent,  and  to  the  passenger 
28.33  percent. 

The  total  operating  expenses  assigned  by  the  carrier  to  the  state  of 
Kansas  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  were  $3,556,562.47,  which,  di- 
vided upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  assigns  to  the  freight  service  $2,- 
639,643.83,  and  to  the  passenger  service  $916,918.64.  Assigrning:  a  por- 
tion of  the  latter  amount  to  mail  and  express  upon  the  basis  used  by  the 
carrier,  leaves  $731,058.44  to  be  subdivided  between  intrastate  and  inter- 
state passenger  service,  which,  under  the  basis  used  in  the  Rock  Island 
case,  as  heretofore  outlined,  assigns  to  the  intrastate  passenger  service 
$191,304.35,  and  to  the  interstate  passenger  service  $539,754.09. 

This  carrier  has  added  to  the  passenger  proportion  and  deducted 
from    the  freight  in  its  assignment  of  operating  expenses   an    item  of 
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114,212.17,  which  is  a  net  charge  to  passenger  by  reason  of  the  time 
lost  by  freight  trains  in  waiting  for  passeng^er  trains,  less  whatever 
time  is  lost  by  passenger  trains  waiting  for  freight  trains.  This  amount 
was  included  in  the  carrier's  figures  as  a  separate  item,  and  has  been 
eliminated.  As  the  intrastate  proportion  of  the  total  expense  is  small, 
the  inclusion  of  this  amount  would  not  have  made  any  substantial  differ- 
ence in  the  returns  hereafter  given. 

The  carrier  submitted  a  complete  inventory  of  its  property  in  this 
state  as  of  June  30,  1912,  with  additions  and  betterments  thereto,  bring- 
ing the  valuation  down  to  June  30,  1915.  The  amount  of  such  valuation 
is  $32,849,237.42,  or  $51,416.08  per  mile  for  line  owned.  The  assessed 
valuation  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  is  $24,505,434,  or  $38,949.09 
per  mile. 

The  carrier's  valuation  is  therefore  32.01  percent  higher  than  the 
assessed  valuation.    While  the  Commission,  by  reason  of  its  limited  force, 
has  not  been  able  to  have  the  carrier's  valuation  checked  in  detail,  it 
has  tested  it  sufficiently  to  know  that  it  is  excessive.     The  carrier  re- 
turns a  valuation  on  "land  for  transportation  purposes"  of  $4,607,720. 
This  amount  includes  the  so-called  land  multiple,  discussed  in  the  Rock 
Island  case,  and  which  has  been  condemned  by  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States  in  the  Minnesota  Rate  Case,  and  which  we  do  not  ac- 
cept.   Eliminating  such  multiple  and  basing  the  value  of  the  land  on  that 
reported  by  the  carrier  as  of  June  30,  1912,  and  allowing  for  the  addi- 
tions thereto,  there  remains  a  value  of  "land  for  transportation  pur- 
poses" as  of  June  30,  1915,  of  $2,150,183.49.     The  Atchison,  Topeka  & 
Santa  Fe,  the  Missouri  Pacific,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  and 
the  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  each  own  a  25  percent  interest  in  the  Wich- 
ita Terminal.    The  Rock  Island,  in  its  valuation,  returns  a  total  value  as 
of  June  30,  1912,  of  its  interest  in  the  Wichita  Terminal  of  $112,482.07. 
The  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  returns  a  total  value  of  its  interest  as  of 
June  30,  1912,  of  $136,612.28,  or  21.45  percent  higher  than  that  returned 
by  the  Rock  Island  for  the  same  property.     We  have  not  had  opportu- 
nity or  means  to  value  the  Wichita  Terminal,  but  from  our  knowledge 
of  the  Rock  Island  valuation  we  are  confident  that  it  has  not  underval- 
ued the  property. 

This  shows  the  tendency  of  the  carrier's  valuation,  and  we  have  fig- 
ured a  return  on  the  property  used  for  the  intrastate  business  in  Kan- 
sas on  both  the  carrier's  own  valuation  and  the  assessed  valuation.  The 
operating  revenues  of  the  intrastate  passenger  service  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1915,  as  per  carrier's  Exhibit  20,  were  $371,638.08.  The  operat- 
ing expenses,  as  assigned  by  the  Commission  on  what  it  terms  the  gross- 
ton-mile  basis,  assigns  to  intrastate  service  $191,304.85.  Taxes  as- 
signed to  intrastate  business  on  the  basis  of  the  assignment  of  the  prop- 
erty amount  to  $13,731.62,  leaving  a  net  operating  income  of  $166,602.11. 
Apportioning  the  value  of  the  property  according  to  the  carrier's  own 
valuation  upon  the  basis  that  the  operating  expenses  are  apportioned, 
there  is  assigrned  to  intrastate  passenger  service  a  value  of  $1,597,971.82. 
The  net  operating  income  of  $166,602.11  is  equal  to  an  annual  return 
upon  the  carrier's  value  of  10.43  percent.  If  the  assessed  valuation  is 
used  and  apportioned  in  the  same  manner,  there  is  assig^ned  to  intra- 
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state  passenger  business  $1^37,628  of  such  valuation,  and  the  net  operat- 
ing income  is  equal  to  an  annual  return  of  13.46  percent  on  such  value. 

If  the  Interstate  Commerce  Conmiission's  method  of  apportioning 
is  used  for  the  assignment  of  expenses  as  has  heretofore  been  outlined, 
there  is  assigned  to  intrastate  passenger  business  operating  expenses  of 
$192,721.93,  and  taxes  of  $14,338.08.  Of  the  carrier's  valuation  of  the 
property  upon  this  basis,  there  is  assigned  to  intrastate  business  $1,657,- 
486.74,  and  of  the  assessed  valuation  $1,292,867.  The  net  operating  in- 
come upon  this  basis  is  $164,578.07,  and  is  equal  to  a  return  upon  the 
carrier's  valuation  of  9.93  percent,  and  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of 
12.73  percent. 

For  the  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  the  intrastate  passenger  revenue  in- 
creased over  1915  by  $64,995.59.  There  were  31,231  additional  passenger- 
train  miles  operated  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1916,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  additional  cost  by  reason  of  this  increased 
mileage  has  been  figured  on  the  basis  of  the  cost  for  1915,  and  an  allow- 
ance of  $5,000  to  cover  the  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  such  additional 
mileage  assignable  to  intrastate  passenger  service  has  been  made.  Taxes 
for  1916  increased  over  1915  by  7%  percent.  Making  allowance  for  these 
items,  there  is  a  net  operating  income  applicable  to  intrastate  passenger 
service  for  1916  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  of  $225,567.83.  Applying 
such  net  operating  income  to  the  carrier's  valuation  and  the  assessed 
valuation  as  heretofore  outlined,  results  in  a  return  upon  the  carrier's 
valuation  of  14.12  percent  and  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  18.22  per- 
cent; or  if  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  basis  is  used,  there  is  a 
return  upon  the  carrier's  valuation  of  13.48  percent,  and  upon  the  assessed 
valuation  of  17.29  percent.  These  results  are  more  clearly  set  out  in 
tables  VIII  and  IX  in  the  appendix. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  this  carrier  handled  in  this  state 
68,867,495  passengers  one  mile,  which  is  7.64  percent  of  the  passenger 
business  handled  in  the  state  for  that  year.  Of  this  amount  26.33  percent 
was  intrastate  business.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  intrastate  buwness 
is  very  small,  the  principal  passenger  business  of  the  carrier  being  inter- 
state, which  results  in  assigning  to  the  intrastate  business  a  relatively 
small  proportion  of  the  expense  and  value  of  the  property  used,  and  in 
that  way  accounts  for  the  high  percentage  of  return  upon  the  value  of  the 
property  devoted  to  intrastate  business. 

According  to  carrier's  Exhibit  No.  6  the  passenger  miles  handled  in  the 
state  of  Kansas  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  were,  intrastate 
18,130,823;  interstate,  50,736,672.  According  to  the  gross-ton-mile  basis 
the  operating  expenses  were,  intrastate  passenger,  $191,304.35;  interstate, 
$539,754.09.  Divide  these  figures  by  the  respective  passenger  miles,  and 
we  have  as  the  cost  of  handling  passengers,  both  interstate  and  intrastate, 
1.06  cents  per  mile.  Applying  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's 
method  of  division,  the  intrastate  passenger  expenses  were  $192,721.93, 
and  the  interstate  passenger  expenses  $546,175.88.  Making  the  same 
division,  we  have  the  cost  per  passenger  mile:  Intrastate,  1.06  cents;  in- 
terstate, 1.08  cents.  Of  the  passenger  business  handled  in  Pullman  cars 
in  Kansas  96.76  per  cent  was  interstate.     The  carrier's  exhibits  do  not 
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show  the  car-foot  miles  for  the  year,  but  only  for  a  test  period,  con- 
sequently it  has  been  impossible  to  figure  the  relative  space  occupied  by 
the  intrastate  and  interstate  passengers,  but  as  only  13.76  percent  of  all 
the  passengers  handled  in  the  state  were  handled  in  Pullman  cars,  the 
difference  in  space  occupied  becomes  relatively  unimportant. 
Present  Financial  Condition, 

Examining  the  reports  of  the  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  Railway  Com- 
pany for  each  of  the  years  ended  June  30,  1914,  1915  and  1916  (the  re- 
port for  the  calendar  year  ended  December  31,  1916,  has  not  been  re- 
ceived) ,  it  appears  that  the  operating  revenues  for  1915  were  less  than  for 
1914,  but  there  was  a  considerable  reduction  in  operating  expenses. 

The  net  operating  income  for  1915  was  approximately  $2,200,000  more 
tiian  for  1914,  but  there  was  still  a  deficit  of  $647,436.35  after  charging 
out  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt.  The  year  1916  shows  that  the  gross 
revenues  increased  from  $40,901,386.49  to  $46,358,625.78,  or  an  increase 
of  13.3  percent,  and  that  the  operating  expenses  increased  from  $27,858,- 
045.40  to  $30,811,369.59,  an  increase  of  10.6  percent.  The  net  operating 
income  increased  from  $11,289,245.16  to  $13,966,814.97,  an  increase  of 
23.7  percent,  and  the  deficit  of  $647,436.35  in  1915  was  changed  to  a 
surplus  of  $2,148,133.28  in  1916. 

During  the  period  covered  by  these  figures,  this  carrier  had  outstand- 
ing a  large  amount  of  interest-bearing  securities  upon  which  interest  was 
charged  against  the  income,  issued  for  other  securities  from  which  no  in- 
come was  received.  The  principal  items  of  such  securities  were  bonds  of 
the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico,  the  New  Orleans  Terminal  Company, 
and  trust  certificates  issued  for  the  stock  of  the  C.  &  E.  I.  railroad.  These, 
together,  aggregated  approximately  $62,000,000.  Since  the  date  of  the 
last  report  to  the  Commission,  a  reorganization  of  this  property  has  been 
effected,  and  the  liability  of  this  carrier  in  the  securities  mentioned  has 
been  terminated ;  consequently,  they  have  been  relieved  of  this  burden  and 
their  fixed  charges  accordingly  reduced,  so  that  in  the  future,  with  earn- 
ings similar  to  those  enjoyed  in  the  past*  the  net  income  will  be  much 
greater. 

ST.   JOSEPH   A  GRAND  ISLAND  RAILWAY. 

This  carrier  submitted  figures  purporting  to  show  the  results  of  opera- 
tion of  intrastate  passenger  business  for  the  years  ended  June  30,  1913, 
and  1914.  Passenger  revenues  assignable  to  intrastate  business  were 
actual.    The  operating  expenses  were  assigned  in  the  following  manner : 

First,  Expenses  assigned  to  the  state  were  partially  located  and  par- 
tially prorated  on  a  train-mile  basis. 

Second,  A  division  of  such  expenses  was  then  made  as  between  freight 
and  passenger  traflSc.  The  percentages  used  in  making  such  division 
were  obtained  by  the  use  of  figures  made  by  the  Atchison,  Topeka  & 
Santa  Fe  Railway,  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
&  Pacific  Railway,  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway,  and  the  St 
Louis-San  Francisco  Railway  combined.  The  division  made  by  each  of 
these  roads  was  combined  and  the  relationship  established  which  was 
applied  by  this  carrier. 
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It  is  obvious  that  such  a  method  cannot  be  reliable  and  may  lead  to 
erroneous  conclusions.  The  roads  named  do  not  all  use  the  same  baas 
for  making  such  a  division;  this  is  particularly  true  of  the  Missouri 
Pacific,  which  differs  materially  from  the  others.  Moreover,  the  results 
of  a  proper  division  for  a  large  road  with  heavy  through  traffic  might  be 
entirely  incorrect  when  applied  to  a  road  transacting  a  business  of  a 
more  local  character.  Not  only  this,  but  it  was  testified  to  by  some  of  the 
accounting  officers  that  not  less  than  65  percent  of  the  operating  expenses 
were  subject  to  direct  allocation. 

The  amount  assigned  to  passenger  traffic  by  use  of  the  method  hereto- 
fore described  was  then  apporticmed  between  mail  and  express,  interstate 
and  intrastate  traffic.  The  amount  assigned  to  mail  and  express  was 
based  upon  car  miles,  that  is,  a  proportion  of  the  total  car  miles,  which 
was  devoted  to  the  mail  and  express  business,  was  used  as  a  i>ercentage 
for  the  assignment  for  the  passenger  expenses.  The  balance  was  divided 
between  intrastate  and  interstate  traffic  on  equated  passenger  miles  and 
an  excess  cost  applied  to  the  intrastate  passenger  business  of  23.47  per- 
cent. This  percentage  is  arrived  at  by  combining  the  results  found  by  the 
various  roads  as  a  result  of  tests  made  in  Oklahoma  and  Missouri  by  the 
use  of  the  so-called  Oklahoma  formula. 

The  Conunission  did  not  consider  that  the  bringing  of  these  excess 
costs,  found  by  tests  in  other  states  and  applying  them  to  the  Kansas  busi- 
ness, could  be  relied  upon  to  produce  accurate  results,  much  less  could  they 
be  combined  and  applied  to  a  road  operating  in  an  entirely  different  terri- 
tory from  that  in  which  the  tests  were  made. 

The  figures  presented  by  the  carriers,  after  making  a  test  in  Kansas, 
proved  the  correctness  of  the  Commission's  views.  By  applying  the  Okla- 
homa formula  as  they  did  in  its  entirety  the  excess  cost  which  they  claimed 
on  intrastate  business  was  reversed  in  one  case  and  it  was  found  that  in 
Kansas  the  excess  cost  was  on  the  interstate  business,  and  in  another 
case  the  excess  cost  on  intrastate  business  was  very  small,  being  less  than 
IVi  percent. 

The  Commission,  believing  that  the  data  presented  by  the  carriers  was 
not  sufficient  to  enable  it  to  reach  a  conclusion,  consequently  on  August 
4, 1915,  propounded  certain  interrogatories  calling  for  additional  informa- 
tion, none  of  which  was  furnished  by  this  carrier. 

The  Grand  Island  Railroad  has  never  presented  to  the  Commission 
figures  based  upon  tests  made  in  the  state,  nor  has  it  even  presented 
figures  of  its  own  actual  operations,  showing  divisions  between  freight 
and  passenger  and  between  classes  of  service.  Having  fail^  to  furnish 
data  necessary  for  it  to  properly  consider  the  case  the  Commission  orders 
the  same  dismissed. 

LEAVENWORTH  A  TOPEKA  RAILWAY. 

This  carrier  furnished  statements  of  the  results  of  operation  as  a 
whole  for  the  fiscal  years  1909  to  1914,  inclusive,  but  did  not  show  a 
separation  of  expenses  between  the  freight  and  passenger  service.  Such  a 
separation  was  probably  unnecessary,  for  the  reason  that  the  sUtements 
presented  show  that  the  operating  expenses  greatly  exceed  the  revenues. 

According  to  the  reports  filed  by  this  carrier  for  the  fiscal  year  1912, 
maintenance  of  way  and  structures  expenses  amounted  to  $38,345.51 ;   in 
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1913  this  amount  was  $51^31.81,  and  in  1914  was  $49,062.51.  The  main- 
tenance of  way  and  structures  expense  for  the  46  miles  of  road  amounted 
to  more  than  $1,000  a  mile.  This  is  a  very  heavy  expense  for  a  road 
operating  only  one  mixed  train  each  way  a  day.  In  fact,  the  published 
reports  of  the  Interstate  Conunerce  Commission  show  that  for  roads  of 
this  character  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  does 
not  usually  exceed  $400  to  $500  per  mile.  But  even  if  the  expenses  were 
reduced  to  such  a  basis,  it  does  not  appear  that  for  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness transacted  the  revenues  would  more  than  meet  the  operating  ex- 
penses. 

To  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  poor  showing  a  study  of  the  history  of 
the  road  is  necessary. 

The  statement  was  made  by  counsel  for  the  Atchison,  Topeka  & 
Santa  Fe  Railway,  who  also  acted  as  attorney  for  the  Leavenworth  & 
Topeka,  that  the  road  should  never  have  been  built  and  that  it  was  pro- 
moted by  some  Leavenworth  boosters.  It  appears  from  the  published 
reports  that  the  present  owners,  namely,  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa 
Fe  and  the  Union  Pacific,  were  the  owners  from  the  beginning  of  its 
operation.  Therefore,  these  companies  must  have  either  had  confidence 
in  its  commercial  value,  or  believed  that  it  might  become  an  active  com- 
petitor with  their  then  existing  lines. 

Witness  for  this  carrier  stated  that  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  op- 
erated this  road  for  a  time  with  such  unsatisfactory  results  that  it  aban- 
doned such  operation.  The  published  reports  show  that  during  the  time 
that  the  Union  Pacific  operated  it,  1882  to  1888,  the  earnings  were  consid- 
erably higher  than  they  have  been  recently.  The  operating  expenses 
also  were  much  higher.  In  1888  the  road  earned  gross  $86,816.  There  was 
charged  to  it  for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  $33,508,  notwith- 
standing at  that  time  the  read  was  practically  new,  of  very  cheap  con- 
struction, and  had  extremely  light  traffic.  Transportation  expenses 
amounted  to  $42,089,  $17,000  more  than  the  same  item  of  expense  in 
1914.  General  expenses  amounted  to  $11,211,  which  is  clearly  dispro- 
portionate for  this  kind  of  a  road  with  its  light  business.  With  all  these 
heavy  charges,  the  deficit  for  operation  amounted  to  $13,849. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  road  there  was  outstanding  4-percent 
bonds  aggregating  $1,380,000,  and  the  same  amount  of  stock.  Notwith- 
standing the  very  cheap  construction  of  the  road  and  the  large  munici- 
pal aid  that  was  given  it,  the  bonds  amounted  to  $30,000  per  mile.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  bonded  indebtedness  largely  exceeded  the  cost 
of  construction.  There  was  an  annual  interest  charge  against  the  road 
of  $55,200,  which  it  coulu  not  earn.  It  appears  that  the  earnings  during 
the  early  years  were  sufficient  to  have  paid  reasonable  operative  ex- 
pense and  interest  on  a  reasonable  bonded  indebtedness. 

The  report  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  the  fiscal  year 
1888  shows  that  the  passenger  revenue  was  $22,452.  In  1914  it  was  $13,- 
139.42.  In  1888  express  earnings  were  $3,452;  in  1914  they  were  $1,- 
366.64.  In  1888  the  total  traffic  earnings  were  $86,816;  in  1914  they 
were  $58,222.16.     Therefore,  after  twenty-six  years  of  operation  and 
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notwithstanding  the  development  of  the  country  throu{*h  which  the  road 
passes,  the  revenues  have  declined  over  30  percent. 

This  decline  in  revenue  was  doubtless  due  to  the  very  poor  service 
griven  to  the  public,  while  the  owning  companies,  the  Atchison,  Topeka 
&  Santa  Fe  and  the  Union  Pacific,  have  maintained  reasonably  good 
service  via  their  owti  lines.  For  many  years  the  Leavenworth  &  Topeka 
has  operated  one  mixed  train  each  way  a  day,  leaving  Topeka  in  the 
morning  and  returning  late  in  the  evening.  Notwithstanding  the  Iocs 
tion  of  this  road  in  connection  with  .the  Santa  Fe,  with  which  it  has 
contract  for  trackage  rights,  making  it  the  short  line  between  Leaven- 
worth and  the  capital  city  of  the  s^ate,  the  operating  company,  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe,  contends  that  it  cannot  afford  to  provide 
a  separate  passenger  service,  although  the  Union  Pacific  from  Lawrence, 
and  the  Santa  Fe  from  Holliday,  Kan.,  do  successfully  maintain  such 
service  to  Leavenworth. 

In  addition  to  the  inferior  service,  both  terminals  are  in  the  control 
of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe.  Therefore,  this  road  has  no  inde- 
pendent action  as  to  the  routing  of  business.  The  inevitable  conclusion 
is  that  the  owning  roads  have  been  in  the  past  content  to  pocket  thei 
losses,  providing  they  keep  the  Leavenworth  &  Topeka  from  becoming  a 
competitor  to  their  existing  lines. 

The  Commission,  believing  that  this  road  should  perform  its  charter 
obligation,  ordered  it  to  establish  and  maintain  a  separate  passenger 
service.  This  order  they  resisted  in  the  courts,  and  before  a  decision  was 
reached  the  owning  companies  went  into  the  federal  court  and  asked  for 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver.  The  receiver  was  appointed  and  took 
charge  of  the  property  April  1,  1916,  and  established  a  passenger  train 
in  addition  to  the  mixed  train  which  was  being  operated. 

This  passenger  train  was  operated  for  some  months,  but  the  receiver 
did  not  have  necessary  equipment  to  maintain  it,  being  dependent  upon  the 
Santa  Fe  for  such  equipment  as  well  as  for  its  care  and  maintenance. 
The  conditions,  in  fact,  were  such  as  put  the  receiver  completely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Santa  Fe,  which  has  apparently  determined  that  the  Leaven- 
worth &  Topeka  should  not  succeed.  The  federal  court  refused  to  permit 
the  receiver  to  issue  certificates  to  pay  operating  expenses,  and  ordered 
the  train  discontinued.  What  the  result  was  during  the  time  of  its  opera- 
tion the  Commission  has  not  been  furnished  reports  to  show,  but  the 
results  for  that  period  cannot  be  accepted  as  a  criterion  of  what  the  road 
would  do  if  properly  and  independently  managed.  No  change  in  its  rates 
would  affect  its  earnings.  Its  trouble  is  not  rates,  but  a  determination  on 
the  part  of  the  owning  companies  that  it  shall  not  interfere  with  the  busi- 
ness of  their  own  lines,  and,  moreover,  it  would  not  be  reasonable  to 
charge  the  public  a  higher  rate  than  it  is  now  paying  for  the  inadequate 
service  that  is  being  provided. 

The  application  should  be  denied,  and  an  order  will  be  issued  accord- 
ingly. 

MISSOURI  PACIFIC  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

The  showing  of  a  number  of  the  Kansas  roads  is  very  flattering,  hut 
the  Missouri  Pacific  presents  a  different  story.  We  have  followed  sub- 
stantially the  same  methods,  so  far  as  possible  with  the  data  furnished, 
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in  arriving  at  the  cost  of  operation  and  proper  revenues  to  be  assigned  to 
passenger  and  freight  and  intra-  and  interstate  business. 

This  carrier  did  not  present  figures  showing  gross-ton-mile  percentages 
and  these  were  computed  from  the  data  available,  the  same  method  being 
used  as  was  applied  to  the  Santa  Fe  as  heretofore  outlined.  The  percent- 
ages were: 

Freight 72.66  percent. 

Passenger 27.34  percent. 

This  carrier  did  not  make  any  tests  in  the  state  and  presented  no 
figures  showing  a  division  between  line  and  terminal,  as  was  done  in  the 
case  of  the  other  carriers.  Neither  did  it  present  any  figrures  showing  the 
car-foot  miles,  which  is  an  indispensible  factor  in  applying  the  Oklahoma 
formula.  The  car-foot  miles  were  computed  from  the  data  available,  and 
this  was  necessarily  to  some  extent  an  estimate. 

Tre  carrier,  in  making  a  division  of  maintenance  of  way  and  structures 
accounts  between  freight  and  passenger,  used  the  locomotive  miles,  which 
assigns  to  passenger  even  greater  proportion  than  the  engine-ton-mile 
method  used  by  the  other  carriers,  because  it  takes  no  account  of  the 
difference  in  weight  of  locomotives ;  therefore,  it  assigns  as  much  per  mile 
to  a  three-car  passenger  train  as  to  a  fifty-car  freight  train,  which  ap- 
pears to  us  an  absurd  assumption. 

The  operating  expenses  within  the  state  of  Kansas  of  the  Missouri 
Pacific  Railroad  were  $10,399,455.68.  Assigned  between  passeng^er  and 
freight  according  to  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  there  was  $7,672,864.26 
assigned  to  freight  and.  $2,726,591.42  to  passenger  service.  Taking  the 
amount  assigned  to  passenger  service,  and  deducting  therefrom  the  mail 
and  express,  there  is  $2,163,654.48,  to  be  subdivided  between  interstate 
and  intrastate  service. 

Using  the  method  employed  in  the  Rock  Island  and  Santa  Fe  cases, 
the  exi>ense  of  handling  the  intrastate  passenger  business  was  $1,057,- 
723.59,  and  of  interstate  passenger  business  $1,105,930.89. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  submitted  a  valuation  of  its  railroad  in  Kansas 
aggregating  $73,715,810.  No  detailed  inventory  of  the  property  was 
furnished,  but  only  a  summary.  This  the  Commission  has  not  been  able 
to  verify,  nor  does  such  valuation  take  into  consideration  depreciation. 
The  roadbed  at  the  time  this  case  was  heard  was  in  bad  condition,  and  we 
think  the  railway^s  valuation  is  excessive. 

The  carrier's  valuation  includes  land  multiples  and  other  elements  of 
value  which  the  Commission  does  not  accept.  However,  taking  the  car- 
rier's own  valuation  of  $73,715,810,  which  is  $31,320  per  mile,  and  divid- 
ing between  freight  and .  passenger  in  the  proportion  that  the  operating 
expenses  divide,  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  there  is  assigned  to  freight 
service  $53,622,554.68,  and  to  passenger  service  $20,093,255.32.  Eliminat- 
ing the  amount  assignable  to  mail  and  express  upon  the  same  basis  as  the 
operating  expenses  are  assigned,  there  remains  $15,550,484.92  to  be 
divided  between  the  intrastate  and  interstate  passenger  service;  and 
again,  using  the  method  of  dividing  the  operating  expenses,  there  is  as- 
signed to  intrastate  passenger  business  a  valuation  of  $7,445,535.94.  The 
net  income  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  upon  this  basis  was  $117,- 
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869.29,  which  is  equal  to  a  return  upon  the  carrier's  valuation  of  the 
property  of  1.58  percent.  The  net  income  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1915,  when  the  operating  expenses  are  figured  upon  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission's  basis,  is  $110,123.81,  which  is  equal  to  a  return  upon 
the  carrier's  value  of  the  property  assigned  to  intrastate  business  of  1.45 
percent.  For  the  year  1916  there  was  an  increase  in  the  passenger  rev- 
enue and  the  net  income  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  is  $199,224.68, 
which  is  equal  to  a  return  upon  the  carrier's  valuation  ot  the  property  of 
2.68  percent.  Under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  basis  there  is 
a  net  income  of  $191,152.77,  which  is  equal  to  a  return  upon  the  carrier's 
valuation  of  the  property  of  2.51  percent. 

The  foregoing  is  based  upon  the  carrier's  value  without  depreciatioiL 
Eliminating  land  multiples  and  the  other  elements  of  value  rejected  by 
the  Commission,  and  assuming  75  percent  condition  except  for  general 
expenses,  which  are  taken  at  100  percent,  there  is  shown  a  reproduction 
less  depreciation  value  for  road  of  $39,580,817,  and  taking  the  carrier's 
valuation  of  equipment  and  assuming  the  sapie  percent  condition  that  was 
found  for  the  Rock  Island  equipment,  we  have  a  reproduction  less  depre- 
ciation value  of  $50,624,309,  which  amounts  to  $21,510  per  mile  for  the  672 
miles  of  main  line  and  1,681  miles  of  branch  lines  located  in  the  state.  Di- 
viding this  valuation  on  the  basis  of  operating  expenses  there  is  assigned 
to  the  intrastate  business  under  the  cross-ton-mile  basis  $5,058,887  and  un- 
der the  Interstate  Commerce  Conunission  basis  $5,170,866.  The  net  rev- 
enues for  1915,  as  hertofore  given,  amount  to  a  return  upon  such  valuation 
of  2.33  percent  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  and  2.13  percent  under  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  basis,  and  for  the  year  1916  of  3.94 
percent  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  and  3.70  under  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  basis.  The  results  axe  more  clearly  set  out  in 
Tables  X  and  XI  in  the  appendix. 

The  passenger  business  handled  in  Kansas  by  this  carrier  for  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1915,  was:  Intrastate  passenger  one  mile  61,526,- 
754;  interstate  passengers  one  mile  52,108,023.  The  operating  expenses 
divided  upon  the  gross-ton-mile  basis  assigns  to  intrastate  passenger 
business  $1,057,723.59  and  to  interstate  business  $1,105,930.89.  The  cost 
per  passenger  per  mile  was  therefore,  for  intrastate  passengers  1.719 
cents,  and  for  interstate  passenger  2.119  cents. 

The  operating  expenses  divided  upon  the  method  used  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  assigns  to  the  intrastate  business  $1,063,- 
706.16  and  to  the  interstate  business  $1,114,608.86.  The  cost  per  pas- 
senger per  mile  upon  this  basis  was  therefore  for  intrastate  passenger 
1.728  cents  and  for  interstate  passeng^ers  2.137  cents. 

Approximately  20  percent  of  the  business  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  was 
handled  in  Pullman  cars,  and  of  this  96.03  percent  was  interstate  busi- 
ness. The  returns  show  that  this  road  does  not  do  a  large  interstate 
business,  more  than  50  percent  of  its  business  being  intrastate,  while 
in  the  case  of  the  other  roads,  except  the  Union  Pacific,  usually  30  per- 
cent or  less  is  intrastate. 

As  this  carrier  did  not  furnish  the  car-foot  miles,  it  is  not  possible 
to  determine  the  space  provided  for  each  passenger,  as  was  done  in  the 
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case  of  the  other  roads.    As  has  been  previously  stated,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  estimate  to  a  considerable  extent  the  car-foot  miles. 

Present  Financial  Condition, 
An  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  for  each  of  the 
fiscal  years  ended  June  30,  1914,  1915  and  1916,  and  foir  the  calendar 
year  December  81,  1916,  shows  that  in  1915  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
^oss  revenues  compared  with  1914  of  $1,626,662.55,  and  a  slight  de- 
crease in-  the  operating  expenses,  so  that  the  net  operating  hicome  in- 
creased by  approximately  $1,700,000.  For  the  year  ended  June  30,  1916, 
the  revenues  increased  over  1915  by  approximately  $3,000,000,  and  the 
operating  expenses  also  increased  by  about  the  same  amount,  so  that 
the  net  operating  income  was  practically  the  same  in  both  years.  The 
increase  in  operating  expenses  was  due  to  increased  maintenance  ex- 
penditures. The  report  for  the  calendar  year  December  31,  1916,  which 
has  just  been  filed,  shows  an  increase  in  the  gross  revenues  over  the 
same  period  last  year  of  $4,655,334.45  and  an  increase  in  operating  ex- 
penses of  $4,213,032.61.  The  increase  in  the  operating  expenses  is  due 
to  increased  maintenance  charges.  The  increase  in  the  freight  business 
was  $4,267,133.15;  passenger  business,  exclusive  of  mail  and  express,  ap- 
proximately $175,000.  It  therefore  appears  that  this  road  is  much  more 
prosperous  in  its  freight  business  than  in  its  passenger  business.  This 
is  largely  due  to  poor  service — ^if  not  at  present,  at  least  in  the  past. 
The  unprofitable  character  of  its  passenger  service  cannot  be  said  to  be 
in  any  way  representative  of  the  condition  in  general  of  Kansas  rail- 
ways. 

The  smaller  earnings  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  are  in  no  sense 
chargeable  to  the  rates,  but  are  due  to  the  poor  service,  improper  loca- 
tion of  branch  lines,  and  the  failure  of  the  company  to  straighten  its 
lines  between  commercial  centers. 

To  illustrate:  Salina  is  the  largest  city  on  the  main  line  of  the  Mis- 
souri Pacific  Railroad  from  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  Pueblo,  Colo.  The  dis- 
tance over  the  Missouri  Pacific  rails  to  Kansas  City  from  Salina  is  22^ 
miles,  while  the  distance  over  the  Union  Pacific  is  186  miles,  and  over 
the  Rock  Island  is  198  miles. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  undertakes  to  meet  the  competition  of  these  two 
roads  by  charging  the  same  rate  from  Salina  to  Kansas  City  that  the 
Union  Pacific  charg^es,  which  is  $4.49,  making  a  rate  for  the  Missouri 
Pacific  of  2.02  cents  per  mile.  This  is  an  interstate  trip.  Under  the 
ruling  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  it  can  charge  for  this 
ticket  $5.75,  or  2.6  cents  per  mile.  That  is,  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  has  authorized  this  road  to  charge  a  higher  rate  than  the 
Union  Pacific  or.  Rock  Island  charge,  but  it  has  failed  to  take  advantage 
of  such  permission  and  is  not  now  charging  for  this  competitive  busi- 
ness what  it  is  permitted  to  charge  under  the  law,  presumably  because 
if  it  did  so  it  would  not  obtain  any  of  the  business.  In  fact,  it  receives 
practically  none  of  it  now,  because  of  the  longer  time  necessary  to  make 
file  trip  on  that  road.  The  Union  Pacific  does  a  very  heavy  passenger 
badness  between  these  points,  while  the  Missouri  Pacific,  which  charges 
the  same  fare,  does  practically  none.    This  is  due,  not  to  the  rates,  but 
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to  the  location  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  lines.  This  is  not  only  true  as  to 
interstate  business,  but  as  to  intrastate  business  as  well. 

The  distance  from  Wichita  to  Kansas  City  over  the  Santa  Fe  is  213 
miles;  over  the  Missouri  Pacific  is  227  miles.  The  mileage  is  approxi- 
mately the  same,  yet  the  traffic  is  much  heavier  over  the  Santa  Fe  than 
over  the  Missouri  Pacific  because  of  the  better  service  given  by  the 
Santa  Fe  Railroad.  The  service  on  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  for 
many  years  was  notoriously  bad.  During  the  recent  years,  since  the 
road  has  been  under  the  present  management,  it  has  greatly  improved, 
and  is  slowly  overcoming  the  bad  reputation  it  formerly  acquired,  and 
increased  earnings  in  its  passenger  department  is  resulting  from  this 
improved  service. 

It  lies  within  the  power  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  management 
to  rehabilitate  its  service  and  improve  its  lines  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
greatly  increase  its  passenger  business,  and  by  so  doing  it  can  in- 
crease its  earnings  so  that  they  will  be  as  fully  compensatory  as  other 
Kansas  roads. 

SUMMARY. 

Summarizing  the  foregoing  findings  as  to  the  intrastate  passenger 
business  of  the  Kansas  railroads,  it  appears: 

That  the  Rock  Island  Railway  is  carrjring  intrastate  passengers  at  a 
cost,  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  of  1.2  cents  per  mile;  and  under  the 
basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  C(»nmission  of  1.24  cents  per  mile; 
that  undet  the  first  basis  it  earned  in  1915  net,  exclusive  of  all  taxes, 
11.55  percent  on  a'  fair  value  of  the  property  used,  and  in  1916  approxi- 
mately 13.77  percent.  Under  the  second  basis  in  1915  it  earned  9.05 
percent,  and  in  1916  approximately  10.92  percent. 

That  the  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  is  carrying  intrastate  passen- 
gers at  a  cost,  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  of  1.18  cents  per  mile; 
under  the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  1.23 
cents  per  mile;  that  under  the  first  basis  in  1915  it  earned,  exclusive 
of  all  taxes,  8.06  percent  on  the  assessed  value,  which  includes  elements 
of  value  that  cannot  properly  be  used  in  rate  cases,  and  in  1916  approxi- 
mately 9.92  percent.  Under  the  second  basis  in  1915  it  earned  7^3 
percent,  and  1916  approximately  9.02  percent. 

That  the  Union  Pacific  railroad  is  carrying  intrastate  passengers 
at  a  cost,  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  of  1.23  cents  per  mile;  under 
the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  1.37  cents  per 
mile;  that  under  the  first  basis  in  1915  it  earned  6.92  percent  on  a  fair 
value  of  the  property  used,  and  under  the  second  basis  4.17  percent; 
that  in  1916  it  earned  upon  a  fair  value  of  its  property  under  the  gross- 
ton-mile  basis,  11.26  percent,  and  under  the  Interstate  Conunerce  Com- 
mission's method  8.03  percent. 

That  the  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  Company  is  carrying  intrastate 
passengers  at  a  cost,  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  of  1.06  cents  per 
mile;  under  the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  1.06 
cents  per  mile.  That  under  the  gn"OSs-ton-mile  basis  in  1915  it  earned 
13.46  percent  on  the  assessed  value,  which  contains  elements  of  value 
that  are  not  proper  in  rate  cases,  or   10.43  percent  on  the  carrier's 
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own  valuation.  Under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  basis, 
12.73  percent  on  the  assessed  value,  and  9*93  on  its '  own  valuation. 
In  1916y  under  the  gross-ton-mile  basis,  upon  the  assessed  value,  it 
earned  18.22  percent,  or  upon  its  own  valuation  14.12  percent;  under 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  basis  it  earned  upon  the  assessed 
value  17.29  percent,  or  on  its  own  valuation  13.48  percent. 

That  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  railroad  is  carrying  intrastate 
passen^rs  at  a  cost,  under  the  gross-ton -mile  basis,  of  1.4  cents  per 
mile;  under  the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  1.5 
cents  per  mile.  That  under  the  first  basis  for  the  year  1915  it  earned 
8.48  percent  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  used,  and  under  the 
second  basis  7.60  percent  For  the  year  1916  it  earned,  under  the  gross- 
ton-mile  basis,  7.86  percent,  and  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion basis,  6.99  percent. 

That  the  Missouri  Pacific  railroad  is  carrying  intrastate  passengers 
at  a  cost,  under  the  grross-ton-mile  basis,  of  1.72  cents  per  mile;  under 
the  basis  used  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  1.73  cents  per 
mile.  That  under  the  first  basis  it  earned  in  1915,  upon  a  fair  value  of 
the  property  used,  2.33  percent;  upon  the  carrier's  own  valuation,  1.58 
percent.  Under  the  second  basis,  2.13  percent  on  a  fair  value;  and  on 
the  carrier's  own  valuation,  1.45  percent.  For  the  year  1916,  under  the 
first  basis,  3.94  percent  on  a  fair  value,  and  2.68  on  the  carrier's  valua- 
tion; and  under  the  second  basis  3.70  percent  on  a  fair  value,  and  2.51 
percent  on  the  carrier's  own  valuation  of  its  property. 

In  1915  these  six  roads  handled  97.64  percent  of  the  entire  passenger 
business  in  Kansas,  divided  as  follows:  Rock  Island,  19.36  percent; 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe,  41.18  percent;  Union  Pacific,  11.67  per- 
cent; Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas,  4.97  percent;  St.  Louis-San  Fran- 
cisco, 7.64  percent;  Missouri  Pacific,  12.02  percent. 

Of  these  six  railroads,  the  Missouri  Pacific  is  the  only  one  where  there 
is  any  doubt  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  its  earnings  to  provide  proper  com- 
pensation for  the  use  of  its  property.  It  is  operated  in  a  similar  terri- 
tory under  similar  conditions,  and  in  a  very  large  number  of  instances, 
serves  the  same  communities  as  the  other  lines.  A  rate  of  two  cents 
per  mile  is  amply  compensatory  for  the  other  five  roads.  It  provides 
sufficient  revenue  and  clearly  demonstrates  that  the  rate  is  reasonable 
for  intrastate  passenger  business  in  Kansas.  A  passenger  fare  that  is 
compensatory  and  reasonable  for  the  other  five  roads  that  handle  85.02 
percent  of  all  the  passenger  business  in  Kansas  under  conditions  that 
exist,  is  certainly  reasonable  for  the  Missouri  Pacific.  Moreover,  the 
competitive  conditions  are  such  that  an  increase  for  this  road,  thereby 
fixing  its  rate  higher  than  that  of  its  competitors,  would  probably  re- 
duce rather  than  increase  its  revenues.  In  this  opinion  we  have  pointed 
out  the  reason  for  the  low  earning  on  its  passenger  business.  The  rem- 
edy lies  with  the  road  to  so  improve  its  service  as  to  merit  a  better  pat- 
ronage. 

As  to  the  financial  necessities  of  the  railroads,  an  examination  of 
the  reports  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1916,  shows  that  year 
was  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  the  railway  business  in  the 
United  States.  Practically  all  of  the  roads  whose  capitalized  indebted- 
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nesB  is  not  grrossly  in  excess  of  the  value  of  the  property  are  earning  a 
high  return  upon  their  capital  stock. 

The  net  income  on  three  of  the  principal  roads  in  Kansas  for  1916 
was  equivalent  to  returns  on  their  common  stock,  viz:  the  Rock  Island 
of  10.79  percent,  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  of  14.74  percent,  and 
the  Union  Pacijfic  14.76  percent.  It  is  true  that  roads  like  the  Missouri 
Pacific?,  whose  capitalization  is  far  beyond  its  value  and  that  have  operat- 
ing deficiencies  for  which  the  public  is  in  no  way  responsible,  are  nxA 
paying  a  return  upon  their  capital  stock,  and  no  rates  should  be  permit- 
ted that  would  provide  such  returns.  However,  roads  in  Kansas  as  a 
whole  are  earning  a  good  return  on  a  fair  value  of  their  property. 

The  foregoing  presentation  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  Kan- 
sas railways  demonstrates  that  the  present  intrastate  passenger  rate  of 
two  cents  a  mile  is  fair  and  reasonable,  and  that  no  increase  should  be 
allowed. 

We  therefore  conclude  that  the  request  for  an  increase  should  be 
denied  and  orders  will  issue  to  that  effect.  Joseph  L.  Bristow.

MEMORANDUM  OF  DISSENT. 
Foley,  Convmiasioner: 

I  dissent.  It  is  unnecessary,  as  well  as  inappropriate,  to  dignify 
these  few  utterances  by  calling  them  an  opinion.  The  time  at  my  dis- 
posal and  the  urgent  conditions  now  controlling,  preclude  anything  but 
the  briefest  summary  of  my  views.  I  may  hereafter  avail  myself  of  the 
privilege  of  filing  a  more  extended  statement  of  the  reasons  which  im- 
pel me  to  conclusions,  in  some  respects  radically  different  from  those 
reached  by  my  colleagues. 

I  agree  with  some  of  the  arguments  set  forth  in  the  majority  opinion 
of  the  Commission,  but  I  disagree  with  many  of  the  inferences  and  de- 
ductions drawn  from  the  evidence,  as  set  forth  in  that  opinion,  and  I 
disagree  with  the  effective  and  final  conclusions  reached  therein. 

What  is  the  issue  presented  for  determination,  as  applied  to  each  in- 
dividual railroad?  Let  us  take  one  system — the  Union  Pacific— for 
illustration.  Are  the  gross  revenues  for  the  entire  Union  Pacific  sys- 
tenl  sufficient  to  pay  all  proper  charges  and  operating  expenses  and  to 
yield  a  compensatory  return  upon  the  value  of  the  property  devoted  by 
it  to  a  public  use?  I  do  not  know.  That  is  not  the  issue  presented  for 
determination. 

Are  the  gross  passenger  revenues  on  the  entire  system  sufficient  to 
meet  all  outlays  and  expenses  properly  chargeable  to  the  passenger  serv- 
ice, and  to  yield  a  compensatory  return  upon  the  value  of  that  portion 
of  the  company's  property  devoted  to  the  passenger  service?  The  same 
answer:     I  do  not* know.     Th(U  is  not  the  issue  before  the  Commission. 

Are  the  gross  revenues  derived  from  the  intrastate  business  of  all 
kinds — freight,  passenger,  mail  and  express — sufficient  to  meet  all  out- 
lays and  expenditures  properly  chargeable  to  intrastate  service  of  all 
kinds  and  to  yield  a  compensatory  return  upon  the  value  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  company's  property  devoted  to  intrastate  traffic  of  all  kinds? 
Still  the  same  answer:    I  do  not  know;  and,  for  the  determination  of  the 
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issue   presented  to  the  Commission,  it  is  not  necessary  that  I  should 
know. 

The  question,  and  the  only  question,  before  us  relates  to  the  adequacy 
of  the  intrtxAtate  passenger  rates.  Though  the  net  revenues  of  the  Union 
Pacific  upon  all  of  its  business  might  be  sufficient  to  enable  it  to  declare 
princely  dividends  upon  its  capital  stock,  if  the  gross  revenues  derived 
from  its  purely  intrastate  passenger  service  are  sufficient  to  enable  it 
to  meet  all  outlays  and  expenses  properly  chargeable  to  that  class  of 
service,  and  to  yield  a  compensatory  return  upon  the  value  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  company's  property  dedicated  to  that  service,  then  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Commission  to  so  declare  and  to  advance  the  intrastate  pas- 
senger rates  to  an  adequate  extent. 

Subjected  to  this  test  the  conviction  is  borne  in  upon  my  mind  that 
the  existing  rate  is  inadequate.  No  attempt  will  be  made  at  this  time 
to  discuss  or  analyze  the  testimony.  There  was  a  bewildering  mass  of 
it  introduced.  Much  of  it  had  little,  if  any,  relevancy  to  the  real  issue. 
Hypotheses  and  formulae  of  different  kinds  were  advanced  which  it  is 
wholly  unnecessary  now  to  approve  or  disapprove.  The  showing  made 
by  one  of  the  roads  was  far  from  being  as  conclusive  as  could  be  wished. 
Nevertheless,  after  clearing  away  the  rubbish,  the  proof,  in  my  judg- 
ment, is  convincing,  overwhelming,  to  the  effect  that  the  intrastate  pas- 
senger rates  are  inadequately  low.  In  fact,  there  was  very  little  tes- 
timony produced  to  the  contrary.  Probably  very  little  could  be  produced. 
It  is  true  that  attempts  have  been  made  to  draw  certain  inferences  and 
deductions  from  portions  of  the  evidence,  but,  if  there  is  any  credence 
whatever  to  be  placed  in  human  testimony,  the  carriers  have  clearly 
established  the  fact  that  they  are  entitled  to  an  increase  in  intrastate 
passenger  rates  in  Kansas. 

To  what  extent  should  they  be  authorized  to  increase  those  rates? 
They  have  asked  authority  to  establish  and  make  effective  a  rate  of  3 
cents  per  mile.  Such  a  rate  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  altogether  ex- 
cessive. 

A  somewhat  careful  consideration  and  analysis  of  the  evidence  in- 
troduced by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  points  to  the  establishment  of  a 
rate  somewhere  between  2.4  cents  and  2.5  cents  per  mile.  An  equally 
careful  consideration  of  the  evidence  was  not  made  in  relation  to  all  the 
other  carriers,  but  I  believe  that  substantial  justice  would  be  done  by 
authorizing  the  publication  and  collection  of  the  following,  as  a  tenta- 
tive schedule  of  intrastate  passenger  rates  effective  on  and  after  Sep- 
tember 1,.  1917:

The  adequacy  of  this  rate  to  meet  the  demands  of  justice  as  applied 
to  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  and  the  Leavenworth  &  Topeka  Rail- 
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way  may  be  open  to  some  question.  So  far  as  practicable,  however,  in 
establishing  schedules  of  rates,  the  entire  trackage  of  tKe  state  should 
be  dealt  with  as  one  system;  and  whenever  manifest  injustice  is  not  ap- 
parent, a  parity,  or  substantial  parity,  of  rates  between  different  sys- 
tems should  be  established  and  maintained.  These  rates,  on  becoming 
effective,  should  be  regarded  as  only  a  tentative  schedule,  to  be  modified, 
if  necessary,  after  the  experience  of  one  or  two  years  has  shown  their 
effect  upon  the  amount  of  intrastate  traffic  and  upon  the  revenues  of  the 
respective  carriers.  C.  F.   Foley.

This  is  an  action  of  The  Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephone  Company  for 
permission  to  change  its  rates  in  the  city  of  Wellington. 

The  matter  was  first  heard  at  Wellington  on  April  25,  1916.  Ad- 
joTumed  hearings  were  held  on  several  subsequent  dates,  and  was  finally 
submitted  on  brief  and  by  oral  argument  on  January  3,  1918.  The  peti- 
tion alleges  that  the  present  rates  for  services  rendered  at  Wellington  are 
S2  for  business  telephones  and  $1  for  residence  telephones,  and  that  said 
lates  are  not  compensatory  but  are  wholly  inadequate  and  insufiieient  to 
pay  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  investment  necessarily  made  by  said 
company  in  its  property  used  and  useful  in  furnishing  telephone  service 
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in  said  city.     There  is  attached  to  the  petition,  and  made  a  part  thereof 
a  proposed  schedule  of  rates  which  petitioner  alleges  would  be  reasoB*  | 
able  rates  for  the  service  rendered,  to  wit :

The  Missouri  company  was  incorporated  August  24,  1882,  and  on  De- 
«mber  29,  1916,  was  controlled  by  the  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
?raph  Company  through  ownership  of  practically  all  of  its  entire  out- 
standing capital  stock,  amounting  to  $13,627,700.  On  December  29,  1916, 
tbe  name  of  the  Misouri  company  was  changed  to  the  Southwestern  Bell 
Telephone  Company  (which  company  will  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as 
the  petitioner),  at  which  time  its  authorized  capital  stock  was  increased 
from  $20,000,000  to  $50,000,000,  of  which  $31,127,700  is  now  outstand- 
^^%j  practically  all  owned  by  The  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company.  In  January,  1917,  the  petitioner  purchased  all  of  the  property 
of  The  Southwestern  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Company  (a  New  York 
corporation)  in  Arkansas;  and  all  of  the  property  of  The  Southwestern 
Telegraph  and  Telephone  Company  (a  Missouri  corporation)  in  Missouri; 
it  also  acquired  substantially  all  the  outstanding  stock  of.  The  Pioneer 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  (operating  in  Oklahoma)  in  ex- 
change for  its  own  stock,  thereby  becoming  the  owner,  directly  or  indi- 
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rectly,  of  what  may  be  termed  the  Bdl  Telephone  plants  in  the  states  d 
Kansas,  Missouri,  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma.  The  testimony  shows  that 
The  Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephone  Company  has  paid  no  dividends  upon 
its  stock  since  1906.

It  apears  that  during  the  year  1916,  after  paying  operating  expenses 
and  taxes,  providing  for  depreciation,  and  paying  interest  at  a  rate  of  5 
percent  on  honds,  and  paying  The  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  interest  (at  rates  of  5  and  6  percent)  on  notes  held  by  tiiat  com- 
pany, and  providing  for  other  deductions  aggregating  $749,340,  there 
was  a  surplus  of  $585,766.  It  is  ptated  that  the  stock  (except  a  small 
amount)  was  sold  at  par — that  is^  represents  full  value.  Even  though 
this  he  true.  The  American  Telephone  and  Telegrai^  Company  se^ns  to 
have  paid  only  $8498.965»50  for  stock  of  a  par  value  of  $13^27,700  (total 
amount  outstanding  December  29, 1916).  The  net  surplus  for  1916,  while 
amounting  to  only  4*30  percent  upon  the  total  outstanding  capital  stock 
of  $13,627,700,  amounts  to  7.14  percent  upon  the  value  of  this  amount  of 
stock  as  it  stands  upon  the  books  of  The  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company.  The  above  statement  also  shows  a  very  decided  increase 
in  net  income  from  year  to  year,  that  for  1916  being  more  than  six  times 
as  much  as  for  1913. 

The  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  was  incprjwrated 
February  28,  1885,  in  New  York.  It  is  the  parent  company  of  the  so- 
called  "Bell  System"  operating  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  The 
parent  company  directly  operates  the  long-distance  lines;  the  associated 
companies  (in  which  the  parent  company  usually  owns  a  majority  or  all 
the  stock)  operate  the  local  exchanges  and  toll  lines,  under  licenses  re- 
ceived from  the  parent  company. 

In  March,  1900,  The  American  Bell  Telephone  Company  transferred  all 
of  the  stocks  and  all  of  the  bonds  of  the  licensees  owned  by  it  to  The 
American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  receiving  stock  in  pajmient 
for  the  bonds,  and  two  shares  of  the  stock  of  The  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  were  given  for  each  share  of  The  Bell  Telephone 
Company.  This  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  capital  stock  outstanding 
without  increasing  the  property. 

The  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  exclusive  of  con- 
trolled companies,  had  outstanding  December  31,  1916,  capital  stock 
amounting  to  $395,635,619,  and  funded  debt  amounting  to  $200,457,100. 
It  had  a  plant  and  equipment  account  of  $68,721,040.51,  against  which 
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there  was  a  reserve  for  accmed  depreciation  amounting  to  $16,069,027.41, 
or  nearly  26  percent.  This  left  a  net  fixed  capital'of  $52,652,018.10.  The 
company  owned  securities  of  affiliated  companies  of  a  600A;  vtihie  of 
$459^307,697.27,  and  had  advanced  to  system  corporations  for  construction^ 
equipment,  etc.,  $61,171,584.  During  the  year  1916  it  paid  dividends  of 
$31,122,187.46,  which  was  8  percent  upon  its  capital  stock  outstanding, 
and  appropriated  for  gir^lHng  and  reserve  funds  $2,500,000,  and  had  a 
surplus  for  the  year  of  $4,391,090.13.  Of  its  investment  in  plant  and 
equipment  of  $68,721^)40.51,  $44,800,184.75,  or  approximately  two-thirds, 
is  invested  in  toll  lines.  The  revenue  from  toll  service  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $17,208,564.17. 

The  American  T^l^^one  and  Telegraph  Company  on  Dec^nber  31, 
1916,  owned  all  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock  of  the  Missouri  and  Kan- 
sas Telephone  Company,  par  value  $13,627,700,  having  a  book  value 
(¥rfaich  represents  the  cost  to  it)  of  $8,198,965.50.  The  reports  do  not 
disclose  the  basis  for  the  book  value.  This  stock  was  originally  acquired 
on  the  basis  of  $42^85  of  The  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany's ^iock  for  each  $100  of  The  Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephcme  Com- 
pany's stock  During  1911  The  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany offered  to  exchange  its  stock  for  minority  stock  of  The  Missouri  and 
Kansas  Telephone  Company,  of  which  there  was  outstanding  at  that  time 
$1,663,500,  on  the  basis  of  $300  of  The  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company's  stock  for  $700  of  The  Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephone 
Compansr's  stock.  As  has  heretofore  been  stated,  the  report  for  December 
31, 1916,  shows  that  all  the  stock  had  been  acquired. 

The  petitioner  operates  approximately  60  exchanges  in  Kansas;  one 
of  which  is  located  at  Wellington,  having  a  population  of  aproximately 
6,000.  This  exchange  on  March  1,  1917,  was  furnishing  service  to  sub- 
scribers, as  follows: 

273  individual  line  business  stations. 
286  individual  line  resid^ice  stations. 
606  two-party  line  residence  stations* 

18  business  extension  stations. 

25  residence  extension  stations. 

10  service  line  company  instrument  stations. 

49  service  stations. 
1  toll  terminal. 

VALUATIONS. 

There  was  submitted  in  evidence  four  separate  appraisals  of  the  local 
exchange  property  (see  Table  No.  1).  One,  a  reproduction  cost  new  es- 
timate was  prepared  by  Mr.  Kositzky,  general  plant  superintendent  of 
petitioner.  In  its  unit  prices  for  materials,  the  cost  of  poles  and  cable 
is  determined  by  trend  curves;  for  other  materials  an  average  price  of 
from  two  to  five  years  is  used.  This  appraisal  fixed  the  cost  new  of  the 
physical  property  at  $69,290,  which  is  the  highest  amount  submitted.  In 
addition  to  this,  witness  submitted  an  original  cost  estimate  (Exhibit  24), 
showing  value  of  physical  property  to  be  $63,734,  exclusive  of  right  of 
way,  materials  and  supplies,  and  working  capital.

Mr.  Noble,  engineer  and  general  plant  superintendent  of  The  Pioneer 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  (now  owned  by  the  petitioner),  pre- 
pared an  appraisal,  using  the  same  material  prices  as  did  Mr.  Kositzky, 
and  determined  a  cost  new  figure  for  the  physical  property  of  $67,508. 

The  Commission's  engineering  staff  submitted  a  fourth  appraisal  of  the 
physical  property,  as  a  going  concern,  in  the  amount  of  $59,342,  based 
upon  a  reproduction  cost  theory,  using  an  average  price  of  labor  and 
materials  extending  over  a  period  of  five  years. 

The  differences  between  the  engineering  staff's  cost  new  figure  and  the 
cost  new  figures  of  the  engineers  for  the  petitioner  are  due  partially  to 
the  fact  that  the  latter  used  trend  prices  for  certain  materials.  In  the 
opinion  of  this  Commission,  the  trend  curves  used  herein,  in  which  the 
initial  point  is  largely  the  governing  factor  of  the  result,  should  not  be 
used  in  fixing  the  reasonable,  fair  value  of  property  under  consideration 
for  rate-making  purposes. 
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Accrtied  Depreciation. 

Petitioner's  engineer  testified  that  the  switchboard  was  installed  in 
1909,  was  in  96  percent  condition^  and  that  the  life  of  switchboards  is 
very  much  less  than  fifteen  years  (record  110) ;  that  502  poles  out  of 
1,073  were  set  in  190&  (record,  289),  and  are  in  85  percent  condition; 
that  the  average  life  of  poles  in  Wellington  is  not  more  than  nine  or  ten 
years  (record,  112),  and  that  more  than  50  percent  of  the  subscribers' 
equipment  has  been  installed  since  1909  (record,  111),  and  is  in  98  percent 
condition.  Notwithstanding  these  facts,  witness  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
plant  as  a  whole  was  in  92.5  percent  condition  at  the  date  of  the  valua- 
tion (record,  113). 

Witness  gave  as  his  reason  for  using  such  a  high  condition  percent 
that  renewals  are  going  on  continually,  which  keep  the  equipment  in  a 
high  state  of  efficiency  (record,  111,  112,  297).  Information  furnished  the 
Commission,  together  with  petitioner's  exhibit  48,  shows  that  for  the 
years  1915  and  1916  there  was  but  $1,992.69  charged  to  renewals  and  re- 
placements. In  1915  $5,904.25  was  charged  to  depreciation.  Assuming 
the  same  amount  to  have  been  charged  in  1916,  the  total  charge  for  the 
two  years  would  have  been  $11,808.50.  It  thus  appears  that  the  petitioner 
in  said  two  years  actually  withdrew  $9,815.81  of  the  fixed  capital  invested 
in  Wellington,  being  14.16  percent  of  the  reproduction  cost  new  of  the 
physical  property  as  determined  by  Mr.  Kositzky. 

Mr.  Noble  testified  that  it  was  his  best  judgment  that  the  plant  was  in 
90  (or  a  little  better)  percent  condition  (record  329) ,  but  he  did  not  give 
any  supporting  data  or  figures. 

The  CJommission's  eng^ineering  staff,  by  depreciating  the  cost  new  of 
each  item  of  the  property  for  each  year  of  its  age  an  amount  which  if 
allowed  for  each  year  of  its  probable  life  (determined  by  inspection  modi- 
fied by  average  life  statistics)  would  at  the  end  of  that  life  total  the  cost 
new  of  the  item,  developed  a  present  value  of  the  physical  property  of 
$43,784.  The  composite  condition  percent  of  the  property  as  thus  de- 
veloped by  the  Commission's  engineering  staff  is  73.78  percent. 

The  amounts  of  the  accrued  depreciation  of  the  physical  property,  ex- 
clusive of  materials  and  supplies  and  working  capital,  as  determined  in 
the  different  appraisals,  are  as  follows :

Cost  of  Establishing  Business, 
Petitioner's  engineer  submitted  four  different  exhibits,  numbered  22, 
23,  59  and  60,  purporting  to  show  the  cost  of  establishing  business  in 
Wellington,  representing  same  to  be  $22,434.75.  (Witness  used  $14,033 
to  cover  this  item  in  his  appraisal.)  It  is  sufficient  to  say  here  that  this 
amount  of  $22,434.75  (Exhibit  23)  is  largely  based  upon  assumptions 
and  conjectures,  which  may  be  varied  at  will  to  arrive  at  any  precon- 
ceived amount.  $13,464  of  this  sum  is  termed  "operating  deficit"  and 
was  determined  by  the  comparative  plant  method,  which  is  purely  con- 
jectural.   Mr.  Noble  allowed  $13,881  for  the  cost  of  establishing  the  busi- 
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ness,  which  he  stated  was  20  percent  of  the  total  cost  exclusive  of  work- 
ing capital.  He  used  20  percent  for  the  reason  that  he  recently  computed 
the  cost  of  establishing  the  business  of  The  Pioneer  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  by  the  Camden  or  modified  Alvord  method,  which  re- 
sulted in  20.53  percen^t  of  the  structural  value.  The  witness'  explanation 
for  using  that  particular  method  was  that  it  came  nearest  arriving  at  the 
result.  The  record  is  not  clear  at  this  point  as  to  what  result  witness  re- 
ferred (record,  318). 

The  engineering  staff  valUed  the  property  as  a  going  telephone  plant 
No  other  evidence  was  introduced. 

Overhead  Costs, 

Petitioner's  engineer  in  reproduction  cost  estimate  allowed  a  total  of 
$9/)26  for  overheads^  or  14.98  percent  of  the  cost  new  of  the  physical 
property.  This  is  made  up  of  4  percent  for  omissifms  and  contingencies, 
5  percent  for  engineering,  2  percent  for  general  expense,  .59  percent  for 
taxes,  and  2.5  percent  for  interest  and  confltruction  compounded  in  same 
order.  Mr.  Noble  allowed  $6,803  for  overhead  costs,  exclusive  of  engineer-* 
ing,  for  which  an  allowance  was  made  in  his  unit  prices.  This  would  be 
10.8  percent,  exclusive  of  engineering. 

The  Commission's  engineering  staff  allowed  $7,528  for  overheads, 
which  is  14.53  percent  of  the  cost  new  of  the  physical  proper^.  In  each 
valuation  the  overheads  were  depreciated  in  the  same  proportion  as  was 
Uie  physical  property. 

Working  CapUaL 

The  figure  of  $1,838  was  submitted  by  petitioner  as  a  proper  amount 
to  be  allowed  for  working  capital  (Exhibit  46).  The  method  used  in 
determining  this  sum  assumed  that  the  average  monthly  balance  of  cash, 
accounts  receivable,  pr^ayments  less  the  balance  of  accounts  payaMe, 
unearned  revenue  and  other  current  liabilities  of  the  entire  system  should 
be  prorated  to  the  local  exchange  on  the  same  basis  as  the  ratio  of  the 
investaaent  in  Wellington  to  the  total  investment  of  petitioner,  using  as 
the  investment  in  Wellington  Mr.  Kositzky's  reproduction  cost  new  esti- 
mate, and  to  this  amount  was  added  $645  for  items  directly  chargeable  to 
the  local  exchange. 

Petitioner's  service  rules  in  force  at  Wellington  provide  for  advance 
payment  of  exchange  rentals,  same  to  be  paid  by  the  15th  day  of  the  cur- 
rent month.  The  result  is  that  funds  are  provided  in  reasonable  amount 
to  meet  a  large  portion  of  the  current  expenditures.  It  can,  therefore,  be 
assumed  that  one-twelfth  of  the  1915  operating  expenses,  plus  miscel- 
laneous deductions  from  revenues,  totalling  $1,130,  should  be  a  reason- 
able and  proper  allowance  for  working  capital. 

Allowance  for  Accruing  Depreciation. 
The  engineer  for  the  petitioner  testified  that  the  annual  allowance 
for  accruing  depreciation  for  the  Wellington  plant  should  be  8.86  per- 
cent of  the  cost  new  of  the  physical  property.  Based  upon  Mr.  Kositzk/s 
valuation,  including  right  of  way  and  general  tools  and  general  oflke 
furniture,  this  amounts  to  $5,904.25.  The  Commission's  engineering  staff 
arrived  at  $3,877.71  as  the  correct  amount  to  be  eet  aside  for  deprecia- 
tion, which  is  6.5  percent  upon  the  reproduction  cost  new  of  the  physical 
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property  of  $59,342,  phis  $81&  for  general  tools  and  general  office  furni- 
tawe  as  determined  by  it,  which  provide*  a  fund  sufficient  to  rebuild  the 
entire  pktnt  in  15.8^  year&.    The  petitioner  contends  that  this  allowance 
is  too  low.    Figures  furnished  to  the  Commission  by  petitioner  ^ow  that 
m  1915  $1,033^45  and  in  1916  $969.24  was  charged  against  this  depre- 
ciation reserve.    It  is,  however,  apparent  that  only  minor  replacements 
were  made  during  those  years.    Conceding  that  one  of  the  purposes  of  a 
depreciation  fund  is  to  provide  for  future  replacements  by  reason  of  in- 
adequacy and  obsolescence,  yet  there  seems  to  be  no  necessity  for  so  large 
a  fund  as  petitioner  seeks  to  create.    Deducting  from  the  allowance  made 
by  the  Commission's  engineering  staff  of  $3,877.71,  the  average  amount 
expended  in  1915  and  1916,  there  remains^  an  annual  unexpended  balance 
of  $2381.47,  which  appears  to  be  ample  for  all  requirements. 
Operating  Revenues  and  Expenses, 
Petitioner  submitted  exhibits  showing  the  operating  revenues  and  ex- 
penses of  this  exchange.    Exhibit  No.  43,  covering  the  year  1915,  shows 
a  net  income  of  $6,500.08,  from  which  is  deducted  $5,904.25  as  an  allow- 
ance for   accruing  depreciation.     This   exhibit  assumes   the  equity  of 
charging  the  entire  operating  expenses  of  the  exchange,  both  toll  and 
local,-  to  local  exchange  service,  and  of  crediting  revenues  with  only  25 
percent  of  the  toll  revenue  originating  within  the  exchange  area.     It  is 
further  assumed  that  25  percent  of  the  originating  toll  revenues  is  a  rea- 
sonable allowance  and  is  compensatory  for  service  rendered  by  the  local 
exchange  to  the  toll  system.    It  is  not  contended  in  this  case  that  such  an 
allowance  bears  any  relation  whatever  to  the  cost  of  performing  the  serv- 
ice.   It  is  claimed  that  as  petitioner  makes  such  a  payment  to  local  ex- 
changes operated  by  independent  companies  for  toll  business  originated 
by  them,  that  it  is  a  fair  allowance  to  make  to  its  own  exchanges.    This 
allowance  may  or  may  not  be  ample»  depending  entirely  upon  circum- 
stances existing  at  each  individual  exchange. 

This  Commission  has  had  no  occasion  heretofore  to  formally  pass  on 
thia  question,  and  has  not  directly  or  indirectly  given  its  approval  to  this 
adjustments 

The  Wellington  exchange,  in  addition  to  furnishing  local  exchange 
service^  is  used  as  a  toll  center  for  petitioners*  toll  lines,  and  a  large  vol- 
ume of  toU  business  not  originating  on  the  local  exchange  is  handled 
through  this  office.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  25  percent  commission  usually 
allowed  on  originating  toll  business  was  ever  intended  to  compensate  for 
the  handling  of  a  large  volume  of  through  business  in  addition  to  the 
messages  originated  locally;  moreover,  the  method  followed  by  petitioner 
seems  to  assume  that  toll  business  is  an  unimportant  and  incidental 
branch  of  the  telephone  business.  Such  is  not  the  case.  The  annual  re- 
port of  this  petitioner  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  shows  that  toll 
revenues  amounted  to  32  percent  of  its  total  telephone  business  in  Kan- 
sas. For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1915  (Exhibit  43),  toll  revenues 
of  the  Wellington  exchange  amounted  to  31.92  percent  of  its  total  rev- 
enues. In  order  to  test  the  reasonableness  of  exchange  rates  now  under 
consideration  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  fair  and  proper  apportionment  of 
expenses  between  local  exchange  service  and  toll  service.    The  principle 
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is  well  settled  that  in  testing  the  reasonableness  of  a  rate  for  a  specific 
service  there  must  be  determined  the  amount  of  expenses  properly  assign- 
able to  such  service,  and  the  value  of  the  property  used,  according  to  the 
extent  of  its  employment  in  performing  such  service.  We  have  in  this 
case  a  telephone  utility  furnishing  two  distinct  services,  incurring  ex- 
penses and  employing  property  in  common  in  performing  such  services, 
and  the  problem  presented  is  to  make  an  equitable  division  of  such  com- 
mon expenses  and  property  between  these  two  important  branches  of  the 
service.  Different  views  are  held  by  those  familiar  with  the  subject,  and 
one  question  necessary  to  a  proper  determination  of  the  problem,  so  far 
as  we  know,  has  never  been  definitely  passed  upon  by  court  or  commission, 
and  that  is  whether  the  toll  business  should  carry  expenses  from  toll 
board  to  toll  board  only,  and  that  such  business  between  the  subscribers^ 
station  and  the  toll  board  should  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  exchange 
service;  or  whether  toll  service  should  be  regarded  as  a  separate  branch 
of  the  business  from  the  originating  subscribers'  station  to  the  terminat- 
ing subscribers'  station,  and,  retaining  its  identity  as  such,  should  bear 
its  just  proportion  of  all  expenses.  In  the  opinion  of  this  Commission, 
the  latter  method  should  be  applied  when  there  is  a  common  ownership 
of  local  exchange  and  toll  properties,  as  in  this  case,  and  therefore  a 
division  of  the  expenses  has  been  made  accordingly,  and  the  results  are 
hereinafter  shown. 

The  method  followed  by  petitioner  in  assigning  to  the  Wellington  ex- 
change 25  percent  of  the  toll  revenues  originating  locally  places  that  ex- 
change upon  the  same  basis  as  an  independently  operated  exchange.  If 
this  method  is  to  be  followed  the  expenses  of  the  Wellington  exchange 
should  also  be  placed  upon  the  basis  of  an  independent  exchange;  in  other 
words,  it  is  fundamentally  wrong  to  treat  the  Wellington  exchange  as  if 
it  were  operated  by  an  independent  company  as  far  as  an  allowance  of 
revenue  from  the  toll  business  is  concerned,  and  at  the  same  time  to  as- 
sume that  it  should  bear  a  proportion  of  all  overhead  and  other  expenses 
of  a  large  organization  maintained  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  toll  business,  and  that  it  should  also  bear  the  expense  of  the 
additional  operators  necessary  to  check  and  transmit  the  toll  business 
originating  at  other  points. 

While  the  extensive  and  complex  organization  maintained  by  The 
Southwestern  Bell  Telephone  Company  may  be  necessary  for  the  effi- 
cient management  of  a  business  of  such  vast  magnitude  as  it  transacts, 
yet  it  would  be  unfair  and  unjust  to  local  exchange  subscribers  to  charge 
them  higher  rates  for  their  service  than  would  be  necefesary  to  maintain 
3  similar  service  by  an  independent  company;  consequently  it  is  essential 
that  the  toll  service  should  bear  its  just  proportion  of  all  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  operation  of  the  exchange. 

Petitioner's  Exhibits  40  and  43  show  the  expenses  assigned  to  the 
Wellington  exchange  for  the  years  1914  and  1915,  respectively.  Some  of 
these  expenses  are  direct,  others  are  prorated  currently  in  the  regular 
course  of  business,  while  still  others  were  prorated  for  the  purpose  of 
this  case. 

In  Table  No.  2,  which  follows,  a  division  is  made  of  such  expenses  as 
are  shown  in  Exhibit  43  for  the  year  1915  between  local  exchange  serv- 
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ice  and  toll  service.  All  the  figures  presented  by  the  petitioner  have 
been  used  excepting  in  one  instance.  In  the  item  of  "advertising"  an 
examination  of  the  detailed  records  shows  that  of  the  direct  expense  of 
$195.77  charged  to  the  Welling^ton  exchange,  $126.86  was  charged  in  the 
month  of  November,  1915.  Upon  inquiry  it  developed  that  a  large 
amount  of  advertising  was  d<me  in  that  month  in  connection  with  this

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application.  It  would  be  unfair  to  use  such  an  expense  for  the  ptnrpose 
of  testing:  the  reasonableness  of  rates,  and  there  has  been  eliminated  $100 
of  this  amount,  still  leaving  a  greater  charge  than  for  any  other  month. 

The  division  of  expenses  between  local  exchange  and  toll  service  in 
the  foregoing  table  has  been  made  upon  the  following  bases : 

The  petitioner  furnished  copies  of  peg  counts  made  during  the  year 
1915,  which  were  used  as  a  basis  for  the  apportionment.  The  average 
for  the  whole  year  was  thus  available,  and  it  was  possible  by  making 
certain  detailed  studies  to  obtain  sufficient  information  for  use  i^  this 
case. 

The  study  made  of  toll  calls  which  originated  in  Wellington  proper 
and  in  the  tributary  stations  gaVe  a  ratio  between  the  two  at  the  tinw 
of  the  study,  and  this  ratio  was  assumed  to  be  applicable  to  the  period 
covered  by  the  peg  count.  A  division  was  made  of  the  total  toll  calls 
on  this  basis.    A  similar  division  was  made  for  the  inward  calls. 

Maintenance  expenses  are  divided  between  local  exchange  and  toll  on 
a  line  and  instrument  use  basis.  The  relative  number  of  calls  charge- 
able to  local  exchange  and  to  toll  were  obtained  from  the  1916  peg  counts. 
The  calls  counted  in  the  local  peg  count  include  all  toll  calls  originating 
at  the  subscribers'  stations,  as  these  come  to  the  local  operator  first  and 
are  trunked  to  the  toll  position.  About  10  percent  of  the  toll  calls  arie 
from  pay  stations,  so  that  only  approximately  90  percent  of  these  need 
to  be  deducted  from  the  local  calls  as  counted  in  order  to  make  the  necei^ 
sary  correction.  Each  originating  local  exchange  call  is  charged-  with 
two  line  and  instrument  uses.  Each  originating  toll  call  is  charged 
with  two  line  and  instrument  uses,  and  each  inward  toll  call  is  charge 
with  one  use. 

The  coefficients  used  here  for  the  toll  line  and  instrument  uses  are 
each  the  absolute  minimum.  It  is  believed  that  if  a  detailed  study  were 
made  of  this  traffic  that  coefficient  of  at  least  3  for  outward  and  2  for 
inward  calls  would  be  found  to  be  more  exact.  The  coefficients  used  are 
based  on  the  fact  that  the  subscriber  must  call  in  and  place  his  call  with 
the  toll  operator,  thus  making  one  use.  When  the  operator  reaches  the 
party  called,  she  must  call  the  subscriber  to  the  telephone  again  to  talk, 
making  a  second  use.  Usually;  however,  the  line  is  used  several  times 
for  making  reports  on  the  calls,  so  that  the  coefficient  2  is  imdoubtedly 
too  small.  On  inward  calls  it  is  necessary  at  times  to  make  a  number 
of  uses  of  the  line  in  order  to  locate  the  particular  party  called.  The  co- 
efficients 3  and  2,  if  used,  would  give  96.7  percent  to  local  exchange  and 
3.3  percent  to  toll  service,  instead  of  98.1  percent  to  local  exchange  and 
1.9  percent  to  toll  service,  as  used. 

Fr(mi  the  uses  calculated  on  the  above  basis  the  percent  chargeable 
to  toll  and  the  percent  chargeable  to  local  exchange  are  obtained,  and  the 
amounts  chargeable  to  local  exchange  and  to  toll  service  obtained  by 
applying  the  percentages  to  the  total  maintenance  expenses. 

Traffic  expenses  are  divided  on  the  basis  of  the  operator  units  used  in 
handling  the  calls  according  to  the  peg  counts  for  the  year  1915.  The 
coefficients  applied  in  equating  the  calls  are  based  on  the  relative  amount 
of  time  required  to  handle  the  various  classes,  using  the  time  needed  to 
handle  one  local  city  call  as  one  imit.    Account  No.  632,  pay  statiafi  ex- 
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penseM,  however,  is  all  charged  to  toll,  as  this  is  a  strictly  toll  expense. 
Were  it  possible  to  go  more  thoroughly  into  the  analysis,  some  of  the  other 
accounts  might  be  apportioned  on  a  different  basis,  but  it  is  believed  that 
the  results  would  not  be  sufficiently  affected  to  justify  such  a  detailed 
study  as  would  be  necessary  to  make  the  more  exact  apportionment. 

Commercial  expenses  have  been  assigrned  as  follows: 

General  and  local  commercial^  administration  and  canvassing  were  di- 
vided ui>on  the  basis  of  the  division  of  other  commercial-expense  accounts. 
The  amount  charged  to  canvassing  is  practically  all  an  arbitary  division 
of  the  salary  of  the  manager  and  cashier  at  Wellingrton. 

Advertising,  while  probably  properly  assignable  to  toll  service,  has  all 
been  assigned  to  exchange  service,  due  to  lack  of  specific  data. 

Directory  expense  has  also  been  assigned  wholly  to  exchangee  service. 

Pay  station  commission  has  all  been  assig^ned  to  toll. 

Revenue  OrCCOHnting  has  been  assigned  on  the  basis  of  the  pay-rolls  of 
the  accounting  bureau,  maintained  at  Wichita,  Kan. 

The  payroll  of  this  bureau  for  March,  1915,  amounted  to  $882.50.  Of 
this  amount  the  payrolls  indicate  that  $365  id  chargeable  directly  to  toll 
service;  $392.50  is  common  between  local  exchange  and  toll  service,  and 
$125  is  for  supervision.  During  the  year  there  were  14,148  accounts  at 
Wellington ;  of  these  8,935  were  without  and  5,213  with  toll  charges.  Con- 
sidering the  exchange  rental  charge  as  one  unit  and  the  toll  charge  as 
two  units,  there  were  10,426  toll  units  and  14,148  local  exchange  units. 
The  common  expense  has  been  divided  On  this  basis  and  the  supervisory 
expense  has  been  divided  on  the  basis  of  assigned  charges,  and  a  percent- 
age established  which  has  been  applied  to  the  amount  shown  in  Exhibit 
43.  The  accounts  with  the  toll  charges  are  assumed  as  two  units  for  the 
reason  that  the  ledger  clerks  enter  sfaid  toll  charges  upon  such  bills  with 
a  pen,  while  the  rental  bills  are  made  out  on  a  machine  at  the  Kansas  City 
office.  The  expense  incident  to  rental  bills  does  not  appear  on  the  Wichita 
office  payrc^  but  it  is  a  very  small  amount  and  its  effect  on  this  percent- 
age would  be  negligible. 

Revenue  collecting  has  been  divided  upon  the  basis  of  the  nimiber  of 
accounts — 14,148  local  exchange  and  5,213  toll  units.  This  assumes  that 
the  same  time  is  consumed  in  collecting  a  local  exchange  rental  and  a  toll 
charge,  whereas  the  toll  charge  undoubtedly  consumes  more  time,  as  sub- 
scribers are  more  likely  to  question  toll  charges,  making  it  necessray  to 
look  up  tickets  and  give  lengthy  explanations.  Since  no  time  tests  were 
made,  the  minimum  charge  to  the  toll  service  was  used. 

General  expenses,  except  insurance,  have  all  been  divided  on  the  basis 
of  the  division  of  all  preceding  accounts. 

It  is  not  the  intention  at  this  time  to  criticize  the  method  employed  by 
petitioner  in  prorating  expenses  among  its  varous  exchanges,  yet  it  seems 
necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  as  a  practical  proposition  this 
method  undoubtedly  does  assign  more  expenses  to  the  smaller  exchanges 
than  those  incurred  by  similar  exchanges  when  independently  operated. 
It  may  be  pertinent  to  call  attention  here  to  one  item  of  prorated  ex- 
penses.   The  payrolls  of  the  accounting  bureau  at  Wichita  for  the  month 
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of  December,  1917,  show  that  one  ledger  clerk,  who  received  $45  per 
month,  handled  the  accounts  for  Wellington,  Augusta,  and  part  of  the 
Wichita  accounts.    The  number  of  such  accounts  were : 

Wellington 1,197 

Augusta 773 

Wichita    2,948 

Total 4,918 

The  Wellington  proportion  of  the  $45  was  24.3  percent,  or  $10.94.  The 
toll  reports  for  this  exchange  were  made  by  two  employees,  who  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  time  were  engaged  in  other  work.  These  two 
clerks  received  in  the  aggregate  $70  per  month.  They  spent  a  total  of 
27^  hours  per  month  making  toll  reports  for  Anthony  and*  Wellington, 
involving  2,296  tickets  for  Anthony  and  2,244  tickets  for  Wellington. 
The  expense  chargeable  to  Wellington  was  therefore  less  than  $5,  and 
the  total  for  both  the  ledger  clerk  and  toll-report  clerks  was  not  to  exceed 
$15  per  month,  or  $180  per  year,  assuming  this  was  an  average  month. 
It  is  true  that  this  amount  does  not  include  a  small  expense  incident  to 
making  the  exchange  bills  at  Kansas  City,  and  a  small  i>OFtion  of  the 
time  of  two  calculating-machine  operators  and  two  toll-ticket  sorters. 
The  cost  of  stationery  and  postage  should  be  added.  There  was  prorated 
to  this  exchange  a  portion  of  the  salary  of  a  supervisor  of  the  bureau,  a 
ledger  supervisor,  a  toll  supervisor,  a  clerk  for  special  work,  and  other 
overhead  expenses.  Reference  to  Table  No.  2  shows  the  charge  against 
the  Wellington  exchange  for  1915  for  revenue  accounting  to  be  $765.59. 

An  income  account,  on  page  163,  is  designated  Table  No.  3. 

The  operating  revenues  shown  herein  are  taken  from  petitioner's  Ex- 
hibit No.  43,  and  the  division  between  local  exchange  and  toll  service  is 
direct.  Operating  expenses  are  taken  from  Table  No.  2,  heretofore  given. 
The  other  income  items  are  also  taken  from  Exhibit  No.  43. 

Rents  from  other  operating  property  have  been  divided  the  same  a^ 
general  expenses  divide. 

License  revenue,  Dr,  f  98 5.5 9,  represents  an  amount  paid  to  the  Ameri- 
can Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  a  contract  existing  between  that  company  and  this  petitioner,  com- 
monly known  and  referred  to  as  the  "4V2  percent  agreement.''  This  per- 
cent is  paid  by  petitioner  on  its  gross  annual  income  to  The  American 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for  the  rental  of  transmitters,  re- 
ceivers and  induction  coils,  and  for  other  valuable  and  expert  services 
which  it  is  claimed  the  parent  company  renders  petitioner.  The  testimony 
shows  that  the  equipment  furnished  by  the  parent  company  can  be  bought 
upon  the  open  market  by  anyone  desiring  the  same.  The  officials  and  de- 
partment heads  of  petitioner  are  highly  qualified  and  expert  men,  whose 
salaries  and  other  expenses  are  apportioned  to  each  local  exchange  as  has 
been  heretofore  shown.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  this  petitioner  is 
fully  equipped  to  properly  solve  any  problems  connected  with  its  business 
at  Wellington  without  further  assistance.  Considering  the  relationship 
existing  between  the  companies  in  question,  this  item  has  the  appearance 
of  being  an  arbitrary  charge.    It  will  suffice  to  say  that  the  inclusion  of 
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Table  III.

this  amount  is  not  approved,  although  it  has  been  used  in  Table  No.  3, 
since  the  elimination  of  it  and  the  substitution  of  other  allowances  would 
have  made  no  material  differences  in  the  results  in  the  case  at  bar. 

Uncollectible  operating  revenues  are  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  ex- 
change revenues. 

Taxes  are  apportioned  on  the  line  and  instrwnent  use  basis. 

Rent  deductions  for  telephone  office  are  apportioned  according  to  the 
use  made  of  the  property.  The  local  portion  is  divided  on  the  traffic, 
plant  and  commercial  basis,  according  to  the  space  used. 

SUMMARY. 

Reference  has  heretofore  been  made  to  the  business-residence  combina- 
ticn  rate  maintained  by  petitioner,  which  is  25  cents  per  month  less  than 
its  published  rates.  On  March  1,  1917,  the  number  of  subscribers  receiv- 
ing this  preferential  rate  had  increased  to  162.    The  present  rate  for  in- 
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dividual  line  residence  service  is  $1.25,  being  the  same  rate  as  that  main- 
tained for  two-party  line  service,  causing  a  discrimination  that  should  not 
exist.  Increasing  the  individual  line  residence  rate  to  $1.50  per  month 
would  correct  this  situation.  On  December  31,  1916,  there  were  261  in- 
dividual line  residence  telephones  in  service  at  Wellington.  If  the  rate 
for  this  service  were  increased  to  $1.50  per  month  and  the  combination 
rate  heretofore  referred  to  eliminated,  the  revenues  of  petitioner  would 
be  increased  $1,107  per  annum,  which,  when  added  to  $4,376.93,  the  net 
income  available  for  return  on  property  (as  shown  by  Table  No.  3), 
would  increase  the  available  net  income  to  $5,483.93.  This  sum  will  yield 
a  return  at  a  rate  of  8.95  percent  per  annum  on  $61,296,  which  is  the  re- 
production cost  new,  not  depreciated,  as  determined  by  the  Commission's 
engineering  staff.  It  would  also  provide  a  rate  of  return  of  11.99  percent 
upon  $45,738,  the  reproduction  cost  new,  less  depreciation,  as  determined 
by  the  engineering  staff,  and  8.26  percent  upon  $66,396,  the  original  cost 
of  the  property  (exclusive  of  right  of  way),  plus  the  working  capital,  as 
shown  by  testimony  heretofore  referred  to.     (See  Table  No.  1.) 

An  examination  of  the  petitioner's  books  shows  that  its  net  income  at 
Wellington  for  1916  exceeded  that  for  1915  by  $991.84,  which  amounts  to 
22.66  percent.  The  additions  to  the  property  during  the  year  amounted 
to  only  $633.65.  This  seems  to  indicate  that  the  net  income  of  this  ex- 
change will  increase  rather  than  diminish,  and  further  demonstrates  the 
reasonableness  of  the  conclusions  hereinafter  expressed. 

The  petitioner  contends  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  large  expendi- 
tures for  additions  to  this  property  in  the  near  future.  Owing  to  present 
high  prices  of  material  and  labor,  due  to  war  conditions,  it  is  unlikely 
that  extensions  beyond  such  as  are  absolutely  necessary  will  be  made  at 
this  time.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Commission  in  considering  rate  ques- 
tions to  anticipate  expenditures  which  may  be  necessary  at  some  future 
time.  It  would  be  impracticable  to  fix  rates  based  on  conditions  that  may 
obtain  in  the  future.  If  large  additional  expenditures  are  actually  made 
a  new  condition  would  be  created,  requiring  further  consideration  of  this 
question  by  the  Commission  based  on  the  then  existing  facts. 

It  should  be  noted  that  no  division  has  been  made  herein  of  the  local  ex- 
change property  between  exchange  and  toll  on  the  bads  of  use,  as  was 
done  in  the  apportionment  of  operating  expenses.  The  amount  of  the 
property  chargeable  to  toll  in  this  case  is  less  than  2  percent,  and  may 
therefore  be  ignored  in  this  procedure.  This  action  in  no  way  modifies 
the  general  views  of  the  Commission  in  regard  to  this  matter  as  herein 
expressed. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon  careful  considerafion  of  the  testimony  submitted  and  in  view  of 
the  facts  presented  herein,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  petitioner  should 
be  authorized  to  file  and  publish  an  amended  schedule  of  rates  providinfr 
for  a  charge  of  $1.50  per  month  per  telephone  for  individual  line  resi- 
dence service,  and  should  be  required  to  remove  the  discrimination  inci- 
dent to  the  business-residence  combination  rate  herein  referred  to,  and 
also  the  charging  of  the  same  rate  for  both  individual-line  and  party-line 
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dwelling-house  service.    All  other  rates  are  to  remain  as  now  in  force. 
An  order  will  issue  accordingly.  j^g^p^  L.  BwsTOW.

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

On  this  23d  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1918,  comes  on  for  order  the  supple- 
mental application  of  petitioner  for  rehearing,  filed  herein  April  11,  1918; 
and  upon  consideration  of  said  application  for  rehearing,  and  an  investi- 
gation of  the  matters  and  things  involved  having  been  made  and  addi- 
tional evidence  having  been  submitted,  showing  operating  revenues  and 
expenses  of  petitioner  at  its  Wellington,  Kan^  exchange  for  the  year  1917, 
it  appears  that  the  conclusions  reached  and  order  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sion herein  on  March  8, 1918,  were  based  upon  the  operating  revenues  and 
expenses  of  petitioner  at  its  said  exchange  for  the  year  1915;  that  the 
operating  expenses  for  the  year  1917  largely  exceed  those  of  preceding 
years,  the  larger  part  of  same  occurring  in  the  latter  half  of  said  year, 
indicating  that  the  same  items  for  the  year  1918  will  be  somewhat  in 
fxcess  of  those  incurred  in  the  year  1917;  that  the  gross  earnings  for 
1917  were  increased,  but  not  in  the  same  proportion  as  operating  expenses 
were  increased;  that  by  assign^ing  petitioner's  operating  revenues  and 
expenses  at  Wellington  for  the  year  1917  to  local  exchange  service  and 
toll  service  on  the  same  basis;  and  in  the  Commission's  opinion  and  order 
heretofore  referred  to;  and  being  fully  informed  in  the  premises,  the 
Commission  finds  that  a  supplemental  order  should  be  issued  herein  per- 
mitting and  authorizing  petitioner  to  provide  and  publish  a  rate  of  $2.50 
per  month  for  individual-line  business  telephones  in  addition  to  filing  the 
rates  provded  for  in  the  order  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

It  18  THEREFORE  BY  THE  COMMISSION  ORDERED :  That  the  Southwestern 
Bell  Tdephone  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to 
tile  a  schedule  of  rates  providing  for  charges  for  telephone  service  ren- 
dered by  it  at  its  Wellington,  Kan.,  exchange  as  provided  for  in  the 
order  of  this  Commission  dated  March  8,  1918,  and  in  addition  thereto  to 
publish  and  make  effective  the  following  charge,  to  wit: 

Individual  line  business  telephone $2.50  per  month.

OPINION. 
By  Kinkel,  Commissioner. . 

The  applicant  herein,  the  Peoples  Home  Telephone  Company  (a  Del- 
aware corporation),  maintaining  and  operating  a  telephone  system  in 
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the  city  of  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  and  vicinity,  including  Fort  Leavenworth 
and  the  Soldiers'  Home,  alleges  that  its  present  rates  for  service  ren- 
dered its  subscribers  in  sa'id  city  are  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Per  month. 

Single-line  business  telephones $4.00 

Two-party  line  business  telephones 3.00 

Single-line  residence  telephones 1.50 

Two-party  line  residence  telephones 1.25 

that  said  rates  are  not  compensatory,  but  are  unreasonably  low  and 
wholly  inadequate  and  insufficient  to  pay  a  reasonable  return  on  the  in- 
vestment made  and  necessary  to  be  made  by  it  in  its  property  used  and 
useful  in  furnishing  said  telephone  service;  and  prays  that  it  be  autiior- 
ized  to  increase  its  existing  rates  as  per  a  proposed  schedule  attached  to 
application.  This  proposed  schedule  is  practically  the  same  as  the  sched- 
ule now  in  force,  excepting  that  it  proposes  to  increase  rates  for  certain 
classes  of  service  as  follows,  to  wit:

Individual  line  residence  telephones 2.00 

Two-party  line  residence  telephones 1.75 

Desk  sets  extra  (business  and  residence) /       .25

Residence  extension  wall  sets,  with  bell 65 

This  matter  was  first  heard  by  the  Commission  on  March  6,  1917,  at 
Leavenworth,  and  at  this  and  subsequent  hearings  there  was  presented 
for  consideration  a  large  volume  of  testimony  and  other  data  and  infor- 
mation in  support  of  the  application. 

HISTORY. 

Up  to  and  including  a  part  of  the  year  1897  the  Missouri  and  Kansas 
Telephone  Company  operated  the  only  telephone  exchange  in  Leaven- 
worth and  vicinity.  In  that  year  the  Peoples  Telephone  Company  was 
organized,  with  $36,894  capital  stock  outstanding.  This  company  oper- 
ated its  plant  in  a  comparatively  small  way  until  in  1906,  when  it  was 
reorganized,  its  name  changed  to  that  of  the  Peoples  Home  Telephone 
Company  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  petitioner),  and  its  capital  stock 
increased  to  $300,000..  Bonds  were  issued  to  the  amount  of  $295,400, 
of  which  $43,000  were  paid  to  the  Peoples  Telephone  Company  for  its 
plant  and  property  and  the  proceeds  of  the  balance  of  the  bonds  used  in 
completely  rebuilding  the  plant,  which  was  accomplished  during  the  pe- 
riod from  1906  to  1912. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  company  show  that  $249,687  was  ex- 
pended in  this  period  of  reconstruction,  and  prior  to  the  time  that  its 
plant  was  consolidated  with  that  of  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephone 
Company,  in  1912.  This  amount  includes  $6,971  expended  on  the  Lan- 
sing exchange,  which  property  is  not  now  owned  by  petitioner. 

In  1905  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephone  Company  began  the  re- 
construction of  its  plant,  and  completed  that  work  in  1908,  the  plant  by 
that  time  having  been  entirely  rebuilt. 
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It  appears  that  as  soon  as  the  petitioner  started  its  rebuilding  in  1906 
a  serious  fight  was  precipitated  between  the  then  competing  companies, 
with  the  result  that  their  plants  were  built  largely  in  duplicate,  each 
company  striving  to  furnish  its  service  to  all  of  the  citizens  of  Leaven- 
worth, notwithstanding  the  limited  available  business.  Owing  to  these 
competitive  conditions,  numerous  concessions  were  granted  telephone 
subscribers  and  many  free  telephones  installed.  This  condition,  much 
to  the  detriment  of  both  companies  and  their  subscribers,  continued 
until  1912,  when  the  two  companies  were  merged,  their  plants  consolidated 
and  thereafter  owned  and  operated  by  the  petitioner.  In  May,  1912,  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Leavenworth  enacted  ordinance 
No.  3375,  granting  to  petitioner  permission  and  authority  to  charge  for 
its  business  service  not  to  exceed  $4  per  telephone  per  month;  for  its 
residence  service,  within  a  radius  of  one  mile  from  the  intersection  of 
Fourth  and  Delaware  streets,  not  to  exceed  $2  per  telephone  per  month; 
and  to  charge  50  cents  per  month  additional  per  telephone  for  each 
one-half  mile  air  line  in  excess  of  such  distance;  provided  that  in  no  case 
the  charge  be  more  than  $3  p«r  month  for  residence  telephones  and  $4 
per  month  for  business  telephones  within  said  city  limits. 

On  May  23,  1912,  this  Commission  consented  to  the  merger  of  the 
companies  and  the  consolidation  of  their  plants  heretofore  referred  to, 
and  authorized  petitioner  to  file  and  publish  the  rates  now  in  force. 

Early  in  1913  three  new  positions  were  added  to  the  Missouri  and 
Kansas  Telephone  exchange  switchboard,  the  cables  of  petitioner  were 
cut  over  to  this  switchboard,  the  duplicate  telephones  of  the  system  were 
removed,  and  certain  repairs  made  to  the  distribution  system.  Said 
repairs  appear  to  have  been  to  some  extent  deferred  maintenance.  In 
accomplishing  the  consolidation  of  these  plants  approximately  $18,600, 
exclusive  of  overhead  costs,  was  expended  upon  the  main  switchboard, 
$7,100  on  the  Leavenworth  exchange  switchboard,  and  $19,040  upon  the 
distribution  system.  The  result  of  this  was  to  leave  the  two  plants, 
save  for  the  central  office  and  subscribers'  station  equipment,  largely 
as  they  were  before.  A  portion  of  the  duplication  resulting  from  this 
consolidation  has  been  removed  by  the  company  in  its  routine  opera- 
tions. The  Southwestern  Bell  Telephone  Company  owns  $110,400,  or 
55  percent,  of  petitioner's  capital  stock,  and  $216,900,  or  80.8  percent, 
of  its  total  outstanding  bonds. 

Table  No.  1  shows  the  capital  liabilities  of  petitioner  from  1906  to 
1915,  inclusive.

An  analysis  of  Table  I  shows  that  prior  to  1912  the  funded  debt  of 
petitioner  was  practically  the  same  as  the  plant  expenditures,  including 
the  $43,000  paid  in  bonds  for  the  old  Peoples  plant.  The  stock  that  was 
issued  is  representative  of  no  actual  investment,  but  was  given  as  a  bonus 
with  the  bonds  (Rec.  207).  The  total  plant  expenditures  over  the  period 
from  1906  to  1915  amounted  to  $547,867,  of  which  it  appears  that  $7,044 
was  expended  in  soliciting  business;  that  $6,972  was  expended  on  the  Lan- 
sing exchange,  which  is  no  longer  a  part  of  the  property ;  that  $19,323  was 
expended  on  the  Independent  switchboard,  which  is  not  now  in  use;  and 
that  $19,040  was  expended  in  consolidating  and  cutting  over  petitioner's 
plant  with  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  plant.  A  considerable  portion  of 
the  remainder  is  made  up  of  renewals  and  replacements,  the  first  cost  of 
which  is  also  included  in  the  amount. 

VALUATION. 

Three  appraisals  were  submitted  in  evidence  based  upon  an  inventory 
as  of  October  1,  1915,  which  had  been  prepared  by  Sloan,  Huddle,  Feustel 
&  Freeman  and  checked  by  the  Commission's  engineers.  One  was  sub- 
mitted in  behalf  of  the  petitioner  by  G.  A.  Kositzky,  engineer  for  the 
Southwestern  Bell  Telephone  Company,  which  was  based  upon  the  cost 
of  reproduction-new  theory,  modified  by  the  use  of  trend  price  curves  for 
certain  materials  and  average  prices  extending  over  a  period  of  two  to 
five  years  for  other  materials  and  for  labor.  Another  was  submitted  by 
W.  F.  Sloan,  of  Sloan,  Huddle,  Feustel  &  Freeman,  in  behalf  of  the  peti- 
tioner, based  upon  the  cost  of  production-new  theory,  modified  by  the 
use  of  prices  for  labor  and  material  that  have  prevailed  for  the  past  few 
years,  together  with  a  consideration  of  the  normal  trend  of  such  prices. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  the  engineering  staff  of  the  Commission  sub- 
mitted a  third  valuation,  which  was  an  estimate  of  the  actual  cost  of  the 
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property  as  applied  to  the  existing  units  determined  by  the  inventory. 
The  unit  prices  were  based  upon  the  weighted  average  prices  actually 
paid  for  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  the  property,  as  evidenced 
by  invoices,  and  estimated  to  have  been  installed  under  the  actual  con- 
ditions prevailing  at  the  time  the  property  was  constructed  and  at  the 
labor  costs  then  prevailing. 

Table  II  is  a  comparison  of  the  different  appraisals  of  the  physical 
property.  Line  18  of  this  table  shows  the  values,  both  cost  new  and  cost 
new  less  depreciation,  that  have  been  assigned  to  the  total  physical 
property  by  tiie  appraisers ;  line  19  shows  the  estimates  of  the  amount  of 
duplication  of  the  property;  and  line  20  shows  the  values  of  the  net  physi- 
cal property. 

An  analysis  of  Table  II  discloses  that  the  chief  differences  between  the 
cost  new  figures  of  the  physical  property  of  the  various  appraisers  lie  in 
the  values  assigned  \o  land,  buildings  and  distribution  system.  These 
differences  are  in  a  measure  due  to  the  different  valuation  methods  used 
by  the  various  appraisers,  the  petitioner's  engineers  using  the  cost  of  re- 
production new  method,  while  the  Commission's  engineering  staff  used 
the  estimated  actual  cost  method.  Thus  the  values  assigned  to  land  by 
the  Commission's  engineering  staff  are  the  actual  prices  paid  by  the  ap-

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plicant  as  shown  by  deeds  of  conveyance  ^recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
register  of  deeds  of  Leavenworth  county,  and  the  values  used  for  the 
buildings  are  the  actual  contract  prices  paid  as  evidenced  by  vouchers  on 
file  in  the  petitioner's  office. 

In  appraising  the  distribution  system,  the  engineering  staff  followed 
out  the  estimated  original  cost  method  as  outlined  above.  Should  allow- 
ances be  made  for  certain  house  wirings  and  drops,  excluded  as  not  used 
and  useful  (see  Note  A),  the  actual  cost  estimate  of  the  engineering  staff 
of  the  distribution  system  would  be  $29,190,  or  8.5  percent,  lower  than 
Mr.  Sloan's,  and  $60,754,  or  14  percent,  lower  than  Mr.  Eositzky's  cost  of 
reproduction-new  figures.  These  differences  are  also  due  largely  .to  the 
different  methods  employed  in  making  the  valuations.

The  cost  new  less  depreciation  of  the  total  property  as  determined  by 
the  Commission's  engineering  staff  is  $333,855,  as  compared  with  Mr. 
Sloan's  $425,674  and  Mr.  Kositzky's  $504,050. 

Included  in  the  estimated  physical  value  assigned  to  the  property  by 
the  various  appraisers  are  certain  allowances  for  overhead  costs.  These 
include  contingencies  and  omissions  from  the  inventory,  engineering  ex- 
penses, general  expenses,  interest  during  construction,  and  other  collat- 
eral expenses  which  are  fundamentally  a  part  of  the  construction  cost 
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Table  UI  subdivides  the  physical  property  as  to  exchanges.  As  it 
does  not  incldde  any  overheads,  the  figrures  shown  on  line  18  correspond  to 
those  of  line  14  of  Table  II. 

Table  IV  sets  out  the  amounts,  together  with  the  computed  percent- 
ages, of  the  values  of  the  other  physical  property  that  have  been  assign^ed 
by  the  various  appraisers  to  overhead.

Accrued  Depreciation, 


There  is  a  great  variance  among  the  engineers  as  to  the  amount  of 
depreciation  that  has  accrued  to  the  property.  Mr.  Kositzky  testified 
that  the  property  was  in  89.27  percent  condition,  or  that  depreciation  to 
the  amount  of  $59,774  had  accrued  to  the  property.  The  following  state- 
ment appears  in  the  record  in  explanation  of  the  manner  in  which  he 
arrived  at  this  condition  percent: 

''I  made  that  from  a  physical  inspection.  I  examined  a  certain  per- 
centage of  the  poles,  wire  and  equipment.  From  the  history  I  found  out 
about  when  the  property  was  constructed  and  how  much  has  been  added 
here,  and  I  found  that  since  the  original  installation  a  great  deal  of  prop- 
erty has  been  added,  also  about  how  much  of  the  property  has  been  re- 
placed (telephones  and  wires  and  many  of  the  poles  have  been  replaced) 
and  frcmi  all  tiiat  I  prepared  a  sheet  which  shows  the  present  condition 
of  the  various  elements,  and  from  that  I  arrived  at  the  composite  or 
weighted  percentage  of  the  total  plant  and  of  the  present  condition.'' 

Notwithstanding  this  testimony,  it  appears  that  the  composite  age  of 
the  plant  is  approximately  eight  years. 

Mr.  Sloan  depreciated  the  property  chiefly  by  inspection,  giving  con- 
^deration  to  the  length  of  time  the  plant  had  been  in  service  (Petitioner's 
Exhibit  I).  He  determined  the  property  to  be  in  79.32  percent  condition, 
which  assumes  that  depreciation  to  the  amount  of  $103,861  had  accrued 
to  the  property. 

The  engineering  staff,  after  a  thorough  study  of  the  property  and  local 
conditions,  determined  the  probable  life  in  years  and  the  age  of  each 
item.  The  cost  new  less  depreciation  figure  of  the  property  was  then 
determined  by  adhering  to  the  straight-line  method.  This  resulted  in 
showing  that  the  condition  of  the  property  on  the  date  of  the  valuation 
was  70.27  percent,  or  that  the  accrued  depreciation  amounted  to  $138,827. 

Table  V  sets  out  the  amount  allowed  by  the  several  engineers  for  both 
the  total  accrued  depreciation  and  the  annual  allowance  for  accruing 
depreciation.    The  amount  shown  in  column  5  is  one-eighth  of  the  total 
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Table  V.

accrued  depreciation  and  is  representative  of  the  amount  that  should 
have  been  set  aside  annually  to  have  provided  for  the  accrued  deprecia- 
tion over  current  replacements  allowed  by  the  different  engineers  assum- 
ing the  composite  age  of  the  property  to  be  eight  years. 

Duplication, 

The  various  apraisers  are  in  agreement  that  there  is  considerable 
portion  of  the  Leavenworth  exchange  plant  in  duplication.  They  are  not, 
however,  thoroughly  in  accord  as  to  the  amount  of  the  duplication.  Thus, 
Mr.  Kositzky  submitted  that  $68,144  was  the  cost  new  of  the  duplicate 
property,  while  Mr.  Sloan  submitted  $60,966,  and  the  engineering  staff 
$108,082.  Depreciated,  these  figures  are  $60,807,  $48,890,  and  $77,608, 
respectively. 

Mr.  Kositzky  and  the  Commission's  engineering  staff  included  all  of 
the  land  and  building  of  the  old  Independent  company  among  the  dupli- 
cate property,  notwithstanding  that  a  portion  of  the  building  is  used  for 
general  office  purposes  by  the  petitioner.  Mr.  Sloan  in  his  treatment  of 
this  item  deducted  $6,123  from  his  value  of  the  building  before  including 
it  among  the  duplication.  This  was  on  the  theory  that  the  building  which 
houses  the  central  office  equipment  is  insufficient  to  also  provide  quarters 
for  the  general  office,  and  that  the  amount  thus  deducted  would  provide 
funds  for  the  construction  of  an  additional  story  on  the  building.  The 
evidence  shows  that  the  rents  received  from  the  portions  of  this  building 
not  necessary  to  house  the  general  offices  of  the  petitioner  amounted  to 
$840  for  the  year  1917,  or  an  amount  equal  to  7  percent  per  annum  upon 
$12,000.  It  would  thus  appear  that  for  the  purposes  of  rate  making  the 
value  of  the  land  only  should  be  included  as  duplicate  property. 

The  amounts  shown  in  Table  VI  as  the  values  of  the  duplication  exist- 
ing in  the  distribution  system  represent  the  different  engineers'  opinions 
based  upon  their  studies  in  connection  with  the  property. 

Working  Capital. 

The  evidence  shows  that  working  capital  in  the  sum  of  $5,255  is  neces- 
sary in  conducting  petitioner's  business.  This  appears  reasonable  and 
proper.

Going  Value, 

Petitioner's  engineers  submitted  exhibits  showing  the  cost  of  develop- 
ing the  telephone  business  in  Leavenworth,  based  upon  various  assump- 
tions in  connection  with  a  hypothetical  plant.  Mr.  Kositzky's  exhibit  tends 
to  show  that  it  would  cost  $124^51.50  and  Mr.  Sloan's  |63,372  to  develop 
the  present  business  of  petitioner.  Neither  of  these  exhibits  represents 
actual  costs,  but  instead  are  based  upon  assumptions  and  conjectures, 
which  may  be  varied  at  will  to  arrive  at  a  preconceived  amount.  Peti- 
tioner's records  show  that  there  was  actually  expended  $7,044  in  soliciting 
and  advertising  for  subscribers  from  1906  to  1910,  when  competition  be- 
tween the  two  companies  was  at  its  height.  During  this  time  it  acquired 
most  of  the  subscriber^  it  was  serving  when  the  consolidation  took  place. 

The  engineering  staff  valued  the  property  as  a  going  telephone  plant. 
Operating  Revenues  and  Expenses. 

Table  VII,  which  follows,  is  a  statement  of  the  operating  revenues 
and  expenses  for  the  years  1914,  1915,  1916,  and  nine  months  of  1917,  as 
shown  by  petitioner's  Exhibits  27,  28,  29  and  B-1.  (Complete  statement 
for  entire  year  1917  was  obtained  from  petitioner's  books  since  date  of 
hearing.)  It  appears  that  these  items  for  the  year  1914  were  abnormal 
for  the  reason  that  the  increase  in  rates  allowed  at  the  time  of  consolida- 
tion of  these  plants  had  become  effective  during  the  summer  of  1913,  and 
all  the  subscribers  lost  due  to  the  increase  in  rates  had  not  been  regained, 
nor  had  all  of  the  difficulties  attending  the  operation  of  the  two  plants  as 
a  unit  been  overcome.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  operating 
revenues  for  each  succeeding  year  have  been  greater  than  those  of  1914, 
while  the  operating  expenses  have  been  less.

It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  statement  is  referred  to  as  showin^^  the 
normal  operating  revenues  and  expenses  for  the  years  mentioned.  There 
has  been  deducted  therefrom  certain  items  which  were  included  by  the 
petitioner  in  its  statement  as  operating  expenses,  as  shown  by  proper 
reference  notes,  since  only  usual  and  ordinary  expenses  are  to  be  con- 
sidered in  ascertaining  and  fixing  reasonable  rates.  It  may  be  assumed 
that  the  expenditures  in  question  will  not  be  incurred  again  for  some 
time,  and  that  in  allowing  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  value  of  the 
property  it  will  be  sufficient  to  include  a  proper  amortization  of  these 
sums. 

Toll  Revenitea. 

Petitioners  toll  revenues  consist  principally  of  a  commission  of  25  per- 
cent received  from  the  toll-line  companies  on  business  originating  at  its 
exchange.  The  service  rendered  consists  of  handling  only  such  toll  mes- 
sages as  are  originated  by  and  distributed  to  its  patrons.  It  is  apparent 
from  investigations  made  by  the  Commission  that  the  toll  revenues  under 
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the  existing  arrangement  pay  all  of  the  tbW  business'  proper  proportion  | 
of  expenses  and  provide  a  reasonable  profit.    Therefore  it  is  not  neces-J 
sary  to  make  a  division  of  expenses  as  in  cases  where  local  exchange  and 
toll  lines  are  owned  in  common  and  where  overhead  and  other  expenses 
cover  the  management  and  operation  of  both  branches  of  the  business. 

Fort  Leavenworth,  .  i 

An  investigation  of  petitioner's  books  and  records  has  made  it  possible 
to  ascertain  the  operating  revenues  and  expenses  of  the  business  at  Fort 
Leavenworth  for  the  years  1916  and  1917  (omitting  miscellaneous  in- 
come and  miscellaneous  deductions).  The  results  are  shown  in  Table 
VIII,  which  follows:

Note. — Supervision  and  general  expenses  have  been  assigned  in  the  same  proportion  as  they 
bear  to  other  expenses  for  the  exchange  as  a  whole. 

On  December  31,  1917,  there  were  172  single-line  residence  subscribers 
and  approximately  64  business  telephone  subscribers  at  Fort  Leaven- 
worth. It  is  apparent  that  the  exchange  at  Fort  Leavenworth  considered 
as  a  unit  is  not  contributing  its  proper  share  to  the  revenues  of  petitioner. 
It  is,  however,  probably  necessary  in  connection  with  this  statement  to 
give  consideration  to  the  benefit  derived  by  subscribers  in  the  city  proper 
from  telephone  connection  with  Fort  Leavenworth. 
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Station  RenvovcUa  and  Changes, 
Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  item  of  station  removals 
and  changes  at  Fort  Leavenworth  in  1917  amounted  to  $2,211.65,  which 
is  more  than  50  percent  of  the  total  expenses  for  this  item  for  the  entire 
exchange,  as  shown  hy  Account  607,  Table  VII.  This  item  for  the  year 
1917,  covering  the  operation  of  the  entire  exchange,  amounts  to  $4,211.57, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  charge  of  approximately  $1.40  per  annum  per 
subscriber.  This  must  be  recognized  as  an  abnormal  expense.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  this  entails  an  unjust  burden  upon  the  more  permanently  lo- 
cated subscribers,  of  which  they  should  be  relieved.  The  elimination  of 
the  present  abnormal  amount  involved  in  this  item  would  substantially 
increase  the  sum  available  for  net  income.  An  application  for  approval 
of  a  rule  having  this  change  in  contemplation  will  be  promptly  heard  and 
passed  upon  by  the  Commission. 

SUMMARY. 

The  most  difficult  question  presented  herein  is  that  of  ascertaining  the 
fair  value  of  the  property  used  and  useful  in  the  rendition  of  the  service 
under  consideration.  The  question  is  further  complicated  by  reason  of 
a  large  amount  of  duplicate  property  which  admittedly  exists.  Much  of 
this  duplication  will  no  doubt  be  removed  during  the  course  of  petitioner's 
routine  work  and  be  charged  into  the  depreciation  reserve  fund  herein- 
after provided  for. 

A  careful  consideration  of  all  the  testimony  and  evidence  submitted 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  fair  value  of  the  property  in  question  for 
rate  making  purposes,  viewed  as  a  going  concern,  including  materials 
and  supplies  and  working  capital  and  on  which  petitioner  is  entitled  to 
earn  a  reasonable  return,  should  be  fixed  at  $340,000. 

Reference  to  Table  VII  will  show  that  for  the  year  1917  the  peti- 
tioner's net  income  available  for  interest  and  depreciation  was  $42,154 
per  annum.  By  allowing  $23,000  per  annum  to  cover  the  item  of  accru- 
ing depreciation,  which  sum  is  sufficient  to  amortize  during  the  life  of 
the  plant  t^e  large  duplication  found  to  be  in  existence  at  this  time,  there 
is  remaining  net  income  available  for  interest  of  $19,154,  which  under  the 
circumstances  does  not  constitute  a  fair  return  upon  the  value  of  the 
property. 

By  increasing  the  individual-line  residence  rate  to  $1.75  per  month  and 
the  two-party  line  residence  rate  to  $1.40  per  month,  the  net  income  avail- 
able for  interest,  based  upon  the  number  of  connected  stations  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1916,  would  be  increased  $5,839,  which  added  to  the  sum  of 
$19,154  will  provide  a  net  available  income  for  interest  of  $24,993.  This 
sum  will  yield  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  fair  value  of  the  property 
and  an  amount  sufficient  to  amortize  the  unusual  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses hereinbefore  referred  to. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  petitioner 
should  be  authorized  to  file  and  publish  an  amended  schedule  of  rates 
providing  for  a  charge  of  $1.75  per  month  per  telephone  for  individual- 
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litie  residence  service,  and  a  charge  of  (1.40  per  month  per  telephone  for 
two-party  line  residence  service;  all  other  rates  and  classifications  to  re- 
main as  are  now  in  force.

OPINION. 
By  KiNKEL,  Commissioner, 

On  November  9,  1916,  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephone  Company 
(a  Missouri  corporation),  now  the  Southwestern  Bell  Telephone  Company 
{hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  petitioner),  filed  its  application  ailing 
that  its  present  rates  for  service  rendered  to  subscribers  and  patrons  of  | 
its  exchange  in  the  city  of  Hutchinson  are  as  follows: 

Per  month. 

Single-line  business  telephone $3 .00 

Two-party  line  business  telephone 2 .00 

Single-line  residence  telephone 1 .  75 

Two-party  line  residence  telephone 1 .  60 

Allowing  upon  all  residence  telephones  a  discount  of  25  cents  for  prompt 
payment,  so  that  the  real  income  of  the  company  from  single-line  resi- 
dence telephones  is  $1.50  each  and  for  two-party  line  residence  telephones 
11/25  each;  that  said  rates  are  not  compensatory,  but  are  inadequate  and 
insufficient  to  pay  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  investment  made  and 
necessarily  made  by  said  company  in  property  used  and  useful  in  fur 
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nixing  telephone  exchange  service  in  and  about  said  city,  and  are  in- 
adequate and  insufficient  to  pay  a  Teasooiable  return  on  the  fair  value 
of  its  property  used  in  giving  such  telephone  exchange  service,  and  prays 
that  it  may  be  authorized  to  increase  its  rates  in  said  city  according  to  a 
proposed  schedule  of  rates  attached  to  said  petition,  as  follows,  to  wit:

The  matters  and  things  involved  were  heard  at  Hutchinson,  Kan.,  on 
April  17,  1917,  at  which  time  petitioner  submitted  an  inventory  and  ap- 
praisal of  the  property  and  other  data  and  information  in  support  of  its 
said  application. 

HISTORY. 

The  financial  history  of  the  petitioner  has  heretofore  been  ftilly  set  out 
in  an  opinion  rendered  in  a  case  involving  rates  of  petitioner  at  its 
Wellington  exchange,  Docket  1,153. 

It  appears  that  prior  to  the  year  1904  the  local  exchange  property 
in  Hutchinson  was  operated  as  a  magneto  system.  In  that  year  the  ex- 
change was  entirely  rebuilt  and  converted  into  a  central  energy  system, 
the  record  showing  that  practically  none  of  the  present  property  ante- 
dates 1904.  Some  time  prior  to  or  about  1907  a  second  telephone  plant 
was  constructed  and  placed  in  operation  in  this  city  by  the  B.  &  B.  Tel- 
ephone Company.  This  last-mentioned  plant  was  purchased  by  the  peti- 
tioner in  1910,  and  the  two  properties  merged  and  consolidated  into 
one  system.  Any  duplication  in  plant  and  equipment  that  may  have  re- 
sulted in  consequence  of  this  merger  was  evidently  removed  during  the 
period  of  consolidation,  for  there  is  no  evidence  of  the  same  at  this  time. 

During  the  year  1910  a  considerable  sum  was  expended  in  rebuilding 
and  consolidating  the  properties  in  question.  Land  for  an  office  building 
was  purchased,  an  office  building  erected,  most  of  the  underground  con- 
duit installed  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  distribution  system  re- 
built in  that  and  the  following  year. 

The  city  of  Hutchinson  during  the  history  of  this  property  has  expe- 
rienced a  continuoas  and  steady  growth  and  the  telephone  system  has 
necessarily  been  extended  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  growing  needs 
of  the  community.  Records  of  petitioner  show  that  in  1916  |42,845  was 
expended  in  additions  and  betterments. 
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VALUATION. 

Petitioner  submitted  in  evidence  an  appraisal  based  on  an  inventory 
prepared  by  its  engineer  as  of  December  SI,  1915.  To  this  was  added  the 
additions  and  betterments  made  to  the  plant  during  the  year  1916,  thus 
purporting  to  bring  the  valuation  of  the  property  under  consideration 
up  to  December  31,  1916.  The  inventory  and  appraisal  and  other  sup- 
porting data  herein  submitted  assumes  the  propriety  of  charging  all  of 
the  exchange  property,  regardless  of  use,  to  the  local  exchange  and  al- 
lowing an  arbitrary  sum  of  25  percent  of  the  toll  revenues  originated 
by  said  exchange  as  an  adequate  and  sufficient  amount  to  pay  a  reason- 
able return  upon  the  property  chargeable  to  toll  service  and  to  covei 
operating  expenses  incurred  in  connection  therewith. 

The  Commission  holds  to  the  opinion  as  expressed  in  the  Wellington 
case  (Docket  1,153),  that  where  a  telephone  utility  furnishes  two  dis- 
tinct services,  namely,  local  exchange  service  and  toll  service,  incurring 
expenses  and  employing  property  in  common  in  performing  such  services, 
an  equitable  division  should  be  made  of  such  conunon  expenses  and  prop- 
erty, so  that  the  value  of  the  property  and  the  operating  expenses  of 
the  local  exchange  may  be  properly  apportioned  to  the  si>ecific  service 
rendered,  thereby  making  such  specific  service  bear  its  proper  propor- 
tion of  the  expense  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  local  exchange; 
and  further,  that  toll  service  should  retain  its  identity  from  the  originat- 
ing subscribers'  station  to  the  teminating  subscribers'  station.  It  is  on 
this  basis  that  the  Commission  has  apportioned  the  property,  as  shown  in 
the  inventory,  directly  between  local  exchange  and  toll  system,  and  then 
made  a  second  division  of  the  local  exchange  property  used  in  common 
by  both  the  local  exchange  and  toll  eystems  obtained  according  to  use 
as  shown  by  the  petitioner's  peg  accounts  taken  during  the  year  1916. 

Table  I  is  a  comparison  of  the  appraisal  of  the  petitioner  and  the  val- 
ues as  assigned  by  the  Commission  to  the  different  items.  Petitioner's 
valuation  is  a  modified  cost  of  reproduction  based  on  unit  prices  made 
up  from  trend  price  curves  for  certain  materials.  The  Commission's 
figures  are  based  on  an  actual  cost  estimate  which  resulted  from  a  lengthy 
study  of  petitioner's  records.  The  valuation  which  has  been  assigned 
to  the  property  in  question  in  fact  reveals  the  actual  cost  of  same.  In  as- 
signing the  value  of  land  herein,  petitioner  included  five  lots  each  33  feet 
front  by  165  feet  deep,  less  11  feet  frontage  which  it  no  longer  owns,  as- 
suming a  value  of  $125  per  front  foot.  The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  not  more  than  three  of  these  lots  having  a  frontage  of  99  feet  are 
used  and  useful.  Of  this  frontage  approximately  only  50  percent  of 
same  is  occupied  by  the  central  office  building,  the  remainder  being  used 
for  park  purposes.  This  property  was  purchased  by  petitioner  in  the 
year  1910  for  the  sum  of  $11,000,  as  evidenced  by  deeds  of  convejrance 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  Reno  county.  The  Com- 
mission has  assigned  this  value  to  land  used  and  useful  in  the  rendition 
of  the  telephone  service  under  consideration  for  rate-making  purposes.

Apportionment  of  Property  between  local  Exchange  and  Toll  Lines, 
Investigation  shows  that  exclusive  of  overheads  the  cost-new  value  of 
the  central  office  equipment  devoted  entirely  to  toll  service  is  $12,883; 
that  practically  one-third  of  the  central  office  building  (apportioned  on 
the  basis  of  the  amount  of  space  devoted  to  each  class  of  service), 
amounting  in  value  to  $10,011,  and  land  to  the  value  of  $3,212,  is  also 
devoted  to  toll  service.  The  overhead  allowance  on  the  three  preceding 
itOAs  amounts  to  $3,916,  making  a  total  cost-new  amount  of  $30,024  as- 
signable to  toll.  In  addition  to  this  sum  found  directly  assignable  to 
toll  it  is  necessary  to  make  another  apportionment  of  the  remainder  of 
the  property  used  in  common  by  both  local  exchange  and  toll  service. 
This  second  apportionment  is  also  made  upon  the  basis  of  use,  namely,  in 
the  same  proportion  as  the  number  of  toll  calls  handled  over  the  local 
exchange  lines  through  the  local  switchboard  bears  to  the  total  number 
of  calls  handled  over  the  local  exchange  lines  through  the  local  exchange 
switchboard. 

Pfg  counts  made  by  the  traffic  department  of  petitioner  at  its  Hutch- 
inson exchange  during  two  days  each  month  for  the  entire  year  of  1916 
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shows  that  776,759  calls  were  made  through  the  local  switchboard,  of 
which  87,313  were  toll  messages.  Equating  these  on  the  basis  of  line  and 
instrument  use,  the  local  exchange  call  is  given  a  coefficient  of  two,  while 
the  toll  call  is  given  only  a  coefficient  of  one.  This  results  in  apportion- 
ing 2.46  percent  of  $368,970,  amounting  to  $9,078,  of  the  cost  new  of  the 
physical  property  used  in  conunon  between  local  exchange  and  toll  service. 
The  sums  thus  directly  apportioned  to  toll  service,  aggregating  $39,102, 
deducted  from  $398,994,  the  cost  new  of  the  total  property  exclusive  of 
materials  and  supplies  and  working  capital,  leaves  the  sum  of  $359,892 
as  the  cost  new  of  the  total  property  (exclusive  of  materials  and  sup- 
plies and  working  capital),  devoted  exclusively  to  local  exchange  service; 
depreciated,  this  amount  becomes  $304,038. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  case,  materials  and  supplies  and  working 
capital  have  not  been  prorated  between  local  exchange  and  toll  service. 
The  amount  of  $15,642,  as  submitted  in  evidence,  appears  to  be  a  fair  and 
reasonable  allowance  for  these  items.  Therefore,  the  cost  new  of  the 
physical  property  under  construction  assigned  to  local  exchange  service 
is  $375,534;  depreciated,  $319;680. 

Accrued  Depredation. 

Petitioner  submitted  an  exhibit  purporting  to  show  Uiat  the  property 
was  in  9503  percent  condition.  How  such  a  percentage  was  determined 
is  not  apparent  from  the  evidence. 

The  Commission's  investigation  shows  the  composite  property  to  be 
in  84.48  percent  condition,  which  is  believed  to  be  fairly  representative  of 
its  present  condition. 

Alloivance  far  Accrued  DeprecicUion, 

Information  furnished  by  petitioner  shows  $12,929.64  to  have  been 
charged  against  the  depreciation  reserve  in  the  city  of  Hutchinson  in 
1915,  and  $7,861.72  in  1916,  or  an  average  for  the  two  years  of  $10,- 
395.68.  Petitioner  contends  that  it  should  be  allowed  a  rate  of  6.24  per- 
cent per  annum  on  its  estimated  cost  to  reproduce  the  property,  or  $29,- 
515.08.  Investigation  of  this  subject  by  the  Commission  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  an  annual  allowance  of  $20,000  in  addition  to  current  main- 
tenance is  sufficient  to  properly  maintain  this  property  and  reasonably 
provide  for  all  requirements,  including  inadequacy  and  obsolescence. 

Cost  of  Establishing  the  Business. 

Petitioner's  Exhibit  P  purports  to  show  that  it  cost  $92,272  to  establish 
the  business  in  connection  with  the  local  exchange  in  question. 

It  is  apparent  that  this  exhibit  is  based  purely  upon  conjectures  and 
assumptions  that  may  be  varied  at  will,  and  is  in  no  manner  representa- 
tive of  any  costs  incurred  in  connection  with  this  property.  However, 
the  Commission  in  its  findings  will  give  due  consideration  to  this  item  and 
will  treat  the  property  herein  as  a  going  concern.

Operating  Revenues  and  Expenses. 

The  operating  expenses  herein  as  shown  in  Table  II  hUve  been  appor- 
tioned between  local  exchange  and  toll  service  in  accordance  with  the  rule 
laid  down  in  the  Wellington  case,  Docket  1,153,  heretofore  referred  to. 

Revenues  are  all  assigned  directly  to  either  toll  or  local  exchange 
service  with  the  exception  of  "Telegraph  Commissions"  and  "Rents  fixan 
Other  Operating  Properties." 

Telegraph  commissions  (account  521).  Since  the  expenses  involved 
in  this  account  are  principally  for  accounting  and  collecting  telegraph 
tolls  when  messages  are  telephoned  to  the  telegraph  office,  the  revenues 
derived  therefrom  have  been  divided  on  the  basis  of  the  combined  revenue 
accounting  and  revenue  collecting. 

Rents  from  other  operating  properties  (account  524)  have  all  been 
assigned  local  exchange  for  the  reason  that  at  this  time  it  is  not  possible 
to  apportion  Account  331,  "Rent  Deductions  for  Telegraph  Offices,"  be- 
tween the  different  branches  of  service.  No  substantial  error  can  result 
from  this  procedure,  since  the  adjustment  involves  an  amount  of  only  $80. 
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iiaintenanee  expenses  have  been  divided  between  local  exchange  and 
toll  service  upon  the  same  basis  as  was  the  local  exchange  property  used 
in  common  by  the  two  branches  of  the  service,  i,  e,,  assigning  2.46  per- 
cent to  toll  service. 

Traffic  expenses  incurred  in  common  by  the  local  exchange  and  toll 
systems  have  been  divided  on  the  basis  of  the  operator  imits  used  in 
handling  calls  through  the  local  exchange  switchboard,  as  shown  in  the 
heretofore  discussed  peg  counts.  The  coefficients  applied  in  equating  the 
calls  are  based  upon  the  relative  amount  of  time  required  to  handle  the 
different  classes.  The  time  used  in  handling  a  local  exchange  call  was 
assumed  to  be  a  single  imit,  while  the  time  used  in  handing  a  toll  call 
was  assumed  to  be  .766  units. 

Service  inspection  (account  622).  2.69  percent  of  this  expense  has 
been  assigned  to  toll  service. 

Operators*  wages  (account  624)  is  divided  according  to  the  service 
performed.  An  analysis  of  the  payrolls  at  Hutchinson  develops  that  40 
percent  of  the  expense  for  operators'  wages  is  incurred  exclusively  in  the 
operation  of  the  toll  switchboard.  The  remaining  60  percent  has  been 
divided  between  toll  service  and  local  exchange  service  upon  the  basis 
of  the  operator  units  hereinbefore  described,  which  assigns  2.69  percent 
to  toll  service. 

Pay  station  expenses  (account  632)  has  all  been  assigned  to  local  ex- 
change. 

Accounts  626,  627  and  628  have  been  assigned  on  the  same  basis  as 
Account  624. 

The  other  accounts  in  the  traffic  block  are  overhead  and  are  assigned 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  other  accounts  as  heretofore  described. 

Commercial  expenses — administration  (accounts  640-10  and  640-30) 
have  been  divided  on  the  basis  of  the  assigned  charges. 

Revenue  accounting  (account  646) .  An  analysis  of  the  pay  rolls  of  the 
Wichita  district  office  for  the  month  of  December,  1917,  shows  that  of  the 
total  pay  roll,  amounting  to  $1,130,  $420  is  chargeable  directly  to  toll, 
$480  is  common,  and  $230  is  for  supervision.  The  $480,  which  is  expense 
of  ledger  clerks,  has  been  divided  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  accounts. 
In  1916  there  were  46,246  exchange  accounts  and  17,829  toll  accounts. 
The  exchange  accounts  have  been  taken  as  one  unit  and  the  toll  accounts 
as  two  units,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  ledger  clerks  to 
enter  the  amount  of  the  toll  upon  the  bill,  as  well  as  to  enter  it  upon  the 
ledger.  The  expense  of  supervision  has  been  divided  on  the  basis  of  the 
assigned  charges. 

Revenue  collecting  (account  647)  has  been  divided  on  the  number  of 
accounts,  45,246  exchange  and  17,829  toll. 

Pay  station  commission  (account  648)  and  directory  expenses  (account 
649)  have  each  been  assigned  to  local  exchange. 

Advertising  (account  642)  has  been  treated  as  a  general  expense. 
Taxes  have  been  divided  upon  the  value  of  the  property  devoted  to  each 
branch  of  the  service. 

Uncollectible  operating  revenues  have  been  divided  upon  the  basis  of 
the  revenues  earned. 
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Licensee  revenue.  Dr.  This  charge  has  been  divided  upon  the  basis  of 
the  revenues  earned.  The  Commission  has  expressed  its  views  of  diis 
charge  in  the  case  heretofore  referred  to  (Docket  1,153).  This  item  has 
been  used  as  submitted  since  its  elimination  and  the  substitution  of  other 
necessary  allowances  would  make  no  material  difference  in  the  case  at  bar. 

SUMMARY. 

The  result  of  this  equitable  division  of  petitioner's  operating  revenues 
and  expenses  shows  that  for  the  year  1916  there  was  $37,290.28  available 
for  interest  and  an  allowance  for  current  depreciation  upon  the  fair  and 
reasonable  value  of  the  property  used  and  useful  in  the  rendition  of  local 
telephone  service  under  consideration.  The  amount  found  available  for 
same  purposes  in  1915  produces  practically  the  same  results  for  that 
year  as  in  1916.  Deducting  $20,000,  the  sum  heretofore  found  to  be  suffi- 
cient and  reasonable  to  provide  for  accruing  depreciation  in  the  local 
exchange  property,  from  $37,290.28,  net  available  income  for  depreciation 
and  interest,  leaves  a  balance  of  $17,290.28  available  for  interest  upon  the 
fair  value  of  the  local  exchange  property  under  consideration,  which  U 
apparently  insufficient. 

By  increasing  individual  line  business  rates  to  $3.35  per  month,  two- 
party  line  business  rates  to  $2.25  per  month,  individual  line  residence 
rates  to  $1.65  (net)  per  month,  two  party  line  residence  rates  to  $1.35 
(net)  per  month,  based  on  connected  lines  as  of  December  31,  1916,  there 
would  be  produced  an  additional  revenue  of  approximately  $8,096  per 
annum.  Adding  this  sum  to  the  balance  of  $17,290.28  heretofore  re- 
ferred to,  there  would  be  available  for  return  upon  the  investment  ap- 
proximately $25,386.28.  This  sum  provides  a  return  of  7.25  percent  per 
annum  upon  $350,000,  which  appears  to  be  a  fair  and  reasonable  value  of 
the  property  herein  (exclusive  of  all  property  assignable  to  toll  service), 
including  an  allowance  of  $15,624  for  material  and  supplies  and  working 
<*apital.  • 

CONCLUSION, 

Upon  a  careful  consideration  of  the  testimony  submitted  and  the  facts 
herein  noted,  the  Commission  finds  that  petitioner  should  be  authorized 
to  file  an  amended  schedule  of  rates  for  certain  classes  of  the  local  ex- 
change service  furnished  by  it  at  its  Hutchinson,  Kan.,  exchange,  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit :

On  this  21st  day  of  March,  1918,  this  matter  comes  on  for  final  order, 
the  same  having  been  duly  heard  and  submitted,  and  an  investigation  of 
the  matters  and  things  involved  having  been  had  at  Hutchinson,  Kan.,  on 
April  17,  1917 ;  and  the  Commission  having  made  and  filed  its  opinion  con- 
taining its  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  herein,  which  said  opinion  is 
made  a  part  hereof: 

It  is  Therefore  by  the  Commission  Ordered:  That  the  Southwestern 
Bell  Telephone  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  file  and  publish 
an  amended  schedule  of  rates  providing  charges  for  certain  service  at 
its  Hutchinson,  Kan.,  exchange,  as  follows:

Referring  to  the  foregoing  reported  decisions  in  applications  of  the 
Southwestern  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  increase  rates  at  Welling^ton 
(Docket  No.  1,153),  Leavenworth  (Docket  No.  1,470),  and  Hutchinson 
(Docket  No.  1,665),  respectively,  Commissioner  Foley  wishes  it  stated 
that  he  dissented,  and  still  dissents,  from  a  part  of  what  is  set  forth  by
